HILE preparing the articles and 
notes for this issue HOBBIES re- 
ceived, through the courtesy of Mrs. 
Leon K. Belcher, Vineland, N. J., a 
copy of the Christmas issue of the 
Wide Awake Magazine for 1884. 


Although not so many years have 
passed in the interim, comparatively 
speaking, this 1884 number shows how 
swift is the passage of time, our cus- 
toms, our ideas, and our ways of 
thinking. One of the items of par- 
ticular interest in this old number is 
a description of the making of Christ- 
mas cards in the Prang Educational 
Company in Roxbury, Mass. Through 
Mrs. Belcher’s courtesy we reprint 
that story elsewhere in this issue. 

In this same issue Hezekiah Butter- 
worth wrote of “Christmases of Old” 
— his descriptions were of really old 
Christmases, too. In his lead he told 
of Christmases when Rome was in 
her glory. He described how the grand 
pageants had passed through the im- 
perial streets on that day. The Temple 
of Janus was closed; banners of peace 
filled the air. Aurelian feasted in the 
Capitol. At the table sat nobles and 
peasants; all were equal on Christmas. 

In another chapter Mr. Butterworth 
told of the first “Still Christmas” in 
England in 1525. Henry the Eighth 
was kind, and he had not yet forfeited 
the respect of subjects; but great 
political events were at hand. 

In December the King was sick. 
The nation was filled with anxiety. 
It was decided that the Christmas 
should be a silent one; there were no 
carols, bells or merry-makings. 

Silent Christmases were proclaimed 
in the Protectorate of Cromwell. The 
festival was altogether abolished, 
and the display of the emblems of the 
Nativity was held to be seditious. 

The change was said to be most 
notable in. London. There was silence 
on the Strand. The church bells were 
still. St..Paul lifted its white roofs 
over the Thames, and Westminster 
Abbey its towers, but the tides of 
happy people in holiday attire no more 
poured in and out of those ancient 
fanes. The holly and ivy no more 
appeared in the windows of the rich 
and the poor. The Yule fires were 
not kindled, nor the carols sung. 

The silence smote the hearts of 
those who loved the old ways and 
customs. But the spirit of the time 
was not lost. In the silence of the 
long procession of English festivals, 
the law of Christ was none the less 
obeyed. It was a period of great mor- 
ality and fruitful piety, says Mr. But- 
terworth. 

But a great change followed the 
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Restoration. The Christmas bells rang 
out once more. The waits again sang 
their carols at the gates of the old 
feudal halls. There were merry-mak- 
ings under the evergreens. It was at 
one of the Court Christmases of these 
years that Charles knighted a loin of 
beef, and gave it the name of “Sir 
Loin.” The festival in the days of 
this ‘“merrie monarch” became a 
revel, after the Puritan silence. 

Then Butterworth wended his 
thoughts westward to what he be- 
lieved was the first observance of 
Christmas on our continent. He pic- 
tured Coronado and his crew pausing 
on the Rio Grande in their search of 
the Seven Cities of Gold to sing an- 
thems on Christmas day. This was 
almost 100 years before the May- 
flower sailed into the Christmas-tide 
storm of Provincetown Bay. 

So Butterworth continued. The 
Christmas days of the New World be- 
gan. Champlain died in the Castle 
of St. Louis, Quebec, on Christmas 
Day. The French Christians cele- 
brated the day at Port Royal, Canada, 
and in all the settlements of New 
France. 

The Christmas of the Mayflower 
was a doubtful and dreary day — a 
day of toil and hardship. Christmas 
night brought a storm of high wind 
and rain, the vessel tossed, and al- 
though Puritans in sentiment and 
life, the Pilgrims must at the evening 
Bible-reading, have thought of the 
sweet chimes of their fatherland, the 
white-crowned towers of the brightly- 
lighted English fanes, and the glad 
festivities of the home-country. 

In the Chronicles of the Pilgrims 
may be found the following extract: 

“Monday the 25th day we went 
on shore to fell some timber, some 
to rive (hew), and some to carry. 

So no.man rested all that day. 

“Munday the 25th, being Christ- 
mas Day, we began to drink wa- 
ter aboard, but at night the 

Master caused us to have some 

Beere, and so on board we had 

diverse times now and then some 

Beere, but on shore none at all. 

Mr. Butterworth concluded his story 
with additional thoughts on the Pil- 
grims: 

“The Pilgrims were severely tem- 
perate, but on the rocking ship, with 
the wind beating against and the 
rain freezing upon the masts, the 
Master of the ship, his heart warming 
with memory of the Merry Christ- 
mases of Old England, proferred to 
his stern and sorrowful passengers 
the best cheer he had at his command. 
To this, it would seem, Carver, Brad- 
ford, Winslow and Standish did not 
object, although they would not allow 
their men to pass the Christmas in 
idleness and ease, when some of the 
men asked for a rest on the ancient 
holiday. We may imagine the scene 
under the swinging ship-lamp of that

A machine 
looking like the forerunner of our 
present-day typewriter is advertised 
as a “Caligraph” by the American 
Writing Machine Co., Corry, Pa. Kel- 
sey & Co., Meriden, Conn., who car- 
ried an ad in that issue is also listed 
in this issue of HOBBIES. One firm 
advertised, “100 Scrap Book Pictures, 
10c; 100 transfer pictures, 10c; and 
100 album quotations, 10c.” 





Lincolniana 


Anthony L. Maresh, Sr., president 
of the Lincoln Association of Ohio, 
exhibited his well known collection of 
Lincolniana along with Gutzon Borg- 
lum’s masterpiece, “Lincoln (with a 
beard) ,” at the Weddell House, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, from October 13 to Octo- 
ber 19. The showing was in the 
same room which Lincoln occupied on 
February 15, 1861, enroute to Wash- 
ington to take his oath of office. 

The Borglum bust is larger than 
life size, is in bronze, and is a com- 
panion piece to the Lincoln head in 
the Capitol in Washington.

At the conclusion of the perform- 
ance of Rip Van Winkle at the Powers 
theatre, Chicago, September 20, 1900, 
Joseph Jefferson gave what was prob- 
ably “Rip’s” last toast to a Chicago 
audience, and recited a little known 
incident in the life of Abraham 
Lincoln. , 

Quoting from a clipping in a Chi- 
cago newspaper of that date, he said: 

“IT recall that in touring about the 
state of Illinois that we went to 
Springfield, taking there the first 
theatrical company ever to enter its 
limits. In those days the theatre was 
considered an abomination (as it is 
considered now sometimes) and the 
fathers of Springfield placed our 
license so high it was prohibitive, and 
we were stranded there. In our 
troubles a young lawyer came to us 
and said he would go before the city 
council and have the license lowered. 
He did, he succeeded, and he charged 
us nothing. That young lawyer lies 
today under a tombstone not far from 
Springfield, and it bears the name of 
Abraham Lincoln.”

And Sayings 
Collected by JOHN N. THEN 


The compiler of these notes, John

hundreds of Christmas poems, stor- 
ies, sayings and other data pertain- 
ing directly to the subject.

FAMILY Christmas tradition 
holds that the Blessed Mother 
and her Babe, or some stranger in- 
stead, are likely to rap at the door 
on Christmas Eve and ask for food 
and shelter. With this thought in 
mind, some folks eagerly listen for a 
knock at the door during the meal 
on Christmas eve and whoever hears 
the knock has good luck and great 
fortune in store * them. 
All who helped bring in the Yule 
log were supposed to be insured 
against witchcraft for the coming 


year.

Unless the maids wash their hands 
before touching the Yule log, the fire 
will burn dull. 


If a squinting or barefooted person 
came in while the Yule log was burn- 
ing, he would bring ill luck. 


If by any chance the Christmas 
fire went out in the old days it was 
an unlucky sign. The ashes of the 
Christmas log were supposed to give 
fertility to the ground, to rid the 
cattle of vermin, to cure toothache, 
and to protect the house from fire. 


Placing a half-burned splinter from 
the Christmas log under the bed was 
a charm against lightning. 


Embers of the Yule log laid between 
the branches of young fruit trees were 
supposed to promote their growth. 


An old Christmas superstition which 
is not yet quite extinct, is that re- 
garding “first footings”. It relates 
to the person who first enters the 
house on Christmas morning. A wom- 
an or girl is thought to bring ill luck, 
a man or boy usually brings good 
luck, but he must always bring some- 
thing into the house before anything 
is taken out. It is further held that 
a dark-haired man. insures better luck 
than one who is fair. Somewhat simi-

In as many houses as you eat a 
mince pie in the twelve days of Christ- 
mas, so many happy months will you 
have in the year. 


An Italian proverb says, “He has 
more to do than the ovens in England 
at Christmas.” 


When Christmas falls on Friday, 
you may sow in ashes, i. e., the har- 
vest of the ensuing year will be so 
bountiful that seed sown anywhere 
will £TOW: 

When the cock crows in the still- 
ness of the December night the saying 
is, “The Cock is crowing for Christ- 
mas.” 


It is said the meowing of the house- 
hold cat on Christmas Eve, and es- 
pecially during the evening meal, por- 
tends some ill luck. . 


Children born within the twelve 
days between Christmas and Epiph- 
any are especially dear, and are sup- 
posed to possess the gift of seeing 
beyond eternal objects and hearing 
music not on this earth. It is thought 
that the Guardian Angel of every 
household becomes visible to one of 
its members between midnight and 
dawn on Christmas, but is seldom seen 
as the exact time of his appearance is 
unknown. If the baby smiles in his 
sleep the angel has whispered to it 
of heaven. 


A divination by means of “St. 
Thomas’ onion” was often practiced 
at Christmas time. Girls would peel 
an onion, wrap it in a handkerchief 
and put it under their pillows at 
night. This was supposed to show 
them their true love in their dreams. 


It is commonly supposed that the 
wind whieh prevails on the twelve 
days of Christmastide will blow dur- 
ing each of the twelve months — the 
first corresponding to January, the 
second to February, ete. 


It is said, “If wheat be kept in one’s 
pocket during Christmas services and 
then given to the fowls, they will grow 
fat and lay many eggs.”

There are more than 150 varieties 
of holly and it grows in practically all 
countries of the world. It was used 
at the Christmas winter festivals and 
in ancient times as a symbol of im- 
mortality, because it bore fruit in the 
winter season. 


A quaint belief in mining districts 
was that on Christmas Eve, High 
Mass was sung by invisible choristers 
in the mine which contained the rich- 
est lode of ore.

Holly 


Tradition says that it was from a 
holly bush that God spoke to Moses 
in the wilderness. One legend tells 
us that, because the holly kept secret 
the whereabout of our Saviour when 
His enemies were searching for Him, 
it was rewarded the privilege of keep- 
ing its green leaves all winter. People 
who are superstitious believe that 
holly planted near a dwelling will 
protect the house from lightning. 
Holly is called Christ-thorn in Den- 
mark. An old legend relates that on 
the first Christmas night, when the 
shepherds went to the cave, a little 
lamb following the shepherds was 
caught by the holly thorn and the red 
berries are the blood drops which 
froze on the branches. 


German peasants have a belief that 
bread moistened by Christmas dew 
has magical powers. Such bread 
thrown into a dangerous fire is sup- 
posed to extinguish the flames, and if 
put into the fodder of the cattle it 
makes them prolific and healthy 
throughout the year.

According to an ancient belief, 
holly berries possessed and gave won- 
derful power when worn in the shape 
of a wreath. It was thought if the 
wearer went alone at midnight on 
Christmas and sat in a church in the 
dark, second sight would come to him 
and into the church would file those 
of his friends who were to die during 
the coming year. In some parts of 
England, it was believed that unless 
every bit of holly was removed from 
the house by Twelfth-night some ill 
luck would happen. 


The holly was originally the Holy 
Tree and tradition says that unknown 
before, it sprang up in perfection and 
beauty beneath the footsteps of Christ 
when He first trod the earth and that 
though man has forgotten its attri- 
butes, the beasts all reverence it and 
are never known to. injure it. 


In France the red berries of the 
holly are called “Little Apples of St. 
John.” Some whimsical belief’s re- 
garding the holly have arisen. If the 
holly is smooth, the wife will get the 
upper hand, but if it be prickly, then 
the husband will gain supremacy dur- 
ing the year to come. 


Holly decorations made at home 
and intended for the church should be 
made on the ground floor as it is 
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considered unlucky if done in an 
upper room, 

Church holly, that is, holly actually 
used as a decoration in church, is 
supposed to insure good luck to the 
possessor and to ward off lightning. 


Holly was thought to be peculiarly 
hateful to witches, and sprigs of the 
berried plant hung on the bed on 
Christmas Eve were sure to induce 
pleasant dreams. es 


Hollywood, Calif., or Hollywood 
farm which it covered, was so called 
because of the large number of holly 
trees growing on it.

Mistletoe 

The mistletoe was a plant sacred 
to the Druid priests of old England. 
They cut it from the boughs where 
it grew, with a golden sickle never 
used for any other purpose. These 
twigs were then given to young men 
who carried them to the homes of the 
people, whose duty it was to accept 
them and show appreciation by giving 
the priest gifts. The mistletoe was 
then hung over their doors and it 
was thought only happiness could pass 
under the branch. That is said to be 
the origin of the mistletoe-kiss tradi- 
tion, which holds that any man may 
kiss the girl he catches under the 
mistletoe. The mistletoe was also 
supposed to have healing powers, al- 
though none are found by modern 


science.

According to mythology, the Sun 
God Balder was slain by an arrow 
made of mistletoe. Every plant in the 
world had sworn not to harm him ex- 
cept the mistletoe which on account 
of its feebleness had not been asked. 
Loki, jealous of Balder, made an ar- 
row from the despised plant and 
placed it in the hands of the blind 
god Hoder, who unknowingly hurled 
the shaft which brought death to the 
Sun God. ‘ 


The Church regards the mistletoe 
as an entirely pagan symbol'‘and re- 
fuses to allow it to participate with 
the holly and evergreen in the Christ- 
mas decorations. There is an ancient 
belief that the mistletoe was the tree 
from which the holy cross was hewn 
and that after this was made the 
plant withered. 


Mistletoe when used at Christmas 
time is considered for its romantic 
sentiment. All other features seem 
against it. ‘ 

It is searce and therefore expensive, 
and is rather difficult to find except 
in florists’ shops in the larger cities. 
It is entirely pagan in symbolism. 
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When used, a spray is cunningly 
hung over a doorway or place of van- 
tage beneath which the romantic 
“Mistletoe Kiss” may be claimed. This 
privilege is measured by it berries, 
one of which is plucked off after 
every kiss and handed to the maiden. 
When there are no berries left, the 
privilege of kissing ceases. 

A curious myth relates that the 
mistletoe bore the forbidden fruit of 
the Garden of Eden, and that from 
its wood the holy cross was hewn.

Rosemary 

In bygone times rosemary was 
classed with holly, mistletoe, and ivy 
as Christmas greens but has long 
since lost this favor. It was used 
rather for its fragrance than its color. 
Legend cites that this odor was ac- 
quired when the Virgin hung the 
swaddling clothes of her Infant upon 
the bush to dry. 

According to Spanish tradition the 
bloom of the rosemary plant was or- 
iginally white, but during the flight 
into Egypt as the Holy Family rested 
for a short time, Mary laid her purple 
mantle over a rosemary bush and in 
her honor the flowers changed from 
white to a deep lavender.

Other Christmas Greens 


Ivy, laurel, yew and cypress pos- 
sessed romance and became associated 
with Christmas. Ivy, the heathen em- 
blem and badge of the wine god 
Bacchus, was, however, unable to 
break away from its pagan level. 
When used, it was chiefly delegated 
to the decorations outside the house. 
The ivy was peculiarly considered the 
woman’s plant, while the holly was the 
man’s plant and many jests found 
their way in song and poetry regard- 
ing their rivalry. a8) 

Ivy has never been’ considered a 
Christmas plant in our country, but 
in England where it so often clothes 
old buildings with a garment of dark 
green, it is easy to realize that ivy 
is a part of life and an inspirer of 
sentiment. 


The laurel,as an emblem of triumph 
and victory found favor as a Christ- 
mas decoration. By the ancient Greeks 
the laurel tree was called Daphne, 
because it was supposed to contain 
the spirit of that wood nymph. 

The American laurel is not really a 
laurel, but because of its evergreen 
qualities and similarity in shape and 
size to Europe’s laurel, it received 
the name and with the name, the 
traditions. Its use as a Christmas 
green is of rather recent date. 


Cypress and yew have been some- 
times used, but they are emblematic 
of mourning and out of place at the 
joyous feast of Christmas. 


The fir afforded a kind of natural 
incense to the incarnate Deity. Per- 
haps this is why it is considered as 
especially suited for church adorn- 
ment; it may also be its fragrance 
that makes it the favorite of the 
Christmas trees.

Singularly, the olive, at all times 
regarded as the emblem of peace, has 
found no association with Christmas. 
& 

The Italian ruscus, the Southern 
smilax, and various other plants often 
used as Christmas decorations have 
no Christmas associations, and are 
substitutes used solely for decorative 
purposes. This is also true of the 
poinsettia.

Yuletide Tradition 


In Ireland the candlelight will shine 
from the window in every house and 
the door will remain open, lest a 
couple pass seeking shelter for a Babe 
who is the Son of God. In England 
the cocks will crow to announce His 
coming in the night; in Italy, the 
bees will sing, and in the Netherlands 
the cattle will kneel as knelt the 
beasts in the cave of the Nativity. In 
Switzerland, the sheep will go in pro- 
cession, and in the German Alps the 
cattle will have the gift of language 
on Christmas Eve. In Austria, too, 
candles will be plaeed in the windows. 
In Seandinavia all the shoes will be 
placed on the table, signifying that 
all the members of the household 
should live in peace during the coming 
year. In Norway, a sheaf of wheat 
will be placed on a pole in front of 
each house for the birds. In Peru, 
the door of every house will be open, 
and the stranger will find hospitality 
within. And thus in every land there 
is a different custom celebrating the 
Birthday of Christ.

Typical Della Robbia bambino design, 
the appealing infant with 
outstretched arms. 
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“The Della Robbia Bambini’’* 


The charming and appealing terra 
cottas and pictures of the Della Rob- 
bia bambini, are especially appealing 
at Christmas. There are the medal- 
lions in relief across the front portico 
of the Hospital of the Innocents, in 
Florence, Italy. 

When the building for the institu- 
tion that cared for the deserted 
babies was designed in 1444, circular 
frames were left between the arches 
of the long arcade so that later some 
fitting decoration might adorn the 
spandrels. 

Among the producers of art works 
in Florence at that time, the Della 
Robbia family originated an excep- 
tional kind of glaze that in combina- 
tion with clay was known as “Robbia 
ware,” and altar pieces, panels, and 
medallions of purest design and color 
were turned out. In the year 1466 
Andrea Della Robbia was asked to fill 
the empty spaces awaiting decoration 
on the facade of the Hospital of the 
Innocents. He knew that since its 
founding, the home for waifs, dedi- 
cated to the tiny martyrs of Herod’s 
sword, had passed through dire vicis- 
situdes. Once, some of ‘ts little charges 
starved to death because there was 
no money to feed them. This mourn- 
ful incident inspired Andrea Della 
Robbia to create infant figures so im- 
bued with pathos that no one looking 
at them could resist their helpless 
appeal. It is a fact that soon after 
the medallions were finished, rich 
merchants endowed the hospital and 
the merciful work went on, continuing 
to this day. 

The Della Robbia bambini started 
a new art fashion that has continued 
to give delight through centuries. 

Of the fourteen reliefs on the fa- 
cade, Andrea Della Robbia made ten, 
each different. Four others were later 
productions. These fourteen little 
pleaders, in the purest of white with 
outstretched arms and swathed in soft 
folds, are set against a blue back- 
ground “as if a bit of blue sky had 
fallen into the streets of Florence.” 
The foundling Hospital of the Inno- 
cents is still the refuge of the poor 
and receives a yearly average of over 
a thousand children. 

In my research and collecting of 
data about Christmas I frequently 
run across Della Robbia bambini de- 
signs. Searching for art with these 
designs alone would make an inter- 
esting quest. They remind one that 
the spirit of Christmas should prevail 
throughout the year, rather. than be 
confined to December 25.° — 

* Bambino (bambini, plural) is the 
Italian word for baby.

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Historical Records 


By STEPHEN FASSETT 


The Victor 94,000 and 95,000 
Series 

IKE THE recently listed 5,000, 

91,000 and 92,000 series, the 94,000 
and 95,000 series records were pressed 
from matrices recorded by The Gram- 
ophone & Typewriter Co., Ltd., Vic- 
tor’s European twin. The Tamagno 
discs were waxed in 1903, two years 
before the great tenor’s death, in an 
“improved recording plant” that was 
erected on the singer’s estate at San 
Remo. In Patti’s cases, too, the moun- 
tain came to Mohammed, her records 
having all been made in her famous 
castle in Wales, in 1905 and in 1906. 
Since an attempt to record Melba in 
her own home in London in 1903 failed 
to produce successful results, the 
diva’s first published discs were made 
in the studios of The Gramophone & 
Typewriter Co., Ltd. (London) in 
1904 and 1905. 

As issued by Victor, the Patti and 
Tamagno records are “red seal”, but 
the Melba’s bear a label of a color 
described by some collectors as “lilac” 
and as “mauve” by others. The color 
is so light in shade as to be almost 
white. In large lettering, across the 
face of the label, are the words 
“MELBA” RECORD. Patti’s records, 
as originally issued by Victor, also 
have a similarly exclusive designation, 
“PATTI” RECORD, which, however, 
later gave way to the standard red 
seal label. Inexplicably enough, this 
special distinction was not given to 
the Tamagno discs. 

These records, like all others pressed 
here by Victor from the matrices of 
its European affiliation, bear on their 
backs the imprint of the G&T trade- 
mark, known to collectors as the “angel 
back.” It should be noted, however, 
that when the G&T Co. began using 
the famous HIS MASTER’S VOICE 
dog trademark on its labels (about 
1908, I think. Will someone please 
correct me if I’m wrong?) Victor 
abandoned the “angel” imprint. 

The records of the 94,000 and 95,000 
series represent the highwater mark 
in Victor’s policy of exploiting the 
star system for all it was worth. 
Whereas the ten-inch records of the 
91,000 series that had first belonged 
to the 5000 series were priced at $2.50 
each, and the twelve-inch 92,000 series 
records at $3, the ten-inch “MELBA” 
records were $4 and the twelve-inch 
“MELBA” and “PATTI” records $5! 


But ladies weren’t first, for once, and 
Tamagno’s records, even though ten- 
inch, were $5 each!! Of course, Vic- 
tor’s famous all-star recordings of 
the “Lucia” sextette cost even more, 
selling at $7, but that really meant 
paying but little more than $1 per 
singer. By the same token, if Tamag- 
no had been sextuplets the resultant 
bedlam would no doubt have been of- 
fered to The Great American Public 
at a mere $30 a ten-inch side..... 

Purchasers of these expensive me- 
mentoes of Melba, Tamagno and Patti 
were given one compensation that was 
denied to those who bought only the 
cheaper $2 and $3 records, i. e. special 
imitation leather envelopes with isin- 
glass windows so placed as to reveal 
the labels or, on withdrawing the rec- 
ord, the bearded face of Tamagno or 
the familiar features of Melba’s pro- 





file which were reproduced on the 
inside of the back panel of the enve- 
lope. The Tamagno envelopes were 
red, the Melba’s black. What the Pat- 
ti’s were I don’t know, not even being 
certain that her records were supplied 
with this luxurious housing. However, 
it is unthinkable that the Victor com- 
pany could have been so ungallant as 
to have left the greatest diva of her 
time out in the cold, especially as she 
was accustomed to travelling in a 
private car. 

The subsequent history of these 
records is comparatively simple. The 
melba records of this series were all 
withdrawn to make way for her do- 
mestic discs, numbered in the 88,000 
series, of 1907. Some of the Tamag- 
no’s were cut early and it was the 
same in Patti’s case, the survivors 
remaining both high-priced and single 
right up to the end of the acoustic 
era. The Patti and Tamagno records 
are still listed in the HMV historical 
catalog, but only one or two of the 
Melba’s may be ordered from that 
source.

No collector of my acquaintance 
knew tnat Sig. Francisco, as Emilio de 
Gogorza used to title himself when 
recording in the old days, had made 
CLIMAX records. Only a few real- 
ized that there was such a thing as a 
CLIMAX record. Even the singer 
himself cannot recall anything about 
it, though he may do so when he 
hears it. Therefore a detailed descrip- 
tion seems in order. Ten-inch, single- 
faced, with a gold-on-black label flush 
with the surface of the record. At the 
top of the label is a small circle with 
the letters “G.R.” in the upper half 
and “CO.” at the bottom. Running 
horizontally through this circle are 
the words “CLIMAX RECORD,” and, 
directly underneath, “MF’D SOLELY 
FOR COLUMBIA PHONOGRAPH 
CO.”. Evidently it must have lain for 
a long time on top of another record 
of the same make, for on its back is 
the negative impression of a label 
exactly like the one described, a trans- 
ference which was no doubt the result 
of an atmospheric condition that 
caused the gold ink to dampen enough 
to smudge off and adhere to the bot- 
tom of this copy of Climax Record No. 
9. When held to a mirror, this im- 
pression becomes legible enough to 
reveal the facts that it was not only 
another Climax but also that it was 
by Sig. Francisco and was Number 
309. What the selection was it is 
impossible to make out, but at any 
rate we now know that Mr. De Gogor- 
za made at least two Climax records. 
Thus another name can be added to 
the long list of companies for which 
this very active artist recorded before 
singing exclusively for Victor. 

This particular record, by the way, 
is announced by the singer as a 
“Kleemahx Record”. It is with piano 
accompaniment and very well recorded 
except that near the beginning there 
are some frightful fluctuations in 
pitch, due entirely to irregularities in 
the speed of the recording turntable. 
Aside from this, the De Gogorza bari- 
tone of forty years ago is heard to 
excellent advantage.

Outstanding Records 
Otello: Era la notte (Verdi) (re-recording) 
VICTOR MAUREL 
Otello: Ora e per sempre addio (Verdi) 
FRANCESCO TAMAGNO 
Here indeed is a record of rich his- 
torical significance! As everyone 
knows, Tamagno and Maurel created 
the two leading roles when Verdi’s 
“Otello” was first presented at La 
Scala, Milan, under the direction of 
the composer himself, on Feb. 5th, 
1887. From then on, no performance 
of “Otello” on either side of the At- 
lantic could be considered complete 
without Tamagno as Otello, and 
Maurel as Iago. A matchless team 
they were, and since their retirement 
at the turn of the century no one has 
ever equalled their superb impersona- 

tions. 

The Maurel Era la notte is a re- 
recording of an extremely rare G&T 
original dating back to 1903. All

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things considered, it is a remarkably 
good reproduction. The performance 
follows the same lines of the better- 
known Odeon-Fonotipia record of 1905 
or later, once re-issued by IRCC and 
now unfortunately no longer avail- 
able. A direct comparison between the 
two versions is not possible as the 
Odeon-Fonotipia is not with me now, 
but my impression is that the latter 
is the better of the two by a small 
margin, both vocally and mechanical- 
ly. Maurel, of course, was long past 
his prime when these records were 
made, a fact which is especially no- 
ticeable during the one brief part of 
the aria which requires a crescendo 
that was no longer his to give. How- 
ever, what Hra la notte demands 
above everything is mezza voce, sub- 
tlety, and the ability to delineate char- 
acter — qualities which Maurel re- 
tained to the end of his career—and 
in these respects the aria is here given 
its due. 

Tamagno was world-famous for 
tremendous, clarion power, high tenor 
range, and thrilling dramatic intens- 
ity of expression. When he retired 
in 1900 his voice was said to be past 
its prime, but between 1903 and 1905, 
in a special recording laboratory on 
his own estate, he succeeded in mak-

ing some remarkably effective record- 
ings, of which the “Otello” numbers 
are among the outstanding. 

This recording of Ora e per sempre 
addio was first issued in 1903. A few 
years later Victor published it in 
America under the number 95,003 and 
for many years it was available to all 
who could afford to pay $5 for a 
single-sided record. It is still listed 
in the current HMV historical catalog 
but since the war has made importing 
records from England a process of 
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dubious outcome, IRCC is fully just- 
fied in issuing it at this time, especial- 
ly as it makes such an ideal coupling 
for the Maurel. For some reason Vic- 
tor has not succeeded in producing for 
IRCC a pressing with as smooth and 
silent a surface as that of my HMV 
copy, but in spite of the somewhat 
higher ratio of surface noise the 
voice is heard with brilliance, clarity 
and strength as Tamagno, who died 
in 1905, delivers his realistic inter- 
pretation of this bitter aria.

about the blessed event) which form 
the foundation of jazz literature. They 
are, in the order of publication: “Hot 
Jazz,” by Hugues Panassie; “Hot 
Discography,” by Charles Delaunay, 
and “Jazz Men,” edited by Frederic 
Ramsey, Jr., and Charles Edward 
Smith. “Hot Jazz,” which is a trans- 
lation from the original French work 
“Le Jazz Hot,” was published in this 
country by Witmark and is now, to 
my deep regret, out of print. If you 
live in a large city, your library may 
have a copy. “Hot Jazz” is a book 
describing various musical styles and 
artists, and is the pioneer work in 
its field. 

“Hot Discography,” which was dis- 
cussed at length in the October JUNK 
PILE, was first published in France 
in 1936. An enlarged and corrected 
French edition made its appearance 
in 1938, and in 1940 an American 
edition was published by Commodore. 

“Jazz Men,” published in 1940 by 
Harcourt, Brace & Company, is a 
history of hot instrumentalists and 
bands, and of the periods during 
which they lived. It is composed of 
fifteen chapters, and, since no one 
man can hope to know every ramifica- 
tion of the hot jazz medium, the 
various divisions are written by men 
who are outstanding in their particu- 
lar field. The result is: not an anth- 
ology, not a collection, but an ex- 
tremely well-integrated history of jazz 
music and how it was born, spread 
and varied. I am eager to see the 
new book being prepared by the same 
authors, which will deal with records 
only, and am confident that it will 
become the fourth member of the 
present trio. 

Other works of a more technical 
nature are: “Jazz, Hot and Hybrid,” 
by Winthrop Sargeant (at present an 
Associate Editor of the Music section 
of TIME), published by Arrow Press; 
“American Jazz Music,” by Wilder 
Hobson, published by Norton; and 
Henry C. Osgood’s “So This Is Jazz.” 

An early English attempt at a Jazz 
Discography is Hilton Schlemann’s 
“Rhythm on Record,” which contains 
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short biographies of a great many 
musicians, American and European 
(and not all of them hot men, either), 
personnels of the noted bands, and 
discographies, some of which are in- 
accurate. It is also out of print, and 
copies are eagerly sought after. 

“Yearbook of Swing,” by Paul Ed- 
uard Miller, published by Down Beat, 
is a work along somewhat the same 
lines, and contains a listing of the 
rarer records with a scale of prices 
for same. Needless to say, those prices 
are, by this time, useless to both 
dealer and collector. 

Jazz has had its periodicals, most 
of which have folded their wings. 
These were devoted exclusively to hot 
music. At present, the periodical field 
is mostly confined to columns in music 
magazines, notable among which is 
George Hoefer’s “Hot Box” in DOWN 
BEAT. I do not mention the many 
foreign magazines because of the al- 
most insurmountable difficulties in 
obtaining them, but there are English, 
French, Swiss, and Australian pub- 
lications of which I have knowledge, 
and perhaps others. 

I have omitted several books and 
articles in the interest of brevity, ref- 
erences to which will appear in the 
works listed. I think I have covered 
the ones which will be of most inter- 
est to the readers of the JUNK PILE. 

In the next (I hope) issue, Uncle 
will discuss the private recording and 
re-issuing of jazz records. Any of 
youse who have any inquiries con- 
cerning same should fire them right in 
to me. I am always glad to answer, 
to the best of my knowledge, any 
questions concerning hot jazz (rec- 
ords, musicians, personnels and what 
not — but don’t forget the return 
envelope or I'll go broke buying 
stamps. See you later.

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BELLS 


RINGing 
for His Hobby 


By CLARENCE MESSICK 





HEN I was a boy my father gave 

me a set of Swiss musical bells. 
That was the start of my hobby. 
About that time an old money drawer 
bell used in an old, small-town gen- 
eral store came into my possession. 
“Why tell everyone when they took 
in a dime,” I pondered. This led me 
to further. study of bells, their pur- 
pose, history and background, and it 
was not long until I found myself 
becoming keenly interested in the 
musical angle of bells. 

Today, I have about 500 historic 
stories and a bell, or in some cases 
whole sets of bells, to go with each 
story. One story has a set of forty- 
eight bells, another twenty-six bells, 
another two octaves of bells, and 
some four and five. Of course, there 
are many stories of history which 
have the single bell. 

My bells range from specimens of 
the eleventh century down to the 
latest chrome finished ones. A late 
one is a beautiful office hotel tap 
bell from the American Hotel Asso- 
ciation which I received while attend- 
ing one of the Chicago Hobby Shows. 
A ninety-year-old gentleman of the 
association told my wife that he made 
the bell, and that it would be the 
last bell he would ever make. It 
stands on a black base and is four 
inches across. It is the “Illinois bell.” 

My collection has bells represent- 
ing many states. I shall mention 
only a few. One is the “Wisconsin 
Bell,” a large hotel dinner bell which 
was rung at Madison in celebration 
of President Polk bringing that state 
into the Union in 1848. Another is 


the “Kansas Bell.” It is a very large 
cow bell, found in northern Kansas 
on Pony creek where John Brown 
made his hide-out with slaves in 1849. 
The old rusty bell is sixteen inches 
around the bottom and eight inches 
high. 

My “Oregon or Bust” cow bell 
made out of an old shovel, and a cow 
bell from the Boston Salvation Army 
also are interesting. A china cow 
bell, dated 1908, from Colorado pre- 
sented to me after a program by 
Mr, and Mrs, F, O. Elliott I espe- 
cially treasure. Other interesting 
specimens include a Georgia planta- 
tion bell, a Texas dust storm bell. 

There are only a few states not 
represented in my collection, and as 
I am now in the Southland giving 
bell programs, I may be able to add 
a few missing states. 

Having been a violinist from child- 
hood, and having been conductor of 
the old Chicago Hippodrome Orches- 
tra, makes me watch for the tonal 
value in every bell. Some collectors 
unintentionally ruin the tonal vibra- 
tion of their bells. Certain kinds of 
polish and antique liquids are harsh 
on some metals. 

My Swiss musical bells have a 
wonderful tone. There are sixteen 
silver bells to the set, four bells 
fastened to a handle. Each bell has 
a different tone so that melodies may 
be played. I have one brother. He 
and I as boys played these bells at 
Portland, Ore., for the Lewis and 
Clark Exposition about 1904. We 
made a hit, but as we were only boys 
the labor laws would not let us con- 
tinue. However, I went on and have 
given bell concerts far and wide. 

I have played my musical sleigh 
bells before several theatrical audi- 
ences. These bells are on chains, 
each chain having many bells all of 
the same tone. Sometimes I “tune 
up” like an orchestra and if any of 
the bells are “out” I just get a file 
and “give ’em a shave.” I have forty- 
eight bells to tune up. Audiences 
seem to be fond of sleigh bells with 
large orchestras. 


Clarence Messick (left), conductor of this department and a collector of bells, 
is now giving concerts in the Southland on his ‘musical bells. 
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Some bell collectors might also en- 
joy making their cutter bells into 
musical bells. I took a set of Nor- 
wegian cutter bells, consisting of five 
bells on a steel frame. I filed the 
bells into tune so that I had three 
chords, and then I tried the idea out 
with a hotel dance band. The idea 
worked so well they wanted me to be 
their trap drummer, 

A. C. Meyer, a well known bell 
collector, requests me to tell of my 
latest set which is made from alarm 
clock bells. I have twenty-six round 
alarm clock bells, the kind used on 
the tops of alarm clocks a few years 
ago. They are all tuned up in half- 
steps the same as a piano keyboard. 
A small wooden peg has been placed 
into the center hole and into that a 
small screw hook. They are placed 
in such a way that they all hook 
together. Taking twenty-six notes 
out of the keyboard of a piano, one 
can understand what it will do. 

My largest glass bell is a mercury 
specimen larger at the bottom than 
a ten-inch dinner plate; it is almost

World Spoons 


Enamelled Souvenir Group 


By DOROTHY WOODWARD ALEXANDER 


| Fgeal YEAR in the April issue of 

HosBIES, I told about my “World 
Spoons” — how I have been collecting 
them for 27 years, mounting them ac- 
cording to nations, and how they 
represent not only nearly every coun- 
try, but races and creeds as well. My 
spoons are divided into three groups, 
namely, antique, tribal, and souvenir. 
In this issue I write about the last 
named, 

Souvenir Spoons awaken and stim- 
ulate my interest in the history of 
my own, and other countries, because 
of the many designs and engravings 
found upon them. Of the one thou- 
sand sterling souvenir spoons in my 
collection, there are none more color- 
ful, more intriguing, more “history- 
passing-in-review than the exquisite 
enamels, a few of whch are shown in 
the accompanying picture. 

Upon their handles they bear the 
coat-of-arms of the city or country of 
their origin. In the bowls are por- 
trayed some of the world’s most fa- 
mous cathedrals, public buildings, 
statues, ete., many of which have

been destroyed because of the war. 
Enamel is the name given to vitri- 
fied substances applied chiefly to the 
surface of metal. Enamelling is prac- 
ticed for purposes of utility, and‘ for 
producing artistic designs. The basis 
of all enamels is an easily fusible, 
colorless glass, to which the desired 
colors are imparted by mixtures of 
metallic oxides. The mass, after being 
fused together and cooled, is reduced 
to a fine powder, washed, and applied 
to the surface to be covered. The 
whole is then exposed to a furnace 
until the enamel is melted, when it 
adheres firmly to the metal. 


The art of enamelling has been 
practiced for many centuries in India, 
China, Japan, France, Germany, Italy, 
England, and Ireland. After the de- 
cline of Roman power, Constantinople 
was the center of this industry, and 
widely influenced European art.

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During the middle ages, enamelling 
was one of the leading branches of 
the goldsmith’s art. During the seven- 
teenth century enamelling declined, 
and in the following century it prac- 
tically died out. However, the last 
75 years have witnessed a great re- 
vival, especially in Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Italy. 

Distinguished with reference to the 
manner of execution, enamel work 
may be divided into five main classes: 


1. Cloisonne — (meaning enclosed) 
This is the ‘method of the By- 
zantine school in which the design 
is formed in a metal case, and 
the several colors are separated 
by very delicate filigree gold 
bands. 
2. Plique a jour 
This is similar to the Cloisonne, 
less the metal background, the 
effect resembling a stained-glass 
window, the leads being repro- 
duced by the filgree wires. 
3. Champleve 
In this process the design is cut 
in the metal to some depth, and 
wherever two colors meet, a thin 
partition of the metal is left to 
prevent the colors running into 
each other by fusion when fired. 


4. Bassetaile, or Translucent Enamel 
This type is a development of 
Champleve. The subject is carved 
in relief below the upper surface 
of the metal. The effect gained 
by the thickness of the enamel 
causes the carving to be clearly 
seen and thus enhances its beauty. 
5. Miniature or Surface-Painted 
In this process, the metal is 
covered with a white opaque 
enamel, and the colors are laid 
on this with a hair pencil, and 
fixed by firing. 


Sterling souvenir spoons are very 
fascinating to collect, but of these the 
gay multi-colored enamelled ones are 
by far the most attractive.

First Letters

“Dear Brother:

“As there is not an absolute oc- 
casion of my coming down, hope 
you’l get the Deeds acknowledged 
without Me; my Horse is in very 
poor order to undertake such a jour- 
ney, and is in no likelihood of mend- 
ing for want of Corn sufficient to 
support him, tho’ if there be any 
certainty in the Assembly’s not rising 
untill the latter end of May, will if 
I can be down by that; As my 
Mothers term of Years is out of that 
Place at Bridge Creek, she designs 
to Settle a Quarter on that Peice at 
Deep Run, but seems backward of 
doing it untill the Right is made good, 
for fear of accidents. 

“It’s Reported here that Mr. Spots- 
wood intends to put down the Ferry 
that is kept at the Wharf where he 
now Lives, and that Major Francis 
Talliaferro intends to petition the 
Assembly for an Act to have it kept 
from his House over against my 
Mothers Quarter, and right through 
the very Heart and best of the Land;

Prang Was In The Limelight In 1884 


In the December, 1884, issue of 
Wide Awake Magazine, a writer, M. 
E. Hollingsworth, told of a visit to the 
Prang establishment to see how Christ- 
mas cards were made. Prang, who was 
well established as a lithographer at 
that time, is a well known name 
among print connoisseurs, having 
turned out specimens that are now 
widely sought by several collectors. 
The story related by Mr. Hollings- 
worth is reprinted here in part. 


| WAS a merry party that boarded 

a Highland horsecar on Tremont 
street one bright Boston morning; 
five laughing, alert High School girls. 
There was a nice, black-eyed young 
woman with them who evidently had 
them'in charge. We may explain that 
they were Western girls—from Madi- 
son, Wis., to be explicit—and that the 
black-eyed young woman was a Boston 
teacher who had domiciled in the 
home of one of them while attending 
the National Teacher’s Convention. 
She had there seen considerable of 
this group of girls — bright girls, full 
of questions about Historic Boston; 
and finally it came about before she 
left Madison that — “as a part of 
their education, an ideal sort of ob- 
ject-teaching, you know” — they were 
to come East when Mr. Dale came 
on to buy goods in the fall, and the 
Boston teacher and her friends were 
to show them about among some 
pleasant things they could see no- 
where except in Boston and its neigh- 
borhood. 

They had visited the’ Athaeneum 
and the Public Library and the Art 
Museum, the Old South, and the Old 
North Church and King’s Chapel, they 
had climbed all the stairs in Bunker 
Hill Monument and the State House, 
they had visited Lexington and Con- 
cord, they had heard Edward Everett 
Hale and James Freeman Clarke and 
Phillips Brooks, they had literary 
reminiscenses in the shape of pressed 
leaves from Oak Knol]! and Elmwooa 
and ‘the Longfellow iawn, they had 
seen the house where Faith Gartney’s 
Girlhood was written, and the house 
where Wendell Phillips died, they had 


had a glimpse of more than one of 
the historic Adams family — oh! what 
riches to go home with — and now 
there was just one more blessed, beau- 
tiful Boston day left to them. It was 
a Saturday; and Miss Hemming, who 
was free that day, proposed various 
out-of-door pleasures: Nantasket and 
Cohasset by carriage? A long day out 
on the ocean? The Girls’ College at 
Wellesly? Mount Auburn, Auburn- 
dale and boating on the Charles 
River? “O, I know!” cried Fanny 
Dale, jumping up, “and just remem- 
ber it is my ‘happy thought’.” “Well, 
what?” cried they. ‘“Prang’s,” said 
she in a stage whisper. “Prang’s — 
to see our Christmas Cards made.” To 
be sure. But could they? Wouldn’t 
they be let in? Miss Hemming, the 
Boston teacher, thought they would. 
She took them across the Common in- 
to the Park street office of the Prang 
Educational Company, and telephoned 
over to Mr. Prang’s factory. A pleas- 
ant voice from Roxbury answered: 
“Happy to see the young ladies from 
Wisconsin!” 

This is where they were bound — 
to the Christmas Card workshops. To 
three of the girls it was only “a 
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lark.” But to the two cousins, Marga- 
ret Gray and Isabel Drake, it was 
much more. Margaret’s cottage home 
had not a single painting on its walls, 
not even a modest watercolor. This 
journey “into the storied .East” was 
the gift of her uncle, Isabel’s. father. 
And Margaret was a true art lover. 
So, poor child with her house-plants 
and her few Christmas Cards she 
was always making humble little ex- 
periments in decoration and color- 
effect. She talked about it merrily to 
Miss Hemming this morning in the 
horsecar. “I buy and present to my- 
self every year,” she said, “the most 
beautiful Christmas Card that I can 
possibly afford — one that I think I 
shall like to keep and see around. Last 
Christmas I was especially fortunate; 
I bought the lovely Longfellow Card, 
and then Aunt Lizzie sent me some 
Jean Robie Roses.” 

“You have plenty of company,” 
said Miss Hemming. “My Longfellow 
Card stands on my cabinet, and will 
for many a day. I should as soon 
think of taking a painting down from 
the wall and stowing it away because 
it had hung a year.” 

“And do you know, Miss Hemming,” 
laughed Fanny Dale, “I used to think 
Christmas Cards were painted by 
hand. I know now they are — what 
is it — lithographed. Though I don’t 
know what that means.” “You will 
presently,” said the Boston young 
woman. “And do you know,” laughed 
Isabel, “I once was even more densely 
ignorant than Fanny. For besides not 
knowing what ‘lithographed’ meant I 
once supposed ‘Prang’s Christmas 
Cards’ meant that Mr. Prang made 
the designs for his cards himself, and 
I never thought differently until the 
newspapers were full of his Prize 
Competitions. Father says those ad- 
vertisements were the beginning of 
my ‘art training,’ I watched to see 
who got those big prizes, and then I 
grew familiar with the names of Ved- 
der and Coleman and Rosina Emmet

and Dora Wheeler, and I kept seeing 
items about them, and every time I 
would read what was said. Only think! 
It is Dora Wheeler’s mother who is at 
the head of the Decorative Art Society 
in New York City; and Rosina Emmet 
is a descendant of the Irish orator 
and patriot, Robert Emmet, and now 
I read all I can find about him; and, 
O, such a lot there is about Elihu 
Vedder! I found an engraving of one 
of his paintings, ‘No-Man’s Land,’ and 
then I found it illustrated a poem by 
Aldrich, and I got that and read it, 
and then I found that Aldrich was 
editor of the Atlantic Monthly; and 
then I read in father’s Boston Tran- 
script about the way Mr. Vedder 
thought out some wonderful pictures 
for a wonderful Persian poem when 
he was crossing the ocean, and how 
he lives and works in Italy; and do 
you know father was so amused and 
pleased when he saw how I had fol- 
lowed up my clues, that he is going 
to buy me that beautiful Persian 
book with Mr. Vedder’s pictures — 
and it’s ever so costly!” 

By this time they had left the car 
at “the crossing” and were walking 
up to a long brick building with a 
great many windows; and going in, 
Miss Hemming, who had been there 
before, took them up two or three 
flights to the offices, to find the man- 
ager. Presently, in an inner office 
hung with paintings and cabinets, and 
filled with desks and tables, they saw 
a tall dark gentleman, a picture in 
his hand, talking with a lady. 

“That gentleman,” said Miss Hem- 
ming, “is Mr. Prang himself; and 
that gentle-faced lady is Miss Humph- 
rey who designed our Longfellow 
Card.” This was altogether interest- 
ing and delightful; and our Western 
girls stopped in a body for a moment, 
very much in the fashion they had 
stood and looked at the Old Manse 
and the Wayside, when they visited 
Concord. Here the manager met them; 
he explained that Mr. Prang was 
busy with his designers. 

“And they are all great artists, I 


suppose — how I should like to see 
them!” said Isabel. “Do you ever buy 
a design from an amateur?” 

The manager shook his head. “Not 
often. It is our experience that a 
beginner hardly ever recognizes how 
many important things are needed in 
a card-design. While, first of all, it 
must be pleasing to people in general, 
it also must possess a certain original- 
ity, a palpable freshness, or it will 
not sufficiently attract attention to 
itself. And then it must convey a 
sentiment of congratulations, either 
for a holiday, a birthday, or some 
home anniversary. Of course, we re- 
joice if with these necessary features 
it is also so beautiful as to command 
the admiration belonging to a fine 
work of art, rendering the card an 
object to be treasured indefinitely by 
the possessor.” 

“Surely,” said Miss Hemming, “the 
popular taste ought to be educated 
by this time up to a point where it 
would be safe to offer its works of 
art to be used as choice gifts, instead 
of the purely congratulatory card.” 

The manager shook his head with 
a sighing sort of smile. “There is 
progress, but rather in the line of 
luxury and costliness than in pure 
art and simple. We reproduce on 
satin, and mount with plushes. There 
is now a class of card-buyers who do 
not hesitate to pay twenty-five dollars, 
say, for a congratulatory gift — like 
this,” pointing to some superb roses 
on satin, framed in plush — the mag- 
nificient Jean Robie for the 1884 
Christmas; “but you see the gift is 
still in the line of the old favorites— 
the beloved and universal ‘Flower.’ 
No, we do not yet feel warranted in 
reproducing paintings like these,” 
pointing to two exquisite and fanciful 
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water colors by well-known painters, 
hanging on the walls. “But we have 
faith that fine pictures, valuable in 
themselves as works of art, are yet 
to become the popular Christmas gift. 
I must not forget to add,” continued 
he, “that the most beautiful painting, 
if offered to us as a design, must be 
of such a nature as to be readily re- 
produced in lithography.” 


“There is that dreadful learned 
word again,” cried Fanny Dale. “Will 
you be so kind as to explain “litho- 
graphy’ to us before we look about? 


Stepping to a table, he opened a 
large book to a picture in rich colors. 
“This,” said he, “was reprodaced by 
lithography from a painting. It is the 
result of thirty printings; that is, it 
was run through the press thirty 
times, each time receiving a new color 
or shade.” 

He turned from this gorgeous rep- 
resentation of a woman and child, 
which was on the last leaf, to the 
first leaf. This showed simple outlines 
of all the objects in the picture they 
had just seen, also outlines of each 
color in the picture. The second page 
was nearly covered with a queer ir- 
regular impression of pale gray. 
“This,” said he, “was printed from a 
stone on which were drawn all the 
pale gray parts of the picture.” The 
third page had a different, though 
equally queer, impression in pale yel- 
low. “This,” said he, “was printed 
from a stone on which were drawn 
all the pale yellow parts of the pic- 
ture.” The fourth page showed this 
pale yellow drawing printed upon the 
pale gray. The fifth page showed the 
pale blue of the picture. The sixth 
page showed the pale blue fitted in, 
and printed upon, the yellow and

gray. At this stage, faint outlines of 
the figures and some other objects 
were perceptible. So was turned one 
leaf after another; showing that the 
book was a very convenient dissection 
of the picture, displaying on its left- 
hand pages a fresh color printed by 
itself, and on its right-hand pages 
the same color printed in its proper 
relation with all the colors combined 
which had preceded it, the original 
design growing with each page more 
dstinct and fuller in color and richer. 

“ "Tis the most fascinating piece of 
magic-work I ever saw,” said Fanny 
Dale, as they reached again the com- 
pleted picture on the last page. 

“You may notice,” said the man- 
ager, “that some parts received only 
two or three printings, while others 
had many. This rich red-brown cur- 
tain, for instance, had twenty-four 
printings, and it took the last printing 
of all to bring it to its full depth of 
color.” 

“What a valuable text-book in an- 
alysis of colors such a volume would 
be in our schools!” said Miss Hem- 
ming, thoughtfully. 

“We have a book like this for each 
card we have published,” said the 
manager. “I will explain its making 
and its use later. I think now you 
will understand what I am next to 
show you,” he continued, leading the 
way into another apartment. “Litho- 
graphy means _ stone-writing. Litho- 
graphic printing means printing from 
writings or drawings made on stone. 
Chromo-lithography — our work —~ 
is printing in colors from drawings on 
stone.” 

He had taken them into the artists’ 
quarter: a long room lighted with 
many windows, looking out upon open 
blue skies and green trees, and cooled 
by rows of automatic fans. By each 
of these windows sat an artist, at 
work with pen and ink upon a zine 
plate, evidently copying the painting 
before him. 

Pausing near one desk, the manager 
said. “This artist will be busy with 
this design three or four months. It 
is to have twenty-eight paintings, and 
he has twenty-eight plates to make. 
First of all, he laid a thin sheet of 
gelatine, transparent or glass, over 
the original, and traced upon that 
the outlines of all objects and colors 


— you remember the outline drawing 
in the book. This outline drawing he 
transfers to each of the twenty-eight 
plates. You see this plate? The por- 
tions which he has worked with his 
pen in line and stipple, represent all 
the blue in the design. Here is the 
proof taken of it. Here is the plate 
where he worked all the yellow in the 
design, and here is the proof he took 
of it. Here too is the proof after the 
yellow was printed on the blue — 
wherever it touched the blue it pro- 
duced this shade of green. He is now 
working on this plate, the red portions 
of the pictures. These prints of single 
colors, and these printed of combined 
colors, will be bound up together when 
the whole twenty-eight plates are com- 
pleted, and will be the guide-book as 
regards color, to the printer of the 
card. We shall come upon this again 
in the press room.” 

“Did you not say lithography was 
printing from stones?” asked Isabel. 
“These drawings are made on zinc.” 


He pointed to some slabs of smooth 
cream-gray stone three or four inches 
thick. ‘We did formerly make draw- 
ings directly on these stones,” said 
he, “but their weight and size rend- 
ered them inconvenient both to han- 
dle and store. We print from stone, 
however, as I will show you.” He led 
the way down-stairs into a room full 
of mysterious machinery. “The artists 
were drawing with lithographic ink,” 
he resumed. “That is a greasy ink 
which sheds water perfectly. Now see 
how we transfer the drawing from 
the zine to the printing stones.” They 
saw nine prints taken in greasy ink 
from the zine drawing. These were 
pasted upon a sheet of paper. This 
sheet was laid, print side down, upon 
a slab of well-polished stone. “This 
is lithographic stone,” explained the 
manager; “we import it from Bavaria 
in Germany, the only quarries in the 
world where this quality exists in 
quantity.” 
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A strong even pressure from a 
heavy roller was now applied to the 
sheet upon the stone. Then the paper 
was dampened, rubbed and washed 
off. Behold, the lines of the nine 
prints of the zinc drawing remained 
upon the stone slab! 

“By the way”, said the manager, 
“This design is for the back of our 
Whittier Card, a companion to our 
Longfellow Card of last Christmas.” 

“Was that a popular card?” asked 
Margaret. 

“One of the most popular we have 
issued; popular with all the classes. 
We have decided to publish a set of 
these Literature Cards. This winter 
it is to be the Whittier, as you see; 
Miss Humphrey is now busy with the 
design for the Bryant for 1885.” 

The girls looked with interest at 
the graceful grouping of “Maud 
Miller” and “The Barefoot Boy” on 
the printing stone; and Isabel after- 
wards confessed she supposed it was 
the face of the card until.the manager 
suddenly displayed the glowing fire- 
lit interior of “Snowbound.” 

This printing stone now went to 
the steam-press. There they found 
the proof-book containing the double 
impressions of the zine drawings 
made for this card-back — the print 
of the plain color on one page, and 
the print of its impression upon the 
other colors, on the page opposite. 

The printer had mixed his ink to 
reproduce one of the colors. A trial 
sheet was printed to represent this 
color, also an impression upon a sheet 
of the previous color printings. “These 
trial sheets go in company with the 
guide book to the foreman,” said the 
manager. “If he be in doubt, they go 
to the head artist, and the printer 
modifies his color if need be. If color, 
etc., be satisfactory, the sheets come 
back signed, and the printer proceeds. 
All colors used in printing are ex- 
actly the same that artists use in oil 
painting, ground up in oil, and by 
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choice of colors all complex combina- 
tions of an original painting may be 
reproduced.” 

He then explained that after the 
printing stone was wetted, the pasty 
color-ink would stick to the lines of 
the lithographic ink drawing, but to 
no other portion of the stone. Under- 
standing this, each time a sheet went 
through, the girls watched with pleas- 
ure the action of the self-inking roll- 
ers as they in turn re-inked the draw- 
ing on the automatically wetted stone; 
they observed that blank sheets were 
laid between the printed sheets as 
they came from the press to prevent 
“offsets” of ink; and in reply to Miss 
Hemming’s question they learned that 
a printing stone might contain from 
one, to three hundred and fifty 
“transfers”—these latter, tiny Scrip- 
ture-text cards, and baby valentines. 

They saw that the sheets of com- 
pleted cards were hung from the ceil- 
ing to dry; thence they were taken 
to the cutting machine which cuts 
through one hundred and fifty sheets 
at a time. Then the piles were de- 
livered to the examiners who threw 
out all cards defective in register 
or finish. The manager explained that 
“registering” consists in bringing to- 
gether the stone and sheet so accur- 
ately each time, that the colors fit 
upon and among one another within 
the exact limits indicated by the art- 
ists, and that the printer is helped in 
this nice process by mechanical con- 
trivances at the press by which the 
sheet is brought at each impression to 
the same spot. 

They next were taken up into the 
long spacious room where by windows 
looking out upon a forest of greenery, 
the finishers and embellishers — a 
hundred happy-looking girls — sat at 
their dainty labors. There was a 
color-glow of rich cards everywhere

as trained fingers bordered them with 
soft, thick fringes, or folded perfumes 
within the exquisite pictured satins 
for heavy mounts, or corded the silken 
paintings, or framed lovely rosed in 
softening plushes. All these decora- 
tions were of the most exquisite and 
enriching tones of color. The man- 
ager told them that the demand for 
fringed and mounted ecards increased 
steadily and that much thought was 
expended in the matter of fresh de- 
vices of shape and style; sometimes 
prizes were offered in the finishing 
room for a “happy thought” in this 
direction, and he exhibited to them 
one of the costly specialties for the 
1884 season as a result of such a 
competition — the large and beauti- 
ful swan’s-down fan, carrying a deli-

ten inches high. It hangs on a frame 
or belfry and is rung with a cork 
clapper. The tone is “A,” the same 
as used by orchestra instruments in 
tuning. My smallest is thin Bohem- 
ian glass. My heaviest is a green 
hunk of glass pressed into a bell and 
presented to me by the Niagara Falls, 
N. Y., City Manager’s office. 

Doll collectors may consider me 
eligible for their clubs. My dolls 
instead of rolling their eyes, roll their 
tongues. In some cases the feet 
make the clappers. One doll, not 
glass or china, but made of metal, is 
a replica of the “Lady of Luxem- 
bourg.” She stands with her arms 
over her head holding a brass bowl 
which is on a swivel. Her skirt is 
the bell. In Europe the original is 
made so that the skirt opens out, and 
on the inside it is spiked with sharp 
“teeth.” A prisoner was placed in- 
side and the skirt closed in on him. 
After so much torture the upper bow] 
which was filled with oil was tipped 
and set off with a match. This bell 
or doll was presented to me by my 
English teacher of high school days, 
Miss Bessie Boughton of Topeka, 
Kas., my home town. She told me 
with much pride that the bell had 
been in their family for many, many 
years. I, too, am proud of this bell. 

Many other foreign bells are on 
the shelves of the Messick collection, 
the Chinese bells having more his- 
tory perhaps than the rest.

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“9 Collect Dolls’’

I AM TOO big a girl to be playing 
with dolls. I am too big a girl to 
be dressing dolls. My friends raise 
their eyebrows in amazement, my ac- 
quaintance look at me very question- 
ingly. Nevertheless, I collect dolls. 
And I dress dolls. 

It all started with Penelope Jane. 
Penelope Jane is a jointed, bisque- 
headed, brown-eyed blonde, with ears 
pierced for ear-rings. She sat in a 
chair in one corner of a booth at a 
not-too-distant antique show and each 
time I passed that particular booth 
I looked at her a little longer and a 
little harder. After all, I argued with 
myself, you can’t like everything old 
— you might just as well settle on 
one special thing. So, in approximately 
thirty seconds, I settled on one special 
thing — dolls — and bought Penelope 
Jane. Why Penelope Jane? Well, for 
one thing, she cost me a “pretty 
penny”! 

The person who said that “the first 
one is the hardest” was quite mis- 
taken. There’s a step after buying 
your first doll that is considerably 
harder and has to be done much more 
painstakingly. That is educating your 
relatives, friends, etc., to believe you 
when, in all seriousness, you answer 
a query as to what you would like 
for a Christmas or birthday gift, with 
the one word “dolls.” They simply 
will not believe that you mean it. I 
know — I’m still working on mine. 


Then there’s the friend who asks 
you what you did get for said birth- 
day. You, all excited, burst forth with 
“Oh, Mother and Dad bought me the 
darlingest doll!” After which you 
spend about twenty minutes explain- 
ing that the doll was an old one, that 
you have a collection which you think 
is pretty grand, and that (very de- 
fensively) that particular doll was 
just what you wanted for your birth- 
day, anyway. 

And the nice old lady in the little 
Cape Cod cottage on the old country 
road. She has two dolls; one china- 
headed and one wax. She had another 
wax one but she couldn’t bear the 
thought of someone else having it 
after all the joy it had given her 
when she was a little girl, so one day 


she took it out into the garden and 
buried it. No, I haven’t even seen 
the two that she still has. They’re 
“somewhere upstairs.” But I keep 
going out to see her, now and then, 
in the hope that some day she will 
really believe that I mean to keep 
and take care of them, and she will 
bring them down and let me at least 
look at them. 


Of course, it isn’t all that hard. 
There’s generally a couple of people, 
either friends or family, who can be 
counted upon for “foreign dolls.” 
That’s how I came to have Olga of 
Russia, Impi and Kalevi of Finland, 
and Lilla of Hungary. Another nice 
old lady, much more easy to explain 
to than the first, donated a little doll 
of Japanese origin, probably Malay.

He 
(or she, you can’t tell which) sits in 
a little wicker basket. The hands, feet 
and head seem to be papier-mache 
strung on wire, the eyes are set in 
and the hair is coarse and black and 
lies flat on the head. We named it 
Myuka Laylee. Then Dad, more or 
less in the antique business, can be 
depended upon to turn up an old doll 
occasionally. And, of course, there’s 
always your own allowance! 

Dressing dolls is fun. Peterson’s 
Magazines and Godey Books are full 
of good illustrations. Scissors, pins 
and a needle, cloth, a little lace and 
ribbon, and there you are. And speak- 
ing of clothes—I wash my doll clothes. 
I’ve told that to innumerable people 
and been greeted with sighs and 
groans and told “never, never, never 
to wash them.” Just the same, I wash 
them all in warm water and soap, 
press them and mend them if they 
need it. Personally, I think they look 
better, and I know they’re clean. I’d 
much rather have a white dress 
snowy white and pink lace stockings 
really pink than have both a grimy 
gray. Also, I wash all china parts, 
and if the hair is matted I comb it 
out. All this despite the people who 
think and say that this “spoils” an 
old doll. 

Which doll in a collection is the 
best one? Why, the last one, of 
course! At the moment, mine is a 
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little composition doll with bright blue 
glass eyes and two cords dangling 
from her left side. You pull on these 
cords and she cries — a really sad 
little wail. And does getting a new 
doll for your collection satisfy you for 
a while? Never! Right now, I want 
more than anything else a little-boy 
doll that I can name Jonathan, and a 
doll with red hair that I can call Anne 
Cordelia.

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Button Groupings 
“ANCHORS” 


By Dorothy Foster Brown 


NCHOR BUTTONS have much appeal for a special- 
ized collection. They are still easy to acquire, too. 
Roughly, Anchor buttons are of two types; those 
which are used on uniforms (mostly naval), and those 
which are employed for utility or decoration on children’s 
clothing and on “yachting,” “sailor” or sports garments 
for adults. Many of these latter “Fancy” anchors are 
made to imitate buttons used on uniforms, but they are 
seldom as well made as the genuine uniform types. 

Most pictures of anchors are inaccurate, necessarily 
so, in a way, since the flukes of a real anchor are at right 
angles to the stock, not parallel to it, as they appear in 
Pictures. But the anchor in its decorative and symbol- 
ical form has become so familiar that it would be foolish 
to try to represent it in any more realistic way. 

Many button anchors are shown “fouled” with a rope 
or chain. There doesn’t seem to be any rule about this 
matter of fouling; some are fouled from right to left 
and some from left to right. Some are not fouled at all, 
but they are in the minority. 

No. 1 is a flat brass button, with the “Fancy” anchor 
shown in relief. 

No. 2 is convex brass, with the design in relief on a 
lined background. The letters “USNR” stand for “United 
States Naval Reserve.” 

No. 3. Probably symbolical in intention, this anchor 
is fouled with a flower as well as a rope! Brass, on a 
background of polished steel. 

No. 4 shows a modern decorative anchor, of the one- 
piece, two-holed brass type used on juvenile “Sailor Suits” 
and coats, 

No. 5 is of jet, with the anchor in relief against a 
decorated ground. Many anchor buttons make use of 
the rope motif, in the shape of an inner or outer border. 

No. 6 shows the design described by Captain Emilio 
as follows: “(U. S.) Navy, officer . . . two-piece; convex; 
gilt; 23. On lined background, an eagle, head to left, 
resting on an anchor, right claw on stock, left on shank; 
three balls below; thirteen stars encircling, within a line 
of twisted rope beading, bordered by a bright rim. Re- 
verse: ‘Scovill Mfg. Co.’” This design is in use today. 
(It is one of the few designs where an attempt is made 
to represent the anchor realistically.) 

No. 7. This design also is described by Captain Emilio: 
“No. 1048—(Spanish) Navy, 1840-1860; solid; convex; 
gilt; 21. In low relief, the royal crown above a fouled 
anchor, ring down; a narrow rim around.” This particu- 
lar buttons was found on the partially submerged deck 
of the “Almirente Oquendo,” the flagship of Admiral 
Cervera’s fleet, after the Battle of Santiago (July 1898). 
The button is green with corrosion, so that lettering on 
the back is undecipherable. 

No. 8 is a button worn by an officer of a Cunard Line 
Steamship. Convex brass with lined background and the 
design in high relief. Reverse: “Fast Shanks” and three 
stars. 

No. 9 is a Swedish Naval button; convex brass with 
lined background. The three crowns are like those found 
on many postage stamps of Sweden. Reverse: “C. C. 
Sparrong & Co. Stockholm.” 
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No. 10 is a decorative button, probably from a “sailor” 
suit or coat of about 1890-1900. It is found in plain and 
colored brass. 

No. 11 is made of black composition, and came from 
the “pea jacket” of a U. S. Naval Engineer aboard the 
U. S. transport “George Washington,” when that vessel 
was carrying troops and wounded during the first World 
War (1917-18). The design is incised; in the center of 
the back is the letter “N.” Buttons like this are plentiful, 
but they are by no means all alike. Some are made of 
hard rubber instead of composition, and the details of 
the design vary; the stars may be different, or the anchor 
flukes, or the chain. 

No. 12. In 1892, the Massachusetts Nautical Training 
School, connected with the U.S.S. “Enterprise,” was 
established to train young men in practical seamanship. 
It became the Massachusetts Nautical School in 1913, 
and is still in existence, though the “Enterprise” has 
been replaced by the Schoolship “Nantucket.” This but- 
ton is flat brass, with lined background. Reverse: “Fine 
Quality” and four stars, 

No. 18 is convex brass, with the design in relief; a 
finely made button. The letters “RNV” stand for “Royal 
Naval Volunteers” (Great Britain). Reverse: “Firmin 
& Sons Ld. London.” 

No. 14 is probably a decorative button. The “pump 
handle” stock is characteristic of a certain type of anchor, 
Flat brass with tin back. 

No. 15 is of black plastic horn, and is so well made 
that I think it may be a uniform button. But I don’t 
know its history, and it has no letters on front or back 
to help identify it. Metal shank. 

No. 16 is convex, with lined background and dull 
brown finish. It is the “blue blouse” button of the United 
States Marines. This particular button was worn during 
the first World War. Reverse: “Scovill Mfg. Co. Water- 
bury.” 

No. 17 is thus described by Captain Emilio: — 
Brigade, 1890-1900(?); two piece; convex; gilt ... On 
lined background, an upright anchor . . . Roman letter B 
on right and left of shank; over the ring, the word 
“Boys’”’; below flukes, “Brigade”; six stars in curve on 
each side; bevelled rim around. Reverse: “G. W. Sim- 
mons & Co. Boston’.” The Boys’ Brigade was an inter- 
national organization, whose members ranged from twelve 
to twenty years in age. Its aims and principles were 
similar to those of the Boy Scouts, and it is still active 
in Great Britain, 

No. 18 is a decorative anchor, probably from a child’s 
coat. The shield and the rope arrangement in the back- 
ground make it unusual. Flat brass with shelf-shank. 

No, 19 is of black jet, with the anchor rendered in 
raised white dots. Metal shank. 

No. 20 is another “Fancy” anchor; slightly convex 
brass with self-shank, 

No. 21 is a well-made flat brass button, with the de- 
sign incised and a dotted ground. Reverse: “D, Evans 
& Co. Ext.” 

I knew more about anchors after I had finished this 
group than I did when I began it, and I was more inter- 
ested in them, too. I had not realized before how differ- 
ent and how interesting they could be. Hardly any two 
are exactly alike; they vary as to the shape of the flukes, 
design of the stock, shape of the shank, and in other 
ways. Even the rings differ noticeably, as careful in- 
spection of these designs will prove. Some anchors are 
notably stiff and unbending, like No, 2, which is an ex- 
tremely practical anchor, with no nonsense about it. 
Others are very slender and graceful, like Numbers 7 
and 9. In fact, anchors have a decided attraction of 
their own, quite aside from their naval affiliations and 
from their traditional position as the symbol of Hope. 
Though that, too, is worth remembering.

News Appeal 

Perhaps one of the reasons that 
button collecting has had such rapid 
growth in the past few years is the 
fact that it has met the fancy of the 
newspaper reporter. Many stories 
have apneared in the press thus creat- 
ing more general interest.

Christmas Jewelry in 
the Victorian Days 


So Victorian days were marked 
by peace, hence there was prob- 

ably more sentiment then than the 

world had known for a long time. 

Some called those days ugly and 
heavy, but the collector of old jewelry 
will no doubt come to the defense 
of the mementoes of that period. 
Take the fad of hair jewelry, as an 
example. Whatever it may have 
lacked in aesthetic appeal, it made up 
in dear sentiment. Perhaps, today 
the world would be a step nearer 
happiness if some of those old cus- 
toms were present. It is not sur- 
prising that old hair bracelets, rings, 
lockets, and similar pieces were high 
in favor as gifts in the days of the 
Victorian Queen. 

We know through old catalogs of 
that era that hair jewelry was made 
to order at various jewelry establish- 
ments. If it were a bracelet or a 
chatelaine, greater skill was required 
than if the gift were a finger ring. 
Anyone could press a spring in the 
patented rings of those days and in- 
sert the hair of his or her favorite 
friend, relative, or lover, but not 
every person could weave or braid 
hair into a watch fob, bracelet or 
chatelaine, 

It would be interesting to know 
who designed the first hair ring. We 
know that the mechanical principle 
of the hair ring is old, dating to the 
16th century. At that time, how-

ever, the center of the ring was pop- 
ular for inscriptions. Sometimes the 
name of the party was engraved on 
the inside; on other occasions senti- 
mental legends intended only for the 
eyes of the wearer. Again, there 
might be a familiar inscription on the 
inside. The principle of the 16th cen- 
tury mechanical ring changed very- 
little through the years and the rings 
advertised in the 1870’s and there- 
abouts were very similar in design to 
the rings worn 300 years before. The 
rings shown here are from a com- 
prehensive salesman’s catalogue of 
1870 wherein bracelets, lockets, watch 
chains, watch fobs and other items 
of hair jewelry were listed. Most of 
them were made to order. 

This was definitely the hair age. 
Besides jewelry with treasured locks, 
women with adept fingers worked all 
sorts of hair wreaths and if they 
were successful in their artistic ideas, 
mounted their specimens under shad- 
ow box frames. Sometimes the locks 
of hair of one entire family would 
be included in one shadow box. There 
were the blondes, the curly heads, 
the tow heads, and the brunettes all 
in one box. 

The hair era has passed. No longer 
does a woman boast of the length 
of her tresses. Streamlining in hair 
fashions goes hand in hand with 
streamlined cars and the streamlined 
figure. No longer is there time for 
tedious hours over intricate hair de- 
signs, 

The hair jewelry relics, especially, 
are becoming more scarce, and wise 
is the collector of old jewelry who 
gathers up the remaining pieces. 
Fortunately some are yet to be had 
in antique shops and particularly in 
the stock of dealers in antique

ta CONTEMPORARY says that 

besides being the “father of his 
country,” George Washington might 
well receive the title of “the most 
pictorially portrayed of all Ameri- 
cans.” It is pointed out that the first 
president spent countless tedious hours 
sitting for painters, both Americans 
and foreigners, thereby making a con- 
tribution to the art movement in his 
infant country that deserves to be 
remembered along with his work as 
soldier and statesman. 


The President’s influence on artists 
is illustrated notably in the case of 
the Peales, father and son. The fame 
of both Charles Willson Peale and 
his son; Rembrandt, rests in large 
measure on their association with 
Washington and their portraits of 
him. The relationship extends even to 
coincidences; Rembrandt Peale was 
born on an anniversary of Washing- 
ton’s birthday, February 22, 1778, and 
his father died February 22, 1827. 

The first known portrait of Wash- 
ington was painted by Charles Willson 
Peale in 1772 and showed him in the 
uniform of a Virginia colonel. Wash- 
ington wrote to a friend: 

“Inclination having yielded to Im- 
portunity, I am now contrary to all

expectations under the hands of Mr. 
Peale; but in so grave—so sullen a 
mood—and now and then under the 
influence of Morpheus, when some 
critical strokes are making, that I 
fancy the skill of this Gentleman’s 
pencil will be put to it in describing 
to the World what manner of man I 
am.” 


Despite the hundreds of existent 
likenesses of Washington there still 
is considerable discussion as to wheth- 
er any of his portrayers painted an 
accurate representation. Probably the 
most famous and best known of all 
the Washington portraits is the last 
one that Gilbert Stuart did. It is an 
idealized painting that has retained 
its popularity despite criticism of its 
“frozen-faced” quality. As one writer 
puts it, “Bank notes and postage 
stamps have made us so familiar with 
Stuart’s portrait of Washington that 
we are led to believe that he must 
have been, in real life, somewhat like 
an animated Egyptian sphinx.” 


That Washington became reconciled 
to the many demands made upon him 
by painters is evidenced by the letter 
he wrote May 16, 1785, to Francis 
Hopkinson who had asked him to sit 
for Robert Edge Pine, an English 
painter: 


“In for a penny in for a pound’ 
is an old adage. I am so hackneyed 
to the touches of the painters’ pen- 
cils that I am now altogether at their 
beck, and sit like Patience on a monu- 
ment whilst they delineate the feat- 
ures of my face. It is a proof, among 
many others, of what habit and cus-

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tom may effect. At first I was im- 
patient in the extreme, and as restive 
under the operation as a colt is of 
the saddle.

In his “Considerations on Painting” 
based on his lectures given at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in 1893, 
John La Farge, one of the foremost 
painters of America, said: “In all of 
the greatest artists there is a humble 
workman who knows his trade and 
likes it. Art is a language and has 
a grammar that varies only as langu- 
ages vary — and for its practice there 
must be an acquired facility, a certain 
combination of observed laws.”

For those who are affected by the 
moods of Mother Nature, may we 
suggest that you collect paintings 
adapted to the season. At this time 
of the year, who could not fail to 
have a keener appreciation of the 
paintings showing candle-light and 
fire-light. Indian camp-fire scenes 
provide a good source for those in- 
terested along these lines. Some of 
the painters of Indian life turned out 
some especially warm and realistically 
appearing works. 

Among the painters who attracted 
attention because of their ability to 
picture artificial light successfully 
was Joseph Wright (1734-97), of Der- 
by, England. Although he painted 
other subjects with success, he at- 
tracted greatest attention through his 
ability of painting artificial light. He 
was at the height of his ability when 
he was painting fire-light and candle- 
light subjects, in which a glow in a 
darkened room illuminated the model- 
ling of watching faces. One of his 
outstanding examples was “The Co- 
quette,” which shows a girl and her 
swain with their faces lighted by 
candle-light. Another picture that won 
distinction for him was a gladiator 
illuminated by candle-light. 

Lesser known artists have, of 
course, delved into this field so that 
it affords an interesting quest for 
those whom tastes co-ordinate.

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New Hampshire Looking-Glass Clock 


By C. D. COLLINS 
(Collins Clock Museum), George Mills, N. H. 


HIS) MONTH we show you the 
rarest of all New Hampshire 
looking-glass clocks, the only one I 
have found in fifty years of collecting. 
This one is an alarm clock, but you 
couldn’t set it to explode at any de- 
sired hour. It would only alarm at 
five o’clock in the morning, and this 
alarm device was built into the clock. 
Note the little weight on the left 
hand side in Fig. 2. Well, if you 
wanted to get up at 5:00 A. M. you 
simply wound up the alarm side, and 
at 5:00 the weight started down, and 
you couldn’t reach out of bed and 
shut it off either; it rang the bell un- 
til the weight reached the bottom. By 
that time the whole household was 
aroused. 

Please note the weight on the right; 
it is hand forged, and made thin on 
one side to give the pendulum room 
to swing. Note also that the move- 
ment is an “off side escape,’? which 
is typical of the Timothy Chandler 
clocks. You will recall that I have 
written about this very fine clock 
maker before. His tall clocks were 
outstanding in beauty and accuracy. 
A picture of one of his tall clocks 
appears in the January, 1941, HOBBIES. 

In Fig. 1 you see the clock closed. 
The case is pine, in a lovely soft color 
that only time will give. Another 
feature of this clock is worthy of 


note; the decoration is on the dial 
instead: of on the glass in front of the 
dial. I am not so sure but that Tim- 


othy “had something there” as it is 
still in excellent condition, whereas 
some of the pictures painted on glass 
are so badly peeled you can hardly 
see the design. 

This clock is twenty-nine inches tall 
and seventeen inches wide. These New 
Hampshire looking-glass clocks had 
their advantages; if Grandma was 
watching the clock to see what time 
to “take the eggs off,” she could, at 
the same glance, see if her “curls” 
were on straight. 

We shall tell you more about an- 
other rare clock of this type in a 
future issue. This department is in- 
debted to Carl F. Houdek of Iowa

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Robert E. Lee’s Hair Preserved in Picture 


By MAUDE GALLMAN BROWN

UR ANCESTORS were men and 
women with great patience. They 
built slowly, but steadily, sure of the 
pattern they started, yet frequently 
without expectation of seeing the com- 
pleted design. Typical of that era is 
hair work, a handicraft now seldom 
seen in this part of the country. 
Mrs. R. R. Pigott, Louisiana, owns 
a rare piece of hair work, cherished 


alike for its beauty, artistry, and 
historical background. Mrs. Pigott 
was formerly Miss Catherine Marie 
Saint Julienne Moore, and the work 
in question was started by her grand- 
mother, Mrs. Mary Jane Morrison of 
Raymond, Miss., in 1859. The daugh- 
ters of the household took up the 
work in turn and the last piece of 
hair was added in 1902. Forty-three

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years and two wars had passed be- 
tween its inception and completion. 

The chief value of hair work aside 
from its beauty is sentimental. South- 
ern ladies and belles used to delight 
in fine handicraft, and hair work 
challenged their ingenuity as well as 
filling a sentimental need in preserv- 
ing the hair of loved ones. It began 
with the immediate family, then 
branched out to aunts, uncles, nieces, 
nephews, and cousins. The piece 
owned by Mrs. Pigott has hair from 
no less than‘ one hundred persons, at 
least two of whom will never be for- 
gotten — Gen. Robert E. Lee and 
Jefferson Davis, president of the 
Confederacy. Both these historical 
figures were relatives, and their hair 
was put into this design as a matter 
of course. General Lee’s gray hair 
added a needed touch of lighter color- 
ing to the predominant rich browns 
and blacks, and is easily discernible 
in the photograph. 

Another historical character, whose 
hair might have been in this picture 
had the work been less for love and 
more for history, is General Grant. 
Gen. Grant and his troops were quar- 
tered in the Morrison home from 
which point the historic drive on 
Vicksburg was made. Since this was 
during the latter part of the Civil 
War, Mrs. Morrison’s hair work was 
well under way, but it goes without 
saying that she requested none of Gen. 
Grant’s hair for her pattern. 

After the Civil War Mrs. Morrison 
found herself a widow with three 
daughters to support. She was able 
to accomplish this through giving in- 
structions in hair work and in music. 
She made lockets, watch charms, wall 
pieces, and similar objects from hair. 
The daughters followed in her foot- 
steps. However, Mrs. Pigott is the 
only one of the seven grand-daughters 
who was taught the art, and only then 
upon her promise to teach it to no 
one except her own daughter. 

In fact at the ripe age of five years 
Mrs. Pigott was undertaking hair 
work, as well as quilts and feather 
work, which were exhibited in the 
State Fair in Shreveport, La. 

The hair work picture is delicately 
beautiful, yet quite durable. The 
colors do not fade, nor have the 
flowers lost their shape. 

The length of time required to 
finish a piece of hair work was not 
due to the actual work, but because 
each addition to the family, whether 
through birth or marriage, meant an- 
other flower, another leaf, or a lacy 
little tendril. The hair work grew as 
the family grew, and so in effect the 
picture represented the family. Its 
size depended on the size of the family 
as did its coloring. Symbolic, too, no 
doubt is the clinging of the flowers 
about the cross, denoting the family’s 
strong reliance upon the Christian re- 
ligion.

HOW THEY MIGRATE 

“IT have read, with much interest 
and pleasure, the communications in 
a recent issue of HOBBIES, especially 
Colonial Philadelphia Furniture, by 
E. A. Skilton; Collecting American 
Books, by William Targ; A Confed- 
erate Ordnance Mystery and Manu- 
facture of Firearms by Richard D. 
Stewart, and have noted advertise- 
ments of antique furniture and other 
articles. I have often wondered how 
these different articles happened to 
migrate so far from their original 
place of abode. 

Some forty five years ago I came 
across, in North Carolina two unique 
pieces of old furniture. One is a 
candle stand, hand-made of black wal- 
nut, Original wool materials, with 
cross stitched designs still cover the 
top. 

One piece is what appears to be a 
center table, oval shaped. It is made 
of black walnut, except some veneer- 
ing around the body. It stands twenty- 
nine and one-fourth inches high, and 
thirty-two inches one way and twenty- 
five inches across the top, and the 
body is eleven inches deep. It has 
a folding top. One piece of the top 
can be folded back and you open a 
piece and a seat is revealed. You can 
sit in the seat, lock yourself in and 
use the top as a writing desk. There 
is a small drawer for writing mate- 
rial. The original lining is put in 
with brass tacks and the cushion is 
stuffed with hair. Castors are brass. 
None of these arrangements appear 
when the table is closed. 

These pieces originally belonged to 
the old Brandreth family of New 
York, who manufactured the Balla- 
donna plasters and the Brandreth 
pills, which have been so popular for 
more than seventy-five years. 

Some twenty years ago I came 
across four Saxton China dinner 
plates. One has a picture painted into 
the face of the plate, showing Colum- 
bus before Ferdinand and Isabella; 
three show a picture in the face of 
the plate on the edge of the ocean 
Planting of the Cross. Around the 
edge there is scroll work. How these 
pieces came to this country I have 
never been able to find out, but here 
they are in my collection.

At a recent auction conducted by 
the Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc., New 
York, N. Y., “Bronco Buster,” in 
bronze, by Frederic Remington, 
(American: 1861-1909) brought $425. 
The piece was cast by the Henry 
Bonard Bronze Co., New York in 
1895, and it stands 23 inches high. 


“John Ruskin,” by Gutzon Borglum 
(American 1871-1941), a bronze 14% 
inches high brought $40. 

“Eternal Spring,” by Auguste Rod- 
in (French: 1840-1917), brought $700. 
This bronze depicts a nude youth with 
tiny butterfly wings kissing a nymph 
who sprawls gracefully on her knees 
beside him.

the quest for gifts. Old Bisque 
pieces make charming and suitable 
presents and their wide range in 
price places them within the reach of 
all purses. Many pieces are so rare 
and beautiful that they appeal to the 
most discriminating buyers. 


Although Bisque was made at Sev- 
res as early as 1750, we are particu- 
larly concerned with that made in 
France and Germany during the latter 
part of the nineteenth century. A 
mantle of mystery surrounds the sub- 
ject for though some few choice speci- 
mens are marked, others, equally at- 
tractive, have nothing to identify 
them. 


While Webster states that Bisque 
is a corruption of the word biscuit 
and defines it as “unglazed ceramic 
ware which is not to be glazed but is 
hard fired and vitreous,” another au- 
thority defines it more simply as “un- 


glazed white porcelain used for statu- 
ettes, etc.” 

Bisque figurines range in size from 
two or three inches in height to large 
display pieces twenty-four inches or 
more high. They are usually tinted in 
delicate colors. Aside from figurines, 
there are slippers of Bisque, trinket 
boxes, match holders, toothpick hold- 
ers, animals and similar pieces. Ani- 
mals were made in great variety. 
There are elephants, horses, dogs, 
cats, sheep, goats and even the tiny 
frog. A five-inch Bisque tabby, sitting 
upright, has a softly colored pink 
nose and tongue, a blue ribbon with a 
gold bow ’round her neck and dark 
patches of painted fur on her back. 

Among the most interesting of the 
Bisque figures are those representing 
a child sitting in a swing which is 
fastened to the limb of a tree. The 
“rope” is of cord but the child and 
the tree are of Bisque. These were 
made and sold in pairs and are usu-

The cover of this issue pictures a 
part of the large collection of Bisque 
belonging to Mrs. W. N. Flanders, 
Chicago. Mrs. Flanders says the start 
of her collection began about thirty 
years ago when her relatives were 
relegating Bisque to the background. 
She rescued thirty-three pieces and 
packed them away in barrels until 
such time as she could appropriately 
display them. Fourteen years ago she 
unpacked the barrels and displayed 
the assembly in her smart tearoom. 
Visitors were readily attracted to it. 
Their appreciation began to increase 
Mrs. Flanders’ interest, and it was 
not long until she found herself mak- 
ing rapid additions to her collection. 

Today her collection numbers more 
than 200 pieces, and while she does 
possess some fine old single pieces, 
for the most part, her collection runs 
to pairs.

costumes of different colors. One 
lovely pair of figurines, the little girl 
holding in her arms a good sized 
doll, is marked in red on the base 
with a rising sun, an interlaced C and 
H and the words Schutz-Marke. A 
dainty lady of French Bisque, has 
exquisite miniature flowers hidden 
among the folds of her caught-up 
skirt. This piece is marked on the 
base with the crossed swords and an 
S in blue. Another piece of French 
Bisque is a tall vase or ewer with 
three cupids ornamenting the sides. 
The tiny hands and feet of these fig- 
ures are molded in exquisite detail. 
The vase is delicately edged with gold. 
The mark on the base is a capital M 
and the number two in blue. Some 
Bisque figures were made with nod- 
ding heads. When the pieces are 
picked up or moved, the heads nod. 


The Royal Porcelain Works of Ber- 
lin made biscuit busts and figures in 
the 1870’s. In business at this same 
time, the Watcombe Terra-Cotta Com- 
pany of South Devon specialized in 
busts and statuettes and decorative 
objects, both glazed and unglazed. 


A beautiful Bisque lady standing 
between two white swans and another 
lovely miss driving a flower chariot 
which is pulled by two doves bearing 
tiny letters in their bills are decor- 
ative pieces typical of the popular 
productions made and sold in large 
numbers during the late Victorian 
era. 


Match holders were made in an 
interesting variety of shapes. There 
is Little Boy Blue blowing his horn 
and standing beside a tree stump 
which is used to hold the matches. 
Another is a little girl with a bundle 
of sticks, which serves as the match 
holder, slung across her back. Tooth- 
pick holders were likewise made in 
a variety of unusual forms. An owl, 
a basket, and a, child with a basket 
by its side are three which may be 
mentioned. 

Bisque is sometimes ornamented 
with bits of shining gold, particularly 
on the more expensive pieces. Gold 
rims the spectacles worn by each of 
a pair of figures marked, repectively, 
Grandpa and Grandma. The frilly 
dresses and bonnets on dainty ladies 
and the waistcoats and breeches worn 
by gallant gentlemen have edgings 
and buttons of gold. 


The “babies” of Bisque are so di- 
verse that a collection may be limited 
to them alone. There are tiny ones 
only a few inches long and larger 
ones eight inches or more in size. Some 
are in a crawling position, others are 
sitting up and playing with their 
toes or playing peek-a-boo with their 
hands over their heads. Usually the 
toes and hands of these little pieces 
are as exquisitely modelled as are 
those on the older and more costly 
figurines.

Another collection may be made of 
Bisque pieces which require a mirror 
to make them complete. A pretty girl 
resting serenely on a scrolled Bisque 
chair is viewing herself in the looking 
glass. Another Bisque ornament is 
a stork standing by the edge of a 
pond, which is a mirror. Reflected in 
the water are the stork and also the 
faces of two little children which can 
only be seen when viewed through the 
mirror for they are hidden under a 
tiny bridge. 


Bisque doll heads, particularly those 
of fine French Bisque, are eagerly 
sought after by collectors of old dolls. 
Bisque heads were imported from 
France and Germany in the 1860’s, 
1870’s and later. Some of these dainty 
ladies, wearing attractive coiffures 
of the 1870’s and tiny ear rings in 
their pierced ears, have unglazed faces 
but slightly glazed hair. In 1875, doll 
heads of Bisque were made in Sonne- 
burg, a little town near the northern 
border of Bavaria. 


Fine pieces may be better protected 
if kept under a Victorian glass dome. 
If the Bisque pieces are well made, 
the color does not wash off. Some 
very fine figurines have hollow bases. 
Others, perhaps older but no more 
beautiful, have solid bases. The num- 
bers so frequently found on the back 
of Bisque pieces are often four in 
number but they do not signify the 
date of manufacture. They were 
evidently assigned at the factory as 
stock numbers. 


Many of the smaller Bisque figures 
make charming table centerpieces 
when grouped effectively, while others 
are much too large to be used other 
than as table or mantel ornaments. 
A corner shelf, an old whatnot, or 
glass shelves in a window are all suit- 
able display backgrounds for pieces 
of old Bisque. When knick knacks 
were very popular about sixty-five or 
seventy years ago, housewives were 
urged by decorators to provide cases 
and shelves for bric-a-brac and ped- 
estals for busts or statuettes. Many 
of the attractive Bisque pieces pur- 
chased then were carefully cherished 
by that generation and so are to be 
found in perfect condition today. It 
is the almost infinite variety still 
available which makes the collecting 
of Bisque a pleasurable pastime.

R. AND MRS. CLARK of Iowa 
City have one thousand or more 
bottles, they estimate. It is an his- 
torical thing, this collection. They 
own all “classes” of bottles, from 
dainty milk-glass dresser bottles our 
grandmothers used, lovely in their 
slender daintiness, to the original 
“booz” bottle lettered for its maker.

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the size and shape of which one does- 
n’t often dream. The owners who 
passed them on to the Clarks, did not 
always themselves know the origin of 
some of them. 

Here, first, rows of gleaming de- 
canters, glass-stoppered, two of them 
in the rare ring-neck pattern. Also 
to be seen are the painted decanters 
that are common in California, but 
rare in the mid-west, some of them 
done with raised patterns of grapes 
and other fruit on the sides, a gesture 
to the fruit-growing regions where 
they are made. 

Near these are double water carafes 
that unscrewed halfway up to accom- 
modate the dust cloth of the house- 
wife of 1900 and earlier, and clear 
glass mustard jars with woebegone 
features indented on their fat sides. 
Black, dark brown and green whiskey 
bottles line one shelf, and there are 
many vinegar cruets, mostly in clear 
glass. Beside them stand soft-drink 
bottles of every kind, and the glass 
counter-jars that held the cigars of 
the corner grocery, thirty years ago. 

In these old-fashioned hand-capped 
bottles with rubber stoppers we find 
the origin of the word “pop” as ap- 
plied to soft drink, for when this type 
bottle was opened, it made a loud, 
popping sound. 

Next there are wicker-covered bot- 
tles, five-gallon ones down to wicker- 
covered pocket-flasks. One of the 
latter type, from the Philippines, is 
in much finer weave and texture than 
our American ones. Then there are 
stone ginger-beer bottles with rubber 
caps and wires, and the fish bottles 
that were in common use during the 
Civil War and are still used by some 
cod liver oil manufacturers today. 
Many of these have been repainted, 
and the present owners have spent 
many an hour scraping this outer 
covering off to find what the bottle 
was actually like underneath. 

Of the choice bottles there are quite 
a few — a Bennington water bottle; 
there is an early jug-bottle (without 
lip) from one of the earlier drug- 
stores along the Mississippi River. It 
is about one hundred fifty years old 
and was imported (probably from 
Germany) with certain drugs not 
purchaseable in this country, its 
burned-in color shading from yellow 
to glowing amber. 

Even a tiny opium bottle lies amid 
the perfume-bottle collection, a small 
glass cone with its smaller “second 
bottle” inside. 

An enormous Mexican hand-blown 
bottle covered with bubbles that can 
be seen only when the bottle is placed 
before strong light is a “pet” of these 
collectors. This addition to the wine- 
bottle section is known to be hand- 
blown and was donated by one of the 
oldest settlers in Iowa City. When 
bottles were made thus, especially 
when they were of this size, one man

didn’t have enough “wind” to blow a 
bottle, so a little alcohol and water 
was added to cause the glass to ex- 
pand more quickly. Hence the honey- 
comb of bubbles. This bottle, in deep 
forest green, is loveliest of all when 
held against light, and this brings to 
mind the point of display. Many of 
the items in this collection are lovely 
only in relation to how well they are 
displayed in light. 

There are bottles in shape of bar- 
rels, old White Horse whiskey bottles, 
dark amber, with the white horse 
embossed on the side. A hangover 
from the Big Apple dance craze is 
revealed in containers made in shape 
and pattern of a huge apple, and 
there is a strained honey bottle in 
clear-glass, exact replica of a honey- 
comb. 

It would be impossible to detail all 
—the wine bottles from Bordeaux, and 
a fine collection of aquamarine French 
wine bottles from various periods in 
the history of the country. Two show 
their beauty in lightest amber, some 
in dark brown and green. Hand-made, 
and with the permanent twist to the 
neck, that the wine bottle-maker gives 
to his product showing plainly. Plainly 
evident, too, is the deep thumbnail 
cleft in the likewise deep cheaters of 
these bottles. 

Standing and looking at the array 
of bitters bottles, one can see in im- 
agination the mirrors of countless old 
saloons. This phase of the collection 
is very complete. Names like S. T. 
Drakes, 1860, and Dr. J. Hostetters 
Stomach Bitters line the shelves. So 
unlike the bottles of today, they are 
elaborate to a degree. For example, 
one lettered Creme de Menthe, in dull 
green, ends at the base of the neck 
in a heavy gold embossed claw that 
grasps the body of the bottle. Odd 
names, like “Dr. S. A. Weaver’s 
Canker and Salt Rheum Syrup” 
bring a smile of amusement to the 
modern’s lips, as does the milk-bottle 
collection, for not even here do we 
find a lack in the maker’s imagina- 
tions. 

No, the Cooper Farm Dairy of Ise- 
lin, N. J., bethought itself of some- 
thing new in a milk-dispenser. These 
bottles are made in the shape of — 
a baby! In the clear glass is moulded 
the features and dress of a child. 

The barber bottles in this collection 
with their delicate stem form, soft 
blues, greens, etc., are quite a contrast 
to the old liquor bottles. 

On to more artistocratic members 
of the glass family, and we find the 
delicate satin-glass dresser bottles of 
a hundred or more years ago, some- 
times done in soft blue with gold- 
leaf designs, or in transparent, very 
light glass, covered with a silvery 
overlay. 

Jenny Lind bottles date from 1852 
and 1853 with the name and picture 
of the famous lady Lind on their

sides. These Amberina bottles are not 
common by any means. On another 
shelf, a Carrie Nation bottle frowns 
at the whiskey bottles, for the con- 
tainer is a figure of that lady, her 
umbrella and shopping bag plain in 
the glass. 

Further along are the bright blue 
bottles full of fire-extinguishing fluid, 
that were still being thrown at flames 
as late as 1906, violin bottles, too, 
in the exact shape of that instrument, 
as well as Virginia Dare bottles that 
trace the history of that product. 
Traceable, too, is the cunning industry 
from the early clamp-top stone con- 
tainers to the present-day ones. Oc- 
easionally a bottle like the one with 
the Kaiser’s name and picture on the 
label (Kaiser Kummel) proves itself 
to have been put out during the earlier 
part of the century. 

The owners may well be proud of 
two unusual perfume flagons. They 
come from cities where Oil of Roses 
is manufactured. One is the round 
copper tin from Cannes, France, and 
the other, a large disk made of lead 
and covered with white wool cloth 
which reads,. ‘Essence de Rose Pure, 
Bagaroff, Freres, Karlovska, Bania, 
Bulgarie . . . ” When unstoppered 
both gave off fragrance, which is 
not surprising when it is known that 
it takes 5,780 roses to make an ounce 
of this oil. 

Almost with reverence Mrs. Clark 
brought out two of the smelling-salt 
bottles in mother-of-pearl that hung 
by a ring suspended from Milady’s 
little finger when she went to the 
ball — the Milady in this case being 
your great-grandmother! These tiny 
bottles measure no longer than two 
and one half inches in length. Roundly 
pendulous, they hang in their little 
frames of beaten silver, with small 
pendants dangling, and have carved 
crown corks. Nearby we see a hand- 
blown milk bottle less than an inch 
in entire length. 

To a collector, and also, to the 
average individual, the next article 
is very extraordinary . . .A collapsed 
bottle. Either from extreme heat, or 
a gradual change in temperature, the 
bottle literally collapsed in upon it- 
self, until there it lies, a wrinkled, flat 
piece of china! 

Its exact history cannot be obtained. 
Perhaps it was taken from a vault 
somewhere, or perhaps passed through 
some great fire that caused it to “all 
fall in” this way instead of shattering, 
although there are no soot marks. 
The fact remains, it lies collapsed like 
a tired accordion. 

Then the before mentioned “Booze” 
bottle, hand-blown in dark amber 
glass and marked, “E. C. Booz’s Old 
Cabin Whiskey 1840—120 Walnut St,. 
Philadelphia, Pa.” (Notice the absence 
of the final E in the original name 
Booz.) Naturally, this bottle bears the 
indelible stamp of the hand-blown bot-

tle — the applied neck and definite 
pontil mark. 

Very amusing is the pretzel bottle, 
blackjack bottle and the early Ameri- 
can Colt powder flask, the last, simi- 
lar to those that have been pictured 
in HOBBLES. Although glass bottles 
were not, of course, used to carry 
powder at the hip, they were used 
as storage bottles for gunpowder in 
cabins, and usually suspended from a 
wooden imitation gun hung on house- 
hold walls. 

The pretzel bottle is so exactly like 
a pretzel, with its raised salt particles, 
that one’s mouth waters, looking at 
it, and the dark amber blackjack 
bottle is made in exact replica of a 
policeman’s billy, with a tin screw 
top. Bottles like these were made 
by wags during prohibition days. 

One cannot fail to note a hand- 
blown milk-glass coffee bottle that 
came from the picnic basket of an 
early Iowa City resident, or the Ma- 
donna bottle in deepest blue. These 
Madonna bottles had their origin in 
a little Mexican town, where they 
were sold to tourists who carried away 
in them a certain “wonderful” well— 
water, that was supposed to cure any- 
thing. Only when the well became so 
polluted and disease so rife from this 
water that something had to be done, 
did the Mexican government put a 
stop to the carrying of such water- 
filled flagons. 

“Augmenting the bottles are old jars 
and jugs that were brought out of 
old homes, barns, dug up and added 
to the Clark collection. 

“It is almost impossible to tell the 
age of jars, “Mrs. Clark confides, 
“Often they haven’t the pontil mark 
of hand-blown bottles” (the finger in- 
dentation of the maker on the bot- 
tom). Sometimes the factory which 
made these big crocks had a method of 
putting a final “swipe” across the 
bottom, which made a stripe pattern 
peculiar to that manufacturer. These 
are easily evident to the casual ob- 
server and in brown, grey and green 
the highly glazed surfaces gleam 
grandly. Some of the very oldest were 
made in Bonaparte, Ia., where an old 
pottery works is now crumbled to the 
ground. Some of the old canning con- 
tainers have their own original tin 
covers, but where stone covers were 
used, sealing wax was poured around 
the top. What looks like smallish cream 
stone vases are in reality old snuff 
jars. “Wiman’s Snuff” can be dimly 
read in the raised letters. The squat 
types of jars had metal covers, al- 
though these are missing in this par- 
ticular collection, or stone covers that 
fitted down into the necks of the jars. 

Although the prettiest jugs are 
those with highly-glazed surfaces, 
some of the oldest are without glaze. 
One with lustrous dull grey glazed 
stone, the Clarks know has been

recently. A glow of orange and brown 
on one side of a jug may be seen,.and 
a different color when it is reversed, 
a difference in the burning causing 
this variance. 

Among the jars are bean containers 
with unglazed surfaces, known to be 
very old, and a rum bottle originally 
belonging to Governor Lucas, the ter- 
ritorial Governor of Iowa. There is 
that rarity, an old stone coffee pot, 
with tin lid, handle and spout. . 
and the rows of canning jars, also 
stone, known to be well over a hun- 
dred years in age. 

One jug has “ears”... high, flat 
handles, which date it a hundred years 
back, doubtless a pickle jar or butter 
crock. 

Next in line are the small high 
crockery jars, with handles near the 
top. These, with scarcely an excep- 
tion are from old Germany, Holland 
and the Netherlands. Mostly in tans, 
browns, they stand near to the ink 
bottles of early England. There are 
two of these latter in brownstone, 
and standing a good ten inches high 
(what a lot of letters could be written 
with that much ink!) On one, written, 


“Vitreous Stone Bottles, 
J. Bourne and Son 
Patentees 
Denby, Pottee 
P. and J. Arnold, 
London, England.” 

So many lovely jugs! Next to an 
old southern spice jar are the maple 
syrup containers of bygone days, and 
a huge brown whiskey jug made like 
a gigantic lozenge and lettered, “Larg- 
est Mail Order Grocer and Liquor 
Merchant in the West.

These are about three hundred years 
old. A bottle that is a hollow horse- 
shoe in tin, with a screw top at its 
opening, and an Italian wine jug with 
a stopper at the side for the admission 
of cracked ice, add an interesting note 
at this juncture. 

But turning back to the more than 
a thousand items which make up the 
bottle collection itself we come upon 
a bottle that would counterbalance 
the entire amount of antique bottle- 
ware, if it is what it seems. Whisper 
the name reverently, you who are fa- 
miliar with this type of antique... 
a Stiegel! Here is a tall, handsome 
bottle with, of all things unusual, an 
applied glass label. The label is not 
decipherable, even.with a powerful 
lens. But, even if it is not a Stiegel 
(as its smooth finish top may indicate 
it is not) it is still a very rare bottle— 
for the fact of the applied glass label 
remains.

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surprised to see how salt dishes have 
recorded history. 

In the early nineteenth century it 
was the custom in America to com- 
memorate significant events with a 
variety of souvenirs. Salt dishes 
proved most popular in this respect 
since they were small and were easy 
to handle. 

Mrs. Stuart points out that Lafay- 
ette apparently was a favorite sub- 
ject with the salt dish makers of the 
period, since there were several. She 
has a rare lettered Lafayette salt 
dish which was made to mark the last 
visit of the Marquis to the United 
States in 1824, when he came at the 
invitation of President Monroe. 

In this connection it might be men- 
tioned that Mrs. Stuart has the Cad- 
mus eagle salt, a round, footed dish, 
showing the ship Cadmus and an 
eagle in six alternating panels. The 
Cadmus, a vessel built in 1816, 
brought Lafayette to this country in 
1824. A salt that Mrs, Stuart espec- 
ially prizes because of its rarity is 
the Washington-Lafayette type, bear- 
ing a portrait head of the first presi- 
dent on one side and Lafayette on the 
other. 


Memories 


When Bloomington, IIl., held a re- 
cent hobby show, it announced that 
a prize of $5 for the best letter on 
the mustache cup would be given 
away. The prize was won by Lewis 
Smith, 83 years old, who wrote as 
follows: 

“In Friday morning’s paper you 
asked anyone having an old mustache 
cup to write in and tell about it. Here 
is the story of the one I own. 

“My wife was always an admirer 
of good silverware, but pioneers with 
their large families and little cash had 
no money to spare for such luxuries 
as silver, 

“When she and I were married in 
1879, her friends, knowing her desire 
for silverware, gave her several pieces 
and my relatives also gave us some. 

“She was very much delighted, but 
was afraid that I might be hurt, for 
there were none of the pieces for my 
special use; so she began to save 
money to get me a silver mustache 
cup.

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IT SEEMS TO ME 


By FRANK L. COES 


ITH THE repeated references to 

Suez, the Canal, and doings mili- 
tary and aerial in the vicinity, it is 
strange that we have so few inquiries 
as to a little series of four stamps 
entitled, “Canal Maritime de Suez.” 

There seems now some doubt as to 
the correct date of issue. One alleged 
authority says “Issue of 1868,” and 
lists four values 1 centime, black, 5 
centimes green, 20 centimes blue, and 
40 centimes pink. This is Gibbons 
listing in their Section III White book 
of 1899. 

The stamps were nursed thru vari- 
ous Continental listings, notably that 
of Y. & T. and quoted into quite re- 
spectable sums in francs. The reason 
being probably that they were for, or 
of, a great French inspired effort. 

There is some press history. The 
“Philatelist” for 1872, page 86, says, 
“Late in 1868 M. Maury, in his ‘Col- 
lectioner’ first made mention of a set 
of stamps issued by this Company, for 
the use of persons in their employ.” 
This is the “alleged” authority’s vers- 
ion. Many, perhaps, most now in ex- 
istence in the backs of old albums and 
stock cards “junk” are uncancelled. 
There is a stated doubt that grouped 
“dots,” either square or approximately 
so like the current French post marks 
of that period, are genuine. The few 
that seem to be genuinely cancelled 
bear the word, “Suez” in an oval in 
serif capitals, rather roughly applied, 
in black ink. 

The genuine ones were on white 
wove with gum that dried crinkly 
and cracked badly. Lithographed and 
imperforate. 

The clouds, if any, are very light 
and indefinite and the various details 
need comparison with genuine, proven 
so, items to to called genuine. 

Turning to that authority’s story, 
there is a statement that M. de Les- 
seps stated that “only the 20 cent 
was issued” (used), and seemingly 
this is the only one that is known, 
used. However, anyone who visited the 
Champs d ’Elysees Bourse in pre- 
World War days will recall that at 
least one of the more active dealers 
offered 20 centime Suez on cover, for 
quite some over 200 francs, and the 
franc was not a three cent franc then, 
by any means. 

There is not much doubt that sets

of the reprints were current on ap- 
proval sheets in the early 80’s. There 
seems to be no reason to suppose the 
originals cannot be identified. 

Such “Local” issues often interest 
collectors because of the actual in- 
definiteness of their origin, and use. 
But the remark originally made that 
it is strange someone has not dug out 
his samples and asked about them, 
still stands. They are rather nice 
looking at that, and whether you at- 
tach them to Egypt, French Levant, 
or Arabia, this may interest you 
enough to warrant preservation. 

To complete the physical story of 
the Canal — from Port Said to the 
Red Sea it is roughly 100 miles long. 
Owing to soft banks the speed allowed 
makes time needed to traverse, eigh- 
teen to twenty hours. 


With the Columnists 


A special from Emporia, Kansas, 
to the Kansas City (Mo.) Star carries 
the following interesting story: “A 
Christmas card mailed November 25 
in Emporia by Theron W. Van Sickle 
to his brother, L. Wayne Van Sickle 
of the United States navy in Shanghai, 
China, has been returned here after 
going not only to Shanghai, but also 
to the bottom of the Yangtze river. 
The card was sent back to Theron 
Van Sickle by Wayne Van Sickle, who 
explained the greeting was on a Japan- 
ese boat carrying U. S. mail from 
Shanghai to Hankow, when it was 
sunk by a Chinese ship. Divers re- 
covered the mail sack, the card was 
delivered to Wayne Van Sickle on the 
U. S. gunboat “Guam,” and then it 
was returned to Emporia.”

ABROAD 


Argentina — A 5-centavo stamp 
will be issued to mark the 50th an- 
niversary of the Bank of the Nation, 
which was established by a decree of 
October 15, 1891, and opened its doors 
on the following December 1. 


Ethiopia—The first set of stamps 
issued since the return of Haile Se- 
lassie is a series of 3 semi-postal 
items for the benefit of the Red Cross. 

The stamps, which were printed in 
Switzerland, include the following de- 
nominations: 25-plus-25c, blue, hos- 
pital scene; 50-plus-50c, brown, nurse 
and child, and 1-thaler, violet, a sym- 
bolic figure of hope. The 50-plus-50c 
denomination also exists with an in- 
distinct green overprint. 


Germany—Two values of a semi- 
postal series issued by the Nazi gov- 
ernment have arrived here. The 
stamps are printed from recess en- 
graved plates and show scenes in 
Vienna. The 12-plus-8 pfennig, car- 
mine, was designed by E. Puchinger 
and shows a view from Upper Belve- 
dere, while the 15-plus-10 pfennig, 
violet, shows the esplanade of the 
Lower Belvedere, as designed by Fritz 
Zerritsch. 


New Zealand—When stocks of the 
8d _ pictorial (Maori girl) are ex- 
hausted, this stamp will be superseded 
by a King George VI stamp of similar 
denomination printed in blue. This 
change is expected in November. 

Bulk stocks of the Centennial stamps 
of the 2d and 3d denominations over- 
printed “Official” were exhausted at 
the end of September. 


Norway — To commemorate the 
centennial of the laying of the first 
stone at the Norwegian University 
buildings at Oslo, a new 1-kroner 
stamp was issued on September 2. 


The stamp, printed in olive green, 
depicts the Domus Media, one of the 
university’s mail buildings. 


Surinam —A new series of semi- 
postal stamps has been placed on sale 
to raise funds to assist Dutch pilots 
now serving in the British Royal Air 
Force. The design shows the Nether- 
lands coat of arms supported by up- 
raised hands. The stamps are in- 
scribed in Dutch “The Netherlands 
Shall Rise Again”. Denominations and 
colors are: 7%-plus-7% cents orange 
and blue; 15-plus-15 cents, red and 
blue, and 1-plus-1 golden, gray and 
blue. 


Turkey—A set of five stamps has 
been issued to mark Turkey’s military 
preparedness program. The design 
consists of a map of Turkey, a cres-

Uruguay — Juan Manuel Blanes, 

famous for his paintings of episodes 
in the history of Uruguay, Argentina 
and Parguay, has been honored by 
the issuance of a set of six stamps by 
Uruguay. 
. The series was released in conjunc- 
tion with an exhibition of Blanes’ 
paintings at the Teatro Solis, Monte- 
video, and consists of the following 
denominations: 5 milesimos, 1 centes- 
imo, 2c, 5c, 12c and 50c. 

Nicaragua—A 10-centavo stamp for 
ordinary mail and 20, 30, 35 and 60- 
centavo airmail stamps will be re- 
leased late in October in commemora- 
tion of the 25th anniversary of the 
death of the poet, Ruben Dario. — 
Cesar Vigil, Inspector General de Cor- 
reos de Nicaragua. 

Argentina — In commemoration of 
the centenary of the death of Dr. 
Marco M. de Avellaneda a dark blue 
5-centavo stamp was issued on Octo- 
ber 3. 

Dr. Avellaneda, whose portrait was 
the motif of the stamp, was governor 
of the province of Tucuman and pro- 
moter of the “League of the North 
against Tyranny.” The stamps were 
lithographed by the Casa de Moneda 
de la Nacion. 

Chile—A novel correspondence feat- 
ure called “Fonopostal” has just been 
established under the Chilean Post 
Office. In post offices equipped with 
the new facilities, “letters, disserta- 
tions, speeches, songs, instrumental 
music, declamations or  advertise- 
ments” are recorded on phonograph 
blanks. The records having been 
completed at the office, the record is 
placed in a protective envelope and 
mailed to the address printed per- 
sonally thereon by the sender. In no 
case may the record be delivered to 
the sender. 

Great Britain—Mail arriving in the 
United States from Great Britain re- 
cently have contained a small propa- 
ganda message inserted by the censors. 
A U. S. flag and British flag are 
printed in natural colors over the open 
ocean. The message “Speed Ships — 
Speed Machines — Speed Freedom’s 
Victory” also appears on the slip. 

Earlier propaganda messages con- 
tained red, white and blue slips show- 
ing part of the British navy and the 
legend “Britain Delivers the Goods.” 
Both labels will be sought after by 
stamp collectors to mount in albums 
along with censored covers.

FIRST RED CROSS STAMP 
APPEARED IN 1889 


THE FIRST Red Cross stamp to be 

put out by any government was 
issued by Portugal in 1889. This 
stamp bore no denomination as the 
decree under which -it was issued 
specified that all official mail of the 
Portugese Red Cross would be carried 
free. 

Along with the issuance of the 
stamp, the Portugese Official Gazette 
of August 17, 1889, carried the fol- 
lowing decree: 

“Dom Luis, by the Grace of God, 
King of Portugal and of Algarve, etc. 

“Be it known to all our subjects 
that Parliament has decreed the fol- 
lowing which we hereby sanction: 

“Art. 1—Letters and postal packets 
dispatched by the Portugese Red Cross 
Society, dealing exclusively with the 
business of the society, are exempted 
from the payment of postage. 

“Art. 2.—The postal objects men- 
tioned in the preceding Article, in 
order that the benefit there indicated 
may be enjoyed, must be dealt with 
specially by the postal authorities. 

“Art. 3—The Portugese Red Cross 
Society will be authorized to use a 
special postage stamp which will be 
obliterated at the post office for all 
the letters and postal packets dis- 


patched by that Society at the same 
time accepting every responsibility 
for contravention of this Law or of 
the postal regulations. Given at the 
Palace of Cintra, August 9, 1889.” 

In the United States, one Red Cross 
stamp has been issued. It appeared 
in 1931, the denomination being two 
cents. It was issued upon the oc- 
casion of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the founding of the American Red 
Cross. 

This past spring the American Red 
Cross quietly celebrated its sixtieth 
anniversary. At that time it was more 
active than ever. Not only were great 
shipments of war relief materials be- 
ing sent abroad but national defense 
efforts at home had caused a tre- 
mendous expansion of Red Cross serv- 
ices to the armed forces and the 
civilian population. 

To support its work, the Red Cross 
relies upon the membership dollars of 
great numbers of men and women all 
over the country. Last year more 
than 9,000,000 persons joined the Red 
Cross. During the forthcoming Roll 
Call, which began November 11 and 
ends November 30, millions of new 
members are needed.

News of the Month 
and Comment

[PFENGE precancels continue to 

be the most popular of all pre- 
cancel groups; especially the Defense 
Bureaus, both in the obsolete wide 
spacings and in the current narrow- 
spaced varieties. Next to the Defense 
Bureaus in popularity come the Presi- 
dential Bureaus. Then follow the 
Defense and Presidential city-types. 
The Double Line Electros on both 
Presidential and Defense issues are 
popular and also the higher denomina- 
tions on the Presidentials. 

Collectors, after their experience 
with the short-lived wide Defense Bu- 
reaus, seem to be taking no chances 
and are eagerly adding to their col- 
lections the new narrow Defense 
Bureaus as soon as they become avail- 
able. They fear the Post Office De- 
partment at any time may decide to 
cease using the Defense issue and 
switch to the Presidentials. And the 
P. O. D. might do just that. 

To show how rapidly new Bureau 
varieties are being issued it might be 
stated that since the 25th edition of 
the Official Bureau Catalog was issued 
last August that there have been 
something like 65 different new nar- 
row Defense Bureaus announced. In 
the list are six or seven new, cities 
which previously never have used

When, a year ago, the stamp tax 
was increased on playing cards from 
10c to 11¢ a new series of stamps was 
necessary. Instead of being inscribed 
“1c,” the legend was “ONE PACK.” 
On October 1, 1941 the tax was in- 
creased to 18c but, owing to the fore- 
sight exercised a year ago, no new 
stamps were necessary at this time. 

Some collectors claim that these 
distinctive and beautiful stamps are 
“tax paids” and not entitled to recog- 
nition by collectors, but the Bureau 
canceled stamps are listed in the Of- 
ficial Bureau Catalog, and seem to 
be collected just as generally and are 
equally popular as were those issued 
wherein the amount of tax was desig- 
nated. 

—)— 

The fact that a person may obtain 
many precancels for nothing if he 
has access to mail received in quantity 
has often been the deciding factor in 
starting a precancel collection. 

Many an extensive precancel col- 
lection has been made exclusively from 
the different items obtained in this 
way and by the exchange of duplicate 
items so secured. However a really 
comprehensive collection of precancels 
is almost impossible of attainment in 
this way. It will be found that certain 
items needed to complete certain sets 
just don’t seem to come along and 
these will have to be secured from a 
precancel dealer. 

Here is where the collector is likely 
to be somewhat troubled. Usually 
when people have been getting some- 
thing for nothing it is difficult to 
build up a conception of true value 
so far as the articles are concerned. 
If one has been fortunate enough to 
pick up some precancels of consider- 
able catalog value for practically noth- 
ing he is quite likely to shun the idea 
of paying much for the stamps he may 
still need. 

Some years ago I knew a postmaster 
in a small town who had a rather 
valuable collection of postage stamps 
of the British Colonies. He also saved 
precancels and enjoyed them. How- 
ever he was reluctant to buy any 
although he did not hesitate to pay 
good money for British Colonials he 
needed.

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He frankly admitted that he saw 
so many precancels going through the 
mails every day that he just couldn’t 
believe they had any value. However, 
after his death when his stamps were 
sold, the individual pieces that 
brought the most money were not his 
prized Colonial stamps but some pairs 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., 1%c side-view 
Harding coils in the standardized Bu- 
reau type. The current catalog lists 
a pair at $100. 

One may feel that he is likely event- 
ually to pick up those needed items. 
Of course there is a possibility of this 
but one should not expect to get all 
items needed in this way. Then it 
must be realized that the stamps one 
has been unable to pick up naturally 
are scarce and so are the more ex- 
pensive stamps. Since that is the 
case, it is quite possible that also 
they are the stamps that will show 
in the years to come the greatest in- 
crease in value. Thus, they are the 
stamps you are justified in purchas- 
ing. Not only do these particular 
stamps increase in value but they 
make your entire collection much more 
desirable and so increase the value 
of your collection as a whole by an 
amount greater than just the value 
of these particular specimens. 

In connection with this it might be 
mentioned that anyone who buys 
stamps, precancels or other stamps, 
with the thought of there being a sal- 
vage value to the collection should 
purchase stamps of considerable value 
and in fine condition. 

All stamps which are sold by deal- 
ers, stores, etc., up to as high as five 
cents each have no value. The money 
paid for the stamps represents labor 
expended in getting them to you. 
Practically all stamps, precancels or 
otherwise, cataloged at two, three or 
even four cents each, with few ex- 
ceptions, are in existence in such 
enormous quantities that supply and 
demand have no bearing on prices, 
the labor and overhead costs in ob- 
taining them being their only value. 

This does not mean that one is 
never warranted in buying stamps of 
little value. The purchase of a packet 
may give to the purchaser many times 
its value in pleasure. What is meant, 
is that one must not expect to resell 
stamps costing little and realize as 
large a proportion of their cost as 
one might reasonably expect to do 
with stamps of higher catalog value. 


In closing let us quote from a letter 
received just this week from an ex- 
president of a college. We have a high 
regard for his common sense. In 
speaking of the investment value of 
stamps, including precancels, he says; 
“The collector who pays catalog or 
near catalog must figure that he pays 
part of his money for his stamps 
and still more of his money for the 
pleasure of having the stamps. It is 
that pleasure, which varies all the 
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way from transitory to permanent, 
that keeps the industry going. From 
all this it follows that those collectors 
who can afford to buy stamps in the 
best condition should buy nothing else. 
Every collector should be urged to 
improve constantly the quality of his 
stamps. Such general insistence will 
give to stamps a permanent value 
higher than they now have.”

Kansas City and Indian- 
apolis are among the cities mentioned 
as the site of the new Mint when and 
if it is established. The heavy demand 
for coins is due principally to juke 
boxes and slot machines. 


Making nails do the work of but- 
tons is not much odder than using 
peppercorns for money.

TARNISH 

You probably wonder why your 
gold coins do not tarnish. Noble met- 
als, such as gold, silver and platinum, 
are those that resist to an extreme 
extent chemical action from other ele- 
ments; like some people, they are not 
“soo0d mixers”. Gold is the noblest 
noble of them all; it does not tarnish 
when exposed to air. Silver is noble 
but not as noble as gold. Considering 
that your silver coins tarnish although 
exposed to nothing but the air of the 
room in which you keep them, you 
will be surprised — at first impulse 
skeptical — at the statement of W. P. 
Keasbey in Christian Science Monitor; 
— “It (silver) is not affected by 
moisture, dryness, alkali, or vege- 
table acids. It does not unite easily 
with oxygen and will not tarnish in 
pure air.” Then why do your silver 
coins tarnish, you naturally ask. He 
explains it:— “However silver does 
combine readily with sulphur, form- 
ing a black tarnish, silver sulphide. 
Eggs turn silver black because they 
are rich in sulphur. Silver tarnishes 
in ordinary household air because of 
the sulphur the air contains. The 
tarnishing is particularly pronounced 
in the sulphurated air which results 
from the use of coal gas.” 
INSTALLMENTS 

Not only have our lives been regi- 
mentalized and industrialized, they 
have been installment-ized; practically 
everything we have from our homes 
to our wash tubs carry an unpaid in- 
stallment tag; it is no longer how 


@ 
much we own but how much we owe; 
not how much does a thing cost but 
how big the installments. Thank good- 
ness old coins have not been install- 
mented, yet; they are still a part of 
us and we a part of them; like our 
“best friend”, our dog, that still has 
a city tax tag on its collar instead of 
an installment plate, our old coins 
are still absent from the items in our 
installment budget. Our old coins are 
our very own, unlike our other pos- 
sessions which will be ours after we 
have paid countless installments on 
them. Like legal exemptions, our old 
coins are installment exemptions. 
= 

ACMONITAL 

Ac-mon-ital, steel money of Italy, 
gets its name from:- AC (Italian ab- 
breviation for steel), MON (Italian 
abbreviation for money), ITAL (ab- 
breviation for Italy); put them to- 
gether and you have ACMONITAL. 
The specimen I have before me is 
nickel-sized, the metal has a_ nickel 
appearance, and the coin has a shiny 
lustre. In addition to its date, 1939, 
it bears the number XVIII marking 
the 18th year of Fascism, since the 
march on Rome in 1922. Iron money 
at first thought makes one think it 
is some sort of a token, or novelty 
coin, but on second thought, coins 
made of steel is no more out of the 
usual than those made of nickel, cop- 
per and brass. Subsidiary coins are 
not supposed to be worth their weight 
in metal, and one metal, if adaptable, 
is as good as another. If steel money 
stands up under wear and tear there 
is no reason why it should not be more 
widely used.

CATTLE MONEY 

Cattle was one of the earliest forms 
of orderly currency. Every cattle ranch 
was a mint. There was no law against 
a man “coining” his own money. Cat- 
tle answered the monetary question 
satisfactorily as long as trade was 
local, but with the growth of com- 
merce, with the long hauls, with ship 
transportation, with inter-nation deal- 
ings, cattle became too cumbersome 
and metal substitutes were introduced. 
So long ago was it that one could be 
excused for looking on cattle-money as 
a legend except for the fact that today 
it is used as a standard of value in 
parts of Africa. Attilio Gatti in The 
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Family Circle says:- “Rwanda is 
equidistant from Cairo and Cape 
Town and halfway between the At- 
lantic and Indian oceans. Rwanda is 
a small country, not defined on the 
ordinary map, yet it contains more 
marvels, exaggerations, and curious 
contrasts than any other part of 
Africa. Here giant princes command 
a fierce, warlike tribe of Pygmies. It 
contains about 18,000 square miles 
and its population is about 3,000,000. 
The native king is‘ known as the 
moami.” A picture is shown of a 
group of long horned cattle with the 
following notation:- “These are the 
insanga, or royal cows, belonging to 
the moami, who owns them all—about 
100,000. Each has its own custodian 
who watches over its health, sees that 
it has the best pasture, and ornaments 
its tail, neck, and head with. grass 
and beads. -The cows are sacred. One 
cow is worth. about twenty Bahutu 
slaves, or about: $33. The king gives 
more commin cattle to princes when 
he wants to reward them, and when a 
prince takes a wife he pays the father

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pagan to Christian symbols was dur- 
ing the reign of Constantine the Great, 
306-337 A. D., the first coin bearing 
the symbol of Christ being one o 
a small donomination. Another of his 
coins carried the legend “To Constan- 
tine the Pius born in Baptism.” Dur- 
ing the past thousand years there has 
been so many religious coins issued by 
so many nations that it would take 
a tome to name and history-ize them, 
but a few of the very early ones, the 
starters, prove interesting. A coin of 
about 331 A. D. recognized the doc- 
trine of the trinity; another of about 
the same date bore a symbol by which 
Christ is designated in Revelations as 
“the beginning and the end;” one coin 
had the words “The glory of a new 
age”, meaning the age of Christianity. 
Some coins bore the globe and the 
cross, others an angel holding a cross. 
When the introduction of images and 
pictures were introduced into Grecian 
churches they also were placed on 
coins. One of the first coins pictur- 
ing Christ showed his head crowned 
with rays with the legend “Jesus 
Christ, King of Kings.” Another coin 
bore the words “Lord Justinian, Serv- 
ant of Christ.” A coin bearing the 
head of the Virgin carried initials 
meaning “The Mother of God”. Prob- 
ably the choice coin from the average 
collector’s viewpoint is the one of the 
tenth century obversed with the head 
of the Virgin and with Christ on the 
reverse. Note the six pointed stars 
on some of our coinage; a six-pointed 
star is the symbol of the House of 
Israel, although it is not likely this 
aspect had anything to do with its 
appearance on the coins.

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Recollections of an Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Notable Finds of New England 
Money 
- ELLIOT WOODWARD of Rox- 
bury, Mass., an old-time cata- 
loger, bought the celebrated John E. 
McCoy collection of coins, and sold it 
in New York City in a five-day sale, 
May 17 to May 21, 1864. The Civil 
War was in progress, and this sale, 
proved that the coin business pros- 
pered during war adversities, of 1861 
to 1865. This celebrated collection was 
offered in 3202 varied lots. 


It is to a notable find of New Eng- 
land silver I make special reference, 
offered in a single lot in this sale by 
Woodward. He reports that during the 
summer of 1863, a little boy, son of 
George P. Reed, Esq., of Roxbury, 
Mass., in climbing up a bank in the 
vicinity of May’s Woods, dislodged 
from a crevice by the side of a rock 
a mass of gravel, and thereby brought 
to view a quantity of Pine Tree 
Money, twenty-eight pieces in num- 
ber, one of the largest finds of this 
money ever made, excepting the “Cas- 
tine Deposit”, another noted find. 


The collection comprised Six Pine 
Tree shillings, all very fine, and cne 
of them a remarkably good specimen 
of the famous “MASATUSETS” type, 
one Oak Tree shilling; two Pine Tree 
six pences, seven Oak Tree six pences, 
which are quite rare, one of which, 
bent as a “witch piece,” bears “plainly 
as though indented yesterday, the im- 
print of the teeth of some old Puri- 
tan;” four Pine Tree three pences, 
two Oak Tree three pences, and six

He stated that if the bid 
was not made he would withdraw the 
lot. My catalog does not tell me 
whether they were sold or not and 
offers no clue as to whatever became 
of them. The McCoy sale catalog was 
one of Woodward’s most important, a 
book of 161 pages. So there were other 
things going on in 1864 in New York 
besides war. Numismatics seems to 
have been in full blast although of 
course the collectors were not quite as 
numerous as now. 

This noted sale was held at the 
Trade Sales Rooms, at 498 Broadway, 
in New York City. Geo. A. Leavitt 
was the auctioneer, and strange to 
say, the sale commenced each day at 
five o’clock. Collectors must have dined 
early in order to attend a five o’clock

Earliest American Coin Sales 

In the library of the American Nu- 
mismatic Society are records of some 
of the crliest public sales of coins. 
The dates run to early 1840’s, I be- 
lieve. The first sales in which coins 
figured also contained other material, 
such as furniture, bric-a-brac, glass, 
and antiques and general household 
goods. 

M. Thomas & Sons of Philadelphia, 
whom I believe preceded Davis & Har- 
vey, held a sale in 1846, a four-page 
folio described the pieces. These early 
lists were in the form of broadsides 
or large sheets, those before 1850. 
In 1848 the sale of the D. E. Groux 
collection was sold by Leonard and 
Cunningham of Boston, our oldest 
catalogers of coins. Of course it is 
possible some small lots of coins were 
offered in early New York City sales 
quite before 1950. 

On May 15, 1849, Judge Furman’s 
collection was sold by Cooley and 
Keese, at New York. This sale must 
have been important because it ran 
two days, and the coin collection had 
an owner and name. 

After the year 1850 there were 
quite a few sales comparatively, in- 
cluding the Dr. Lewis Roper collection 
which was held in Philadelphia. 

Lyman & Company held a sale in 
New York City on October 28, 1851. 
The catalog brought $5.50 in a sale 
in 1864, so it must have been impor- 
tant. In 1852 Philip Hone’s collection 
was sold in New York while Leonard 
& Co. sold another collection in Boston 
on August 26, a summer sale of coins. 
As the years went on more sales 
were recorded. In 1855 we can list 
Flandin’s in New York, J. W. Klines 
in Philadelphia, and others. Leonard 
& Co. held a sale in 1856. 

In 1858 the elder Cogan came into 
action with catalogs. The C. B. Nor- 
ton collection was sold on May 13 of 
that year. By the year 1859 a dozen 
or more sales were held over the coun- 
try. They included Bangs, Merwin & 
Company in New York. On January 
20, the Henry Bogert collection, the 
W. L. Bramhall sale, the J. D. Foskett 
collection, while Bangs held a three- 
day sale on June 21, 22, 23 in that 
year, 1859. 

Leonard & Co. held a sale in Boston, 
while the W. C. Tripler collection was 
sold in Philadelphia, the Henry Whit- 
more in New York City, and the J. N. 
T. Levick collection was sold in Phila- 
delphia. I knew Levick well and 
worked with him for years. He at- 
tended all my early sales and priced 
his catalog completely; that was back 
in 1905, 1906 and 1907. At that period 
he died. He was a, numismatic land- 
mark, and many of the men who col- 
lected with him have passed on. The

year 1860, brought perhaps two dozen 
coin sales. More coin sales were held 
in 1863 and 1864 than in the earlier 
years of the Civil War days although 
quite a few were held in 1861 and 
1862, while bombs and bullets flew. 
Other noted collectors and sales of the 
time included those of C. H. Morse 
of Boston, Henry Whipple, and John 
K. Curtis, who issued the token with 
his head on it. Other collections were 
those of A. B. Sage & Co., Wm. Idler, 
Sr., Wm. H. Dayton, the DeHaven 
collection, Oscar H. Harpel, Alfred S. 
Robinson, (a die-sinker of Springfield, 
Mass.) Charles E. Bennet of Cincin- 
nati, A. J. Bleecker & Son, Louis Borg, 
S. G. Hubbard, J. E. Cooley, Dr. J. R. 
Chilton, Thomas Riley, General Nat. 
Dawson, W. L. Hildeburn, E. I. Barra, 
Henry Cook, of Boston, George F. 
Seavey, E. Bishop, Prime & Haines, 
W. E. Lamb, J. W. Wildey, C. Piazza, 
George B. Davis, W. A. Lilliendahl, 
Rev. J. M. Finotti, A. H. Satterlee, 
Benjamin Haines, W. H. Bridgens, W.

Some of these worthies held and 
sold more than one collection, some- 
times in different years. My old 
friend Joe Levick had numerous col- 
lections. I sold some coins for him 
in 1905-1906, while he had sold big 
collections back as far as 1859. The 
list of early fine collections and early 
fine collectors would be incomplete 
without Peter Gschwend, whose mag- 
nificent sale of American and English 
coins I sold in 1908. Mr. Gschwend 
was then about seventy-five years old, 
and had collected since the early’ Fif- 
ties. He knew many of the older 
dealers and collectors, particularly Co- 
gan whom he greatly respected as a 
cataloger. All in this large list, in- 
cluding notables like John Allan and 
J. J. Mickley, held sway before 1865; 
in fact all these collections were sold 
before the year 1865 except 
Gschwend’s. Mickley’s, not included 
in the list, was sold in 1867.

are made, and he keeps a jump behind 
always. In the interim his collecting 
has come to almost an abrupt stop. 
He awaits the day when a dealer who 
does not keep so sharply up to the 
last records and prices quotes him a 
price a little below the sales record 
when he maybe adds a coin or two to 
his sets. What of it? What is gained 
by such a small accession after all 
his efforts? The remedy is to branch 
out. Include dollars, half dollars, 
tokens, medals, ancient, or foreign, 
anything which gives more return for 
efforts made. 


Varieties of California Tokens, 
1847-49 

The discovery of gold in California 
was instrumental in bringing out a 
few tokens. The 1848 U. S. quarter 
eagle struck in very small quantities 
at the Philadelphia mint is occasion- 
ally found with “CAL” struck over it. 
It is quite likely that gold was found 
as early as 1847 and 1848 in small 
quantities in California. Quite a few 
gold coins of private mintage, includ- 
ing great rarities like the Massachu- 
setts and California $5, came out in 
that early gold year, 1849, in Califor- 
nia. These were the moffets, the 1849 
mint value $5 by N.G.& N. and many 
others, who boldy imitated U. S. coin 
designs without interference. The 
writer has recently come across sev- 
eral interesting tokens of California 
origin including the following: 

California counter, undated but 
likely issued around 1847. 

Obverse, California over a U. S. 
flag unfurled to right, below it the 
word Counter. Reverse: Eagle facing 
to left, four stars below it and the 
legend “United States of America.” 
Diameter 28 MM. Brass proof with 
edge milled. 

Also the following, dated 1847:— 

A Liberty head to left, 13 stars and 
date 1847 below. Reverse: Like the 
last, with flag, probably from the 
same die, same diameter, with edge 
milled.

I have recently come across two 
distinct varieties of the well-known 
Gold digger token of 1849. The com- 
mon variety is described as follows: 
A liberty head to left, 13 stars and 
date 1849. Similar to $5 gold coin of 
the same year. Reverse: A prospector 
kneeling to left, holding a nugget of 
gold; before him a bag, spade, etc. 
Above California. Below him the date, 
1849. Diameter 23 MM. with edge 
milled. Thin brass. 

The second variety quite a rarity, 
as follows. 

Same general types with smaller 
stars but larger date, 1849. A high 
beaded and raised border. Reverse. 
Larger word California, the date also 
bolder and somewhat larger. Thicker 
flange and edge milled. 
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The first I have met with of variety 
No. 2 of this token. A proof in brass. 

Who designed and issued these 
tokens I do not know. The newspapers 
of the time might give some clue, 
though there is no initial or name to 
indicate the same. 


No Coins From Europe 


That’s the latest news. I have no 
replies to letters I wrote to two coin 
dealers in London two months ago. 
American collectors should make up 
their minds to stick to the coins over 
here, the ones they find, either an- 
cient, mediaeval, modern foreign and 
American. The Britishers, France and 
other countries seem to be paralyzed 
so far as numismatics is concerned. 
Hitler won’t allow a coin to be sent 
out of occupied countries. 

All during the war 1914-1918 we 
were able to get coins into and out of 
France and England. Not so in this 
war, and the matter will grow worse. 
The few ads of European dealers now 
appearing seem to be merely a gest- 
ure. One man in Holland “hopes this 
war will soon be over and when it is 
over he will be able to take up numis- 
matics as before.” The tremendous 
number of collectors over here must 
therefore draw on the American 
stocks for coins of all kinds including 
even ancient. There are some few 
good stocks of foreign and ancient 
over here, including denarii. Formerly 
it used to be fashionable for many 
collectors to patronize European deal- 
ers and forget about coin dealers in 
the United States. That day is over 
for sometime to come. Another year 
of war and Europe will be something 
akin to a smoking ruin and in no 
condition to devote much time to num- 
ismatics, but more to getting some- 
thing to eat and wear. What a lot of 
damnable nonsense this killing busi- 
ness is anyhow. 


The U.S. Secret Service 


A division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, this service is one of the oldest 
and best known law-enforcement 
agencies of the Federal Government. 
It was established during the Civil 
War, and celebrated its 75th Anniver- 
sary July 2, 1939. Its chief duties as 
provided by law are: (1) protection 
of the president of the United States, 
his family, and the person of the 
president-elect; (2) the suppression 
of counterfeiting and alteration of 
obligations of the United States and 
foreign governments; (3) the sup- 
pression of the counterfeiting, forg- 
ery, alteration and fraudulent negoti- 
ation of U. S. Treasury checks; and 
enforcement of numerous other laws 
as provided by Congress, 

TYPES OF CURRENCY 

The only three types of currency 
printed by the United States Govern- 
ment for circulation are: 
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1. Federal Reserve Notes, which 
bear Green serial numbers and seal. 

2. United States Notes, which bear 
Red numbers and seal. 

8. Silver Certificates, which bear 
Blue numbers and seal.

How to Detect 
Counterfeit Bills 


1. Know your money! 

2. Compare the suspected bill with 
a genuine of the same type and de- 
nomination. Observe carefully the 
following features: 


(a) Portrait: Genuine is lifelike, 
stands out from oval background 
which is a fine screen of regular lines; 
notice particularly the eyes. The 
counterfeit is dull, smudgy or un- 
naturally white; scratchy; back- 
ground is dark with irregular and 
broken lines. 


(b) Seal: On genuine, sawtooth 
points around rim are identical and 
sharp. On counterfeit sawtooth points 
are usually different, uneven, broken 
off. 


(c) Serial Numbers: Genuine dis- 
tinctive style, firmly and_ evenly 
printed; same color as seal. Counter- 
feit, style different, poorly printed, 
badly spaced, uneven in appearance. 


(d) Paper: Genuine bills are print- 
ed on distinctive paper containing 
very small red and blue silk threads.

8. Rubbing a bill will not prove 
whether it is genuine or counterfeit; 
ink will rub off of either. 


4, Remember — Not all strangers 
are counterfeiters, but all counter- 
feiters are likely to be strangers!

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How to Collect Béokplate Prints 


By DON BURNE JONES 


BooKPLATES ARE paste labels, 

designative markers, or book tokens, 
bearing some kind of inscription, usu- 
ally one’s name and other designs of 
illustrative matter, depicting various 
phases of our tastes, interests, and 
appreciations. For the veteran, this 
article may contain a few new tips; 
for the beginner, the procedure of ap- 
proach that he might become a full- 
fledged collector and the owner of a 
worthwhile collection of prints of 
real quality. 

Before collecting bookplate prints, 
a collector must own one (or more), 
personal bookplates. This necessity 
presents itself first of all, for we 
could hardly expect a fellow collector 
to part with his personal belongings, 
especially since he has come by them, 
many times, at considerable expense, 
without giving him something by way 
of approximately equal value in re- 
turn. Further explanation regarding 
these quests will clarify matters of 
themselves, as many points will be 
made regarding this, for one must of 
appreciation have some understanding 
of how bookplates are made before a 
true appraisal of their value can be 
ascertained. Without a medium for 
exchange, bookplate collecting would 
amount to little or nothing, for the 
time and effort would hardly be com- 
mensurate with the results avtained. 
Of primary importance then, is the 
owning of a personal bookplate when 
the hobbyist would turn serious con- 
noisseur, for this is the first and most 
important requisite of the collector of 
Ex Libris. 

How is one to go about purchasing 
a personal bookplate? This is an easy 
enough question to answer, but before 
this can be considered, some definite 
thought ought to be given as to what 
kind of a personal design is required. 
What is the design to contain? What 
size or shape of composition or ar- 
rangement should it have? What are 
my interests; what do I like? How 
best could my interests be reflected 
in graphic form? Could I use the 
family coat-of-arms, or a fraternal 
crest? Just what medium would I 
choose, which would be most suitably 
applicable? You might do some read- 


ing on the subject, to become better 
acquainted with it. Books will be 
hard to find, but often considered in 
with volumes on the graphic arts, 
prints, and print making, etching, and 
the like, will be chapters or selections 
devoted to the bookplate. Many en- 
cyclopaedias have excellent selections 
regarding the Ex Libris. They usually 
give a short history, — the history of 
their owners and designers is a fascin- 
ating one indeed — a number of illus- 
trations, and some few facts concern- 
ing the works of the major artists of 
a number of countries who have de- 
voted their talent to this particular 
phase of the graphic branch of the 
fine arts field. These readings will 
help the prospective owner determine 
just what particular type and style 
of personal bookplate he will want, 
both to adorn his own books and use 
as a medium for exchange when col- 
lecting bookplate prints. 


Usually the rectangular shape of 
design works into the best bookplate 
compositions, although the oval, 
square, and circle, can be handled well 
by any competent artist. Heraldic 
designs are still in much favor today. 
If one is a sport enthusiast, here is 
a real chance to display one’s tastes 
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and interests, for many of the most 
beautiful bookplates come under the 
classification of sporting plates. There 
are bookplates armorial, erotic, insti- 
tutional, pictorial, ecclesiastical, nau- 
tical, modern, fraternal, architectural, 
and typographical. There are gift 
plates, plates marking special collec- 
tions, such as Lincolniana, Lawrenci- 
ana, etc., portrait, and bookplates 
scientific, and abstract. They are exe- 
cuted in such mediums as pen and ink, 
water color, type and typographic 
ornament, linoleum, wood-cut and 
wood engraving, etching, lithography, 
photogravure, heliogravure, these lat- 
ter three executed on zinc or copper 
by hand, or by the photo engraving 
process. Surely from this wealth of 
media ought to be one that would fit 
both one’s tastes and pocketbook. 
The problem of procuring an artist 
to design a bookplate, and for a 
reasonable sum—if he is a reasonable 
artist—is one of little concern. Any 
bookplate collecting society has listed 
among its members, many who are 
designers of the Ex Libris. WHO’S 
WHO can be scanned at any public 
library, and direct contact can be 
made with many renowned, but some- 
times, expensive, artists in this way; 
while the art school, art classes, en- 
graving firms, and art and advertising 
agencies, are other means of contact. 
Dealing directly with the artist is, 
in the last analysis, the best means of 
solving the question as to the kind 
of a bookplate the prospective owner

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desires, what he will receive, and as 
to what the final cost will be. A simple 
letter stating just as to what one 
would like in his personal bookplate, 
the approximate cost, samples, and a 
request, will bring results in an ex- 
planatory letter from the artist, with 
suggested layouts, and sketches in- 
cluded. 


Once in receipt of the printed 
copies, the medium for exchange has 
been made possible. With whom are 
we to exchange, and where are we to 
find these people who have similar 
interests? Though many artists, au- 
thors, and professional people own 
personal bookplates, still this does 
not mean that they are interested in 
collecting or exchanging them. There 
are about a dozen bookplate societies 
located in the principal countries of 
the world, three being in America: 
The Bookplate Association Interna- 
tionale, Los Angeles, California; The 
Antioch Bookplate Society, Yellow 
Springs, Ohio; and the American 
Bookplate Society for Collectors and 
Designers, Washington, D. C. Most of 
the bookplate societies of the world 
are members of the American Book- 
plate Society. 


The privileges of a good collector 
are his duties. His duty of a prompt 
reply, and enclosure by way of ex- 
change, or a return of the prints 
received, providing they are undesire- 
able, are the primary requisite actions 
of a good collector. A notification to 
a fellow collector listing the items to 
be exchanged, by whom designed, and 
in what mediums executed, is a proper 
approach, offering all the necessary 
information desired by the person with 
whom the exchange is to be made. 
This information should be written on 
the back of each print, or the prints 
numbered (when there are more than 
one and they are different), and an 
explanation according to number ac- 
companying them. Nor should one 
feel non-plussed, chagrined, or per- 
plexed, when his fellow connoisseur 
prefers not to exchange with him. He 
has his perfect right, no matter how 
morally unjust we may think him to 
be, to collect or dispense just what 
he particularly wishes to, for he is the

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sole owner and dictator of what are 
his own personal possessions. Many 
times, finely hand-etched or engraved 
plates are produced at considerable 
expense, and cheap drawings and poor 
reproduction being many times ram- 
pant in the bookplate exchanging field, 
it is small wonder that exchange con- 
ditions are as little aggravated as 
they are. There is as much and more 
toleration among bookplate collectors 
as will be found in any hobby field. 

Bookplates, other than their utili- 
tarian value, are useful in a beautiful 
way in marking and serving to protect 
our books, have, also, art quality and 
worth about them. To those of super- 
ficial understanding, they will at first 
seem highly personal, but to the well 
informed, being that they are designed 
by artists of recognized ability and 
collected the world over by persons 
acquainted with art and art qualities, 
they take on a universal aspect. 
Though they be small, they demand 
because of this, higher technical abili- 
ties in their execution and production. 
They serve in their study, as a record 
portraying a history and progress of 
art and the perfection of its means 
of productions from the past to the 
present; as a cross section of the 
ability of their artist designers; of 
the tastes of their enlightened owners; 
as a means of fostering the artistic- 
ally cultural things among the nations 
of man. Here is a hobby worthy of 
the serious attention of any hobbyist. 
Those who form a collection of these 
little worth while prints which are 
fastly coming to the top on the merit 
of their artistic character and esthetic 
quality have a real hobby.

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Indian Lore; Ancient and Otherwise 


By WILSON STRALEY 


EW IOWA names have been harder 

to spell than the Indian word for 
bear, from which two rivers and a 
town have derived the name of Ma- 
quoketa. * * * Nor were the early 
geographers alone in the individuality 
of their spelling. The early settlers 
had the same difficulty. When the 
name of the post office at Springfield 
was changed to Maquoketa, on March 
18, 1844, trouble with orthography 
began at once. Letters received at the 
Maquoketa post office included the 
following choice spellings: Makokety, 
Macoquety, Macoyta, Macoeketa, Ma- 
koketa, Macotokey, McKokady,Macoty, 
and Makozuta. It is doubtful if the 
name of any other Iowa town has been 
misspelled more consistently —“Iowa: 
The Rivers of Her Valleys,” by Wil- 
liam J. Petersen (p. 96).

William J. Petersen says in his 
entrancing book, “Iowa: The Rivers 
of Her Valley,” page 117: “Waubeck 
is another unique village located in 
Main Township of Linn County. There 
the town of Paddington was laid out 
by Ezra Nuckolls and George Pad- 
dington. A few years later the village 
of Waubeck was laid out adjoining 
Paddington on the northwest. Can- 
field J. Marsh was named first post- 
master of Waubeck on September 10, 
1858. Many of the original settlers 
were seamen from the New England 
coast. The village is rich in traditions 
of pioneer life; many relics can still 
be found in the private homes. The 
dulcimer, an ancient musical instru- 
ment, is still heard in Waubeck, the 
birthplace of Jay G. Sigmund, beloved 
poet of the soil.”

Lee F. Harkins, our Indian friend 
down Oklahoma way writes: “The 
state typo meet was held in McAlester 
last Sunday. I departed last Saturday 
and visited with some of my Choctaw 
relatives near there. I bought a little 
Choctaw hymn book in which is trans- 
lations by my Great Grandfather Fol- 
som. * * * I saw the Peace pipe used 
by the Choctaws at the Treaty of 
Dancing Rabbit, at which we released 
all our lands in Mississippi to the 
government. Also a letter by my 
Great Uncle written in the Choctaw 
nation in 1845 to his Uncle Greenwood 
LeFore, who never came westward. 
And it was such an enlightening let- 
ter. I have to go and see these things 
since my people will not come here.” 
Mr. Harkins is of Choctaw-Chickasaw 
descent, a printer by vocation, and 
an ardent collector of data and mate- 
rial bearing upon the American Indi- 
an, especially the Choctaws and Chick- 
asaws, as his well selected library 
attests.

Mrs. William Briscoe Kinealy, Mis- 
souri, writes this department and from 
her letter quote: “I have looked in 
vain for years in HOBBIES “Indian 
Lore” for Indian moose hair embroid- 
ery notice. I have two pieces on leath- 
er, and my family have signed pieces, 
done by old St. Louis French, copied 
from Indian lore, on broadcloth. One, 
who would be over a hundred years 
old now, told me moose hair was dyed 


and each hair makes three stitches. 
The brilliant ensemble looks like 
beadwork.” We consulted Hodge (Bul- 
letin 30, B. A. E:) but learned nothing 
specifically relative to the moose hair 
embroidery, however on p. 526 we 
read: “Hairwork. One of the most 
useful materials known to the Indians 
of the United States was hair, which, 
as a textile material, we generally 
more available than vegetal fibers. 
Hair was obtained from the dog, 
buffalo, mountain sheep, mountain 
goat, moose, deer, reindeer, elk, ante- 
lope, opossum, rabbit, beaver, otter, 
lynx, and other animals, and human 
hair was also sometimes employed. In 
more modern times horsehair was 
used to stuff balls, drumsticks, dolls, 
pads, pillows, etc., and tufts of it, 
frequently dyed, were attached as 
ornaments to costumes, pouches, har- 
ness, ceremonial objects, etc. False 
hair was worn by the Crows, Assini- 
boin, Mandan, Mohave, and Yuma; 
and ceremonial wigs of black wool 
and bangs of natural or dyed hair, 
especially horsehair, were made by 
the Pueblos. Twisted or sometimes 
braided into cord, havaghad a most 
extensive use, satisfying the multifa- 
rious demands for string or rope of 
great tensile strength, and was com- 
bined with other fibers in the warp 
or weft of textiles and baskerry. Ac- 
cording to Grinnell cow skin pads 
stuffed with the hair of elk, antelope, 
buffalo, or mountain sheep were com- 
monly used instead of saddles by some 
of the Plains tribes in running buffalo 
and in war. Burke says that mantles 
made of votive hair are mentioned as 
having been in use among the Lower 
California or southern California 
tribes in the 18th century, and quotes 
Parkman to the effect that the Al- 
gonquians believed in a female manito 
who wore a robe made of the hair of 
her victims, for she caused death.” 
——)——

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Cave of New Mexico Reveals 
Pre-Folsom Man 


| gegermeete traces of human beings 

in North America — found in 
deposits in the floor of a cave in New 
Mexico, which geologists date at more 
than 25,000 years ago — are described 
by Dr. Frank C. Hibben of the Uni- 
versity of New Mexico in a bulletin 
just issued by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

They consist primarily of projectile 
points, probably spearheads, which are 
very similar in general design to those 
attributed to so-called Solutrean man 
in France. He also dates back about 
25,000 years to the last ice age. It is 
not contended that the American arti- 
zans were “Solutreans,” but it is pos- 
sible that a general pattern of work- 
manship spread over much of Europe 
and Asia at the time and was brought 
to North America by the earliest mi- 
grants. 

Hitherto the earliest known human 
inhabitants of this continent were the 
so-called Folsom men, makers of a 
peculiar and characteristic type of 
projectile point that has been found 
in several places associated with the 
bones of late ice-age animals, partic- 
ularly mammoth and giant bison. The 
most extensive Folsom site, located in 
Colorado, has been excavated for the 
past six summers by Dr. Frank H. H. 
Roberts, Jr., of the Smithsonian staff. 
It apparently was a summer hunting 
camp occupied year after year by Fol- 
som hunters who followed bison herds 
behind the retreating glaciers. Folsom 
points have been found widely dis- 
tributed over the country although 
those discovered in the East have been 
of a slightly different pattern and 
presumably are more recent. 


But in the New Mexico cave, some 
distance above the level of the 
Solutrean-like material and separated 
from it by a layer of yellow ochre of 
varying thickness, is a stratum con- 
taining unquestionable Folsom arti- 
facts. The yellow ochre deposit, it is 
believed, required a long, wet period 
for its formation, probably signifying 
a major change in climate. During 
this wet era it was impossible for 
human beings to live in the cave. 
One theory of the formation of the 
yellow ochre stratum is that for a 
long time the floor was covered with 
water which trapped dust particles 
blown in from the outside so that a 
thick muck was gradually formed. 
Another is that the deposit is the 
remains of material dissolved out of 
limestone. This also would have re- 
quired constant dampness. 


Only after the cave became habit- 
able again — perhaps a lapse of cen- 


turies — did Folsom man take up his 
abode there. Thus the maker of 
Solutrean-like artifacts undoubtedly 
was an earlier dweller in the region. 


The projectile points made by this 
“Sandia man’? — as he will probably 
be called after the name of the cave 
in which his artifacts have been found 
— show fair workmanship but the 
chipping is considerably less expert 
than that found on Folsom points. 


There is some evidence that Sandia 
man himself may have occupied the 
cave in two periods and that in the 
interval between the first and second 
occupation he changed and improved 
his technique. When it is considered 
that primitive techniques change very 
slowly this may mean a very long 
period. Solutrean man in France also 
varied his technique, and projectile 
points from the late Solutrean period 
are very similar to those from the 
late Sandia level. 


The late Sandia points have some 
vague likeness to the widely dis- 
tributed “Yuma points.” These also 
have been found with bones of ex- 
tinct animals, but evidence is accumu- 
lating that they were later in time 
than the Folsom points. It is sug- 
gested in the Smithsonian publication 
that the Yuma may have developed 
out of the late Sandia, rather than 
out of the Folsom. The latter then

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would mark the end of a line of 
craftsmanship. 

Dr. Hibben found several stone 
implements known as_ snub-nosed 
scrapers. These also are found in Fol- 
som sites and in paleolithic deposits 
in Europe. They were used for scrap- 
ing the skins of slain animals. One 
deduction from this is that the earliest 
known North Americans wore clothes. 
There are crudely formed flakes of 
stone which may have been used as 
knives but they are primitive com- 
pared with later Folsom knives. 

Two projectile heads were found 
made from the bones of animals — 
probably those of an extinct variety 
of camel. Dr. Hibben found two sites 
of ancient hearths. Sandia man knew 
how to make fire and probably cooked 
his food. 


The cave deposits in which the 
human remains were found are dated 


by Dr. Kirk Bryan, professor of 
geology at Harvard University, as 
probably somewhat more than 25,000 
years old. 


New Jersey Archaeology 


The Archaeological Society of the 
New Jersey State Museum at Trenton 
has issued a large, 300-page book 
covering the life of the aborigines in 
that state. It is prolific with maps, 
tables and minute descriptions of 
archaeological work. There is also a 
large group of close-up pictures of 
artifacts found in the diggings. The 
material contained in this book repre- 
sents long months of work and thou- 
sands of dollars in expenditure of 
money. Collectors and museums who 
are fortunate enough to have one will 
find it one of the most valuable that 
has come out in recent years.

WARNING 1. 


Today I was handed a catalog put 
out by a so-called reputable dealer in 
the East (you may be sure he did 
not mail me one of them) in which 
is listed under the head of Pomo tribe 
the following: “spearheads 4”, 6”, 10”, 
transparent red arrowheads, agatized 
wood arrowhead, opalized wood arrow- 
heads, red Jasper arrowheads, color, 
obsidian heads, yellowish brown jasper 
heads, etc., ete. 


Now it just so happens that the 
Pomos did not make these long spears 
or blades and used only black obsidian 
from which to make their arrowheads. 
The obsidian they used was from an 
inexhaustible supply in their camp 
grounds. You can verify this by 
writing the University of California. 
Furthermore there are very few of 
their arrowheads existing. I have 
traded with this tribe for many 
years, only live about 100 miles from 
them, and with one exception have 
never » been offered arrowheads by 
them.” This one exception was by a 
woman who had gathered a few from 
Clear Lake when the usual level had 
been greatly lowered for irrigation 
during the first World War. She had 
only a handful. These were covered 
with alkali, which could not be washed 
off. 


There is a full blooded Indian, quite 
old, living in Siskiyou Co., California, 
who is turning out arrowheads and 
spears wholesale. He uses a red and 
black mottled obsidian and a greenish 
hued obsidian with usually some milky 
white lines running through it. This 
is his usual material, however, he also 
uses other kinds with equal skill. I 


have seen samples of his work up to 
30” in length. 


Only last month a collector was of- 
fered two red blades and one black 
blade from the Klamath River tribes 
at a very low figure if he would take 
the lot. They were still hot from the 
chipping. 

On a trip through Southern Oregon 
last month I saw a collector who had 
several frames of points and blades he 
had gathered himself. With them 
were two other frames which caught 
my attention, one had every conceiv- 
able kind of bird and beast, real and 
imaginary, cog wheels, etc., etc. Yes, 
he had bought it from another “col- 
lector”. The other frame contained 
some, blades and spears he had gath- 
ered himself and some he had pur- 
chased. With him looking on I was 
able to point out every item he had 
purchased as against those he had 
picked up. 


One or two reputable (??) collectors 
in this state are using these fake 
pieces to trade innocent collectors out 
of good pieces. Their story is that 
they bought them from a dying Chief 
or saw them dug up from under the 


‘floor of the tipi, etc., ete. 


The Klamath River tribes, namely 
the Yuroks and Karoks and the Hu- 
pas, on the Trinity, used the long 
blades in their ceremonial dances. 
They valued them very highly and it 
is very seldom one is offered for sale. 
I attended the “White Deer Skin 
Dance” this year. This is the dance 
at which these blades are used and 
shown. Did I buy any? Not one was 
for sale.

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“Pyramids” in Illinois 

Dr. Fay-Cooper Cole, of Chicago 
anthropologist, has recently been exca- 
vating the Kincaid Indian mounds 
near Metropolis, Ill. In his report to 
the press, Dr. Cole stated that the 
treasures in Illinois were practically 
as rich as those in Egypt. Said Mr. 
Cole: “Most people think they must 
go to Egypt for pyramids or to the 
Near East for ruined cities, but we 
have both within the borders of this 
state.” 

The site of the Kincaid mounds 
covers approximately 500 acres, which 
were given to the university by an 
anonymous donor. According to Dr. 
Cole, temples of wood and thatch were 
built on the flat tops of the mounds. 
Indications were that whole tribes 
joined in their construction by carry- 
ing baskets loaded with sand and clay 
from nearby sloughs and ponds. One 
mound has a two acre base and is 35 
feet high. The contents of the mounds 
show that the Indians that once in- 
habitated this area were farmers and 
that they raised corn and beans and 
other vegetables. They were of course, 
hunters and fishers also. The mounds 
have already yielded 100,000 Indian 
relics, which are now a part of the 
anthropology exhibit at the University 
of Chicago.

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= Early American Ornithologist 


By THEODORE RHINEAR 


LEXANDER WILSON, American 

ornithologist, was born in Paisley, 
Scotland, July 6, 1766. He was the 
son of a distiller, and was apprenticed 
to a weaver, for whom he worked 
seven years, amusing himself at the 
same time by writing verses. As svon 
as he was free, he gratified a roving 
disposition by mounting a _pedler’s 
pack, and went to Edinburgh to take 
part in a discussion, in which he main- 
tained the poetic claims of Fergusson 
against Allan Ramsay, and, in the 
same cause, wrote “The Laurel Dis- 
puted, a Poem.” 

The piece by which he is best re- 
membered, is a droll poem in the 
Scottish dialect, styled “Watty and 
Meg.” He also contributed to “The 
Bee”, and made the acquaintance of 
Burns. He was prosecuted for a lam- 
poon upon a resident of Paisley, and 
condemned to a short imprisonment, 
and to burn the libel with his own 
hand at Paisley cross. 

Determined to leave a country 
where his genius was unappreciated, 
he sailed from Belfast for America, 
and landed at Newcastle, Del., July 
14, 1794, with a few borrowed shill- 
ings in his pocket, and no acquaint- 
ances. He got work with a copper- 
plate-printer in Philadelphia, then 
with a weaver; travelled as a pedler 
in New Jersey, where the brilliant 
plumage of the birds attracted his 
attenticn; then engaged as a school- 
teacher in Pennsylvania, and then 
walked 800 miles to visit a nephew in 
New York.

Jersey, he lived near the botanic 
garden of William Bartram, who was 
well acquainted with birds, and stimu- 
lated and encouraged in his studies 
of nature, Wilson resolved to make a 
collection of all the birds that were to 
be found in America. In October 1804, 
he set out on his first excursion, in 
which he travelled to Niagara Falls, 
and wrote “The Foresters, a Poem.” 

In 1805, he learned etching of a 
Mr. Lawson, from whom he had al- 
ready learned to draw; and was em- 
ployed in the American edition of 
“Ree’s Cyclopaedia.” He soon pre- 
vailed upon the published, Bradford, 
to undertake an American Ornithol- 
ogy. In September 1808, he brought 
out the first volume, but in a style 
too costly for the tastes and fortunes 
of the period, so that he obtained 
only 41 subscribers in the eastern 
states, and had no better success in 
the southern. The second volume was, 
notwithstanding, brought out in 1810. 

The following year, he made a voy- 
age down the Ohio, and traveled over- 
land through the then unsettled region 
of the Lower Mississippi Valley, from 
Nashville to New Orleans, collecting 
specimens for his third volume, pub- 
lished in 1812. Exploring the New 
England States during the war with 
England, he was arrested as an Eng- 
lish spy, a circumstance which prob- 
ably hastened his death, at Philadel- 
phia, August 23, 1813, when he had

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completed seven volumes of his work. 
The eighth and ninth were published 
after his death by George Ord, the 
companion of his travels and labors, 
and it was continued by Charles 
Lucien Bonaparte, in four volumes, 
quarto, published at Philadelphia be- 
tween 1825 and 1833. 

Wilson was buried in the Cemetery 
of the Old Swedes’ Church, South- 
wark, Philadelphia. A statue to his 
memory was erected in the town of 
his birth, and the naturalists of his 
time were loud in their praise of this 
pioneer in American ornithology. Cu- 
vier in a report to the Royal Academy 
of Science at Paris said: “The History 
of the Birds of the United States, by 
Wilson, already equals in elegance our 
most beautiful works on ornithology. 
If ever that of M. Audubon be com- 
pleted, then it will have to be granted 
that America, in magnificence of exe- 
cution, has surpassed the Old World.” 

Wilson contemplated Nature as she 
really is, not as she is represented in 
books: he sought her in her sanctu- 
aries:- the shore, the mountain, the 
forest, were alternately his study, and 
there he drank the pure stream of 
knowledge at the fountainhead.

ITH THE interest shown in rifle 
and skeet gun pastimes, the long 
guns of past centuries hold the curi- 
osity of the historically minded citi- 
zens of gun-toting nations. If the 
collector will carefully cover construc- 
tion details of twelve pieces portrayed 
herewith, he may compile a verbal 
background that will be of deep inter- 
est to any visitor to his armory. 

At first it would seem impossible to 
procure these, but every example 
shown will be offered in the American 
sales markets during 1942. Every 
contractor of early U. S. arms en- 
deavored to improve on the imported 
types of flint musket or rifle, and they 
usually succeeded, as was evidenced in 
the first engagement where our im- 


proved models were tested. 

The pioneers of Pennsylvania, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky and the Carolinas 
defeated troops armed -with the Fer- 
guson and Baker rifles during the 
close of the eighteenth century. On 
April 2, 1794, our Congress authorized 
the erection of suitable Armories 
other than Springfield. The rifle shop 
at Harpers Ferry was surveyed and 
secured, and best records give 1801 as 
the year the first complete arm was 
made there to bear the U. S. eagle. 
However some have been found with 
engraved locks, and dated 1799. 

No. 1 in Figure 1 (top) is Harpers 
Ferry first model, made from 1803 
until 1817. It is best known by the 
title “1810 Harper Ferry” as most

active in the War with England, 1812 
to 1814. Has a mostly round barrel 
of 33 inches, and .54 caliber with 
seven grooves. In 1814 two barrel 
lengths were made, and the 36-inch 
was popular. With steel ramrod, shoot- 
ing 30 balls to the pound, the rib 
prevented attachment of any bayonet. 
The records were destroyed in the raid 
and fire of 1861, but Captain Hicks 
found in the archives « report that in 
1810 the armory store rooms housed 
3,300 rifles. 

No. 2 in Figure 1 (top) is a three 
barreled rifle, stamped “W. L. Root, 
Denver, Colorado Territory.” The 
length is 48 inches, with 31-inch round 
barrels of .45 caliber with seven 
grooves. Percussion system, fenced 
nipples, three wooden ramrods, set 
triggers, iron mounts, check piece on 
the “western” stock. A plunger on 
top of tang unlocks the barrels for 
the turn over. Gracefully made and 
no doubt surprisingly effective. 

No. 3 of Figure 1 is P. W. Porter’s 
revolving cylinder loader of .44 caliber 
and nine shots. Ignition was per- 
cussion, and cartridges were wrapped 
in paper and inserted, then the ser- 
pent shaped rammer on top tapped 
the balls tightly in the chambers. Full 
length is 45 inches, with a 27-inch octa- 
gonal barrel. Hammer cocked hori- 
zontally. Gun is number 214 with 
patent date of July 18, 1851, and was 
made in New York. The drop lever 
action turns the cylinder and cocks 
the hammer. Weight is 11 Ibs. An- 
other model carried an 8-shot cylinder. 
History records that Mr. Perter was 
fatally injured while demonstrating 
the strange weapon. 

No. 4 of Figure 1 is a well-made 
pill-lock rifle, with a length of 40 
inches and 23 inch octagonal barrel 
of .32 caliber. On the right side of 
breech is a vertical tube with firing 
pin in top. A fulminate pill is inserted 
from bottom and held tight against 
firing pin by a winged screw. From 
the pill a vent carries the flame to 
the loaded barrel. This arm has set 
triggers, pill box in the handsomely 
grained stock, cheek piece, and iron 
ramrod. A cherished sporting gun of 
100 years ago. 

No. 5 of Figure 1 is the famous 
G. W. Morse Confederate carbine. The 
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maker submitted to the U. S. War 
Department in 1860 his system of 
breech loading patented in 1856 and 
1859. In Harpers Ferry were stored 
hundreds of the Yerger or Mississippi 
rifles made since 1846, and Morse pro- 
posed to convert them. Fifty-four 
where changed for trial and tested 
satisfactorily with a few shots each. 
However, the actual work on these by 
Morse was done at the Springfield 
armory where machinery was superior. 
Morse prepared for a big contract, 
and in July, 1860, began preparations 
at Harpers Ferry. It took months to 
assemble and construct machines for 
the process. In April, 1861, the Con- 
federates captured the Ferry arsenal 
and sent the machinery to South Caro- 
lina, where Morse soon followed it 
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and began arms construction for the 
Confederacy, using sawed off Yergers, 
and casting frames of brass melted 
from captured howitzers. He stamped 
them “C. S.,” but the total output was 
unknown. A 6-inch breech lid is raised 
and the action draws back a housed 
firing pin to allow insertion of a 
copper cartridge similar to the May- 
nard cartridge. So fragile is the load- 
ing device that it is probable that the 
confederate action is not exactly like 
that demonstrated to our trial board 
in 1860. This piece is 39 inches long, 
round 19 inch barrel with seven 
grooves. 

No. 6 of Figure 1 is the rare seven 
barrelled flint gun made by Beckwith 
of London in 1798, and commonly 
called the Lord Nelson gun because

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this model was used by his navy 
riflemen in the fighting tops of his 
ships at the Battle of Trafalgar, 1804. 
It has a length of 33 inches with 
barrels of 16-inches, is smooth bored 
and does not unscrew or revolve, has 
flat faced hammer and an iron pan 
with reversed spring for the frizzen. 
The pan ignition communicates with 
all of the seven barrels at once to 
make it really a machine gun or bar- 
rage gun. One iron ramrod serves the 
arm. The lock is stamped with GR, 
crown and TOWER. Barrels are soft 
brown color same as Baker’s “Brown 
Bess” model, comb is high, and grip 
is checked like early English sporting 
guns. Owned by this author. 


No. 1 of Figure 2, (top) is a very 
ornate Matchlock gun from India. 
Length 66 inches, with a 46-inch round 
tappered barrel with double swelled 
cannon muzzle. The housing of bright 
metal at the breech is of large diam- 
eter, and is covered with an excellent 
floriation of gold inlay. Pan is on 
the side, and a pull on the trigger car- 
ries the hammer downward so the 
burning wick may contact the pan. 
Wood stock is full length and the 
tiger grain is natural to the wood. 
A vent pick on a chain is shown. The 
thick butt piece is of black horn, and 
caliber is .60, smooth bore. 


The Flintlock gun pictured as No. 
2 in Figure 2 is a Spanish piece from 
Gibralter, carried by the Moors in 
1765. Length 5 feet and 3 inches, has 
a tapered barrel of 46 inches with 
flared muzzle and about .50 caliber. 
Lock has a flat frizzen forward and 
slim hammer. Full stock is delicate 
in diameter, with 17-barrel collars. 
Wood is inlaid with wire designs and 
several large ivory insets. Thick 
ivory plate adorns the butt stock. 
Snaphaunce lock has sliding cover. 


No. 3 of Figure 2 is the early mili- 
tary Matchlock gun, and its shape 
gives it Swiss influence, of early 17th 
century. A thumb rest is cut into 
the front of comb. Length 52 inches, 
with octagonal 40-inch barrel of .64 
caliber. Stocks are crudely finished 
and stained deep brown on the very 
soft wood of light weight. The simple 
action is a hammer jaw holding a 
lighted wick which can be pulled into 
the pan by the trigger. Piece bears 
double moon armorer’s mark of the 
maker of this arquebus. 


No. 4 of Figure 2 is a German early 
Wheel-lock military gun. Length 4 
feet and 3 inches, with full wood stock. 
Octagonal 34-inch barrel of .55 cali- 
ber. Butt is full two inches in thick- 
ness. Mounts of iron are an extended 
hand guard, metal butt plate, thimbles 
for wood rammer and nose on fore- 
stock. Flat engraved hammer falls to 
rear against a hand-wound serrated 
wheel. Lock has sliding pan cover. 
Made in Germany about 1600, it is 
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in very sound condition. 

The following two pieces were fired 
from the hip or from a staff rest. No. 
5 of Figure 2 is 44 inches long with 
an octagonal 31-inch barrel of .64 cali- 
ber and six grooves. Mounts are en- 
graved brass. Lock has outside wheel 
with sliding cover, and hammer falls 
rearward. The extended wood hip 
piece shows as part of the left side of 
the butt, while on right of butt is a 
long wood patch box that slides open. 
Ramrod is of wood, and the butt plate 
is of hoof or horn. Piece bears German 
armorer’s mark of about 1500. 


No. 6 of Figure 2 is the art of an 
ftalian armorer, of the early 18th 
century. Piece is 42 inches long with 
a tapered 29-inch octagonal barrel of 
.52 caliber. Mounts are of brass with 
highest type of engraving. Full wood 
stock with wood rammer. Butt of 
stock is three inches thick with a 
beautifully floriated patch box. Brass 
guard is very heavy, and lock has an 
inner wheel which winds with a key. 
Hammer falls to rear, and it’s flat 
face and the lock plate are deeply 
etched with a scene of armed knights 
slaying a great dragon. The brass 
butt plate is one-half inch thick. Con- 
dition of piece is excellent and showy. 
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Hunter, Shooter and Collector

| spemeeecineaage a love of guns from 

his father, has brought Dr. Ray- 
mond V. Alquist, successful dentist of 
Clay Center, Kas., a lot of pleasure— 
to say nothing of shooting honors— 
and one of the leading gun collections 
in the state. 

“Doc”, as he is known to his friends, 
started to hunt about as soon as he 
could carry a shotgun. In fact once 
the hammers on the old double barrel 
shotgun were cocked, Doc had to shoot 
it or call his father to help him let 
them down. 

When the young hunter was nine 
years of age, he got the job of loading 
traps for the local gun club. His pay 
for this service was the privilege of 
shooting five to ten rocks with a fine 
Ithaca Shotgun owned by one of the 
members. 

Recognizing an unusual interest in 
trapshooting by the youth, Dr. X. 
Olsen, the doctor who had officiated 
at his birth, took him in tow. Now 
living in California, Doctor Olsen, 
still a fine shot, came back to Clay 


Center for a visit a couple of years 
ago. The Gun Club honored him with 
a shoot — and the high man was none 
other than his pupil of some years 
back, Doc Alquist. Out of a possible 
hundred, his score was ninety-nine. 


An imposing array of trophies at- 
test to his prowess with any one of 
the five L. C. Smith shotguns he uses 
for shooting. Most prized trophy no 
doubt is the Class “A” Award won in 
Oklahoma City in 1939 at the South- 
west Dental Congress, which included 
thirteen states. Practically all of 
Doc’s shooting had been confined to 
shoots at dental meets. Time at pres- 
ent does not permit his attending the 
large open meets, where he could, no 
doubt, give the boys a run for their 
trophies. 

Somewhere along the line Doc came 
into possession of an Old Remington 
Cap and Ball Navy with five appar- 
ently authentic notches on the grip. 
This followed by a Colt Bisley 32-20 a 
short time later started him on the 
collecting angle. Today those two

short arms from his gun cabinets. 


The two outside photos in bottom row are drawers of 
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guns have been multiplied more than 
200 fold. 

It is a treat as well as a rare priv- 
ilege to visit the gun room of this 
Kansas collector and to see piece by 
piece his interesting collection. First 
love he admits goes to his fine section 
of over 100 Smith & Wessons which 
not only include a fine array of their 
early arms but many modern ones, 
such as 357 Magnums, K22 master- 
pieces, and 44 special triplelocks. Sec- 
ond place goes to a varied assortment 
of Remington Short Arms, a line 
which incidentally includes more than 
its share of interesting types of short 
arms. 

Some other arms, the ownership of 
which give him a great deal of pride, 
are a splendid group of Winchesters, 
including a Pope Winchester; an old 
flint blunderbuss, a type which never 
fails to excite interest in any collec- 
tion; a pair of Flintlock duelling 
pistols made by the old master, J. 
Michael Limmer of Cranach, in Cen- 
tral Europe. One could go one and 
on, but it’s as Doc says, “We have a 
pet gun for a while and then we ac- 
quire another and it becomes the new 
pet,” and so it goes. 

Over in the long arms section are 
perhaps twenty carbines, silent re- 
minders of saddle arms used in the 
war between the states. In a box 
cased with all accessories, including 
scope and tube sight is an old Billing- 
hurst Rifle in excellent condition, one 
of Doc’s special pets, of course. 

It’s always interesting to know 
where collectors get the various pieces 
that go to make up their collection. 
In Doc’s case most of them have come 
from private owners, and fellow col- 
lectors, in other words by “swapping”. 
Naturally many have come from deal- 
ers, which after all is perhaps the 
least expensive way to secure them, 
unless you happen to be that type of 
collector who delights in a hunt for 
a certain piece and follows any lead 
even though it may mean many hours 
driving to pick it up. Doc belongs 
to this latter class. He finds a lot of 
enjoyment in seeking out small coun- 
try hardware stores looking for old 
cartridges, and mainly a lead on an 
old arm. And, judging from his col-

tenor of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, has managed to build a 
fascinating hobby indirectly through 
his singing. Because his profession- 
al work takes him on concert and 
opera tours throughout the country 
and through foreign lands, he has had 
an opportunity to add to a small col- 
lection of old guns and firearms which 
he started almost 12 years ago.

For the collectors of “Volume 1, 
Number 1,” there is Ghost Town News, 
a western weekly, recently inaugur- 
ated by Walter Knott, who has under- 
taken to collect data for a ghost town 
which he is reconstructing.

So there we have a rather interest- 
ing account of the high cost of living 
in 1850. Of interest in Ghost Town 
News also is a quotation from a his- 
tory of Merced County, published in 
1881, by Elliott Moore, which says: 


“I'll never forget the time the first 
woman came into camp. The miners 
heard that she was coming and they 
all quit work and marched four miles 
down the road to meet her. Several 
large arches were erected over the 
road and a band of music led the 
march into town. The town was alive 
with miners when we got there, who 
came in from the hills to get a glimpse 
of the woman and participate in the 
celebration. 

“The first woman who arrived 
started at once in the bakery business 
and sold pies at $5 apiece. Sometimes 
the miners complained of the pies, 
but the woman who made them would 
say, if they did not like them, they 
needn’t buy any, as she was not par- 
ticular whether she sold pies for $5 
apiece anyway. Those were the days 
when everyone felt as independent as 
the Lord. Mrs. Margaret Holden, 
coming from Ireland was the woman.”

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the Persian Turquoise were trans- 
ported across Turkey to Europe. Pliny 
mentioned the Turquoise several times. 


A very large specimen was owned 
by the Shah of Persia while up to a 
few years ago there were some splen- 
did specimens in the Museum of Mos- 
cow. Very few good Turquoise are 
found in Europe, they are apt to be 
on the greenish shade but some excel- 
lent specimens come from Mexico, 
New Mexico and Arizona. These, how- 
ever, are apt to be a lighter shade 
than the Persian gem. 


Some very fine stones are cut from 
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the matrix or mother rock showing 
the Turquoise imbedded. These often 
times are mounted as rings while the 
large stones make very attractive 
brooches and pendants. The Turquoise 
is especially well set off when sur- 
rounded with diamonds particularly in 
an oval or round cluster ring. 


In the early days the Jews, Romans, 
Italians, Arabians and the Bishop of 
Seville used the Ruby for the birth- 
stone for December, while the Poles 
have worn the Turquoise and the 
Russians both Turquoise and Chryso- 
prase.

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FOREIGN LIGHTHOUSES 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


iw ANOTHER article the writer 
described a number of historic 
American lighthouses in his collection. 
The field of lighthouse view collecting 
is practically unlimited, there are 
500 resident light stations adminis- 
tered by the United States Coast 
Guard. There are a number of non- 
resident lights and abandoned struc- 
tures now preserved for historical 
reasons that come within the scope of 
a post card collection of lighthouses. 
In this sketch a few brief paragraphs 
will be devoted to foreign lighthouses 
that have achieved fame and which 
appear on the post card views of 
various countries. 

The Sherryvore is Scotland’s most 
famous lighthouse. The erection of 
this tower upon a straggling low-lying 
reef 24 miles off Iona, and exposed 
to the full fury of the Atlantic, ranks 
as one of the world’s engineering 
wonders. The stones forming the solid 
courses at the bottom are attached to 
one another so firmly and ingeniously

as to secure the maximum of strength 
and solidity, the result being that 
nothing short of an earthquake could 
overthrow the stalk of masonry. 

Bell Rock or Inchcape Light lies 
some twelve miles off the Scottish 
mainland in the busy portal of the 
Firth of Tay. For many years this 
sinister menace to navigation was not 
marked in any way whatever, and 
apparently had remained in this un- 
protected condition ever since the 
notorious pirate, Ralph the Rover, 
cut away the buoy-bell which had been 
placed upon it by the Abbot of Aber- 
brothock, as narrated in Southey’s 
famous ballad. Construction was be- 
gun in 1806 and the light was shown 
for the first time on February 1, 
1811. John Rennie and Robert Steven- 
son were the engineers. Robert’s son 
Alan built Skerryvore. 

A celebrated French light is the 
Ar-men light off Cape Finisterre, 
guarding the “Bay of the Dead”. This 
tower was commenced in 1867, but 
so great and so many were the dif- 
ficulties involved in its erection that 
the work was not finished until 1881. 

The “Bishop,” the western outpost 
of England, is a tower that marks a 
treacherous reef, rising from the 
depths of the Atlantic off the Scilly 
Islands. Its slim proportions are fa- 
miliar to transatlantic passengers. It 
was on this reef that three ships in 
the squadron of Sir Cloudesley Shovel 
were wrecked in 1707 when 2,000 men 
were lost. The reef once brought 
wealth and treasure to the inhabitants 
of the Scilly Islands, whose chief oc- 
cupation in the old days was wrecking. 
The light was completed in 1878 after 
seven years of labor. James Walker 
was the engineer. 

Off the northern shores of the 
Scillies, standing in the straight which 
provides a short-cut around the toe 
of England, is another magnificent 
tower. This is the Wolf Rock light- 
house, marking the reef of that name, 
which lies eight miles off Land’s End 
on the fairway of the coastal traffic. 
In the old days there was a hollow 
rock on the ridge, into which the 
waves were driven. In so doing they 
compressed the air within the space, 
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which, as it escaped, produced a long 
distinctive wail, recalling the cry of 
the wolf, and it was to this cry that 
the rock owes its name. The rock would 
be growling to this day had it not 
been for the inhuman action of the 
Cornish plunderers. They detested the 
weird noise as cordially as the mari- 
ner blessed it. It robbed them of so 
many rich hauls that at last they 
decided to silence the rock forever. 
They filled the cavity with large 
boulders, which were carried out in 
boats from the mainland and dumped 
overboard. Then the Cornishmen met 
with a spell of enhanced prosperity 
from the increased number of wrecks 
on the terrible reef. 

“The Kingdom of Heaven” is a 
powerful lighthouse that marks the 
black hump of Lundy Island, rising 
out of the Bristol Channel. The name 
is colloquial from the name of the 
clerical owner of the island. 

The Chicken Rock Lighthouse, off 
the Isle of Man, marks a dangerous 
reef. The revolving light of 143,000 
candle power is visible for 16 miles. 
Although the lantern is 143 feet above 
the water, the waves frequently en- 
gulf it. This is also one of the works 
built by the famous Stevenson family 
of lighthouse engineers.

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Building the Christmas Stories 


in Miniature 


By ANNE TURPENTINE SIMMONDS 


[J ECORATING for Christmas, at 
our house, has always been a 
rather unique family hobby. We be- 
gin soon after Thanksgiving, and the 
two boys and I work together in build- 
ing our Christmas scenes in miniature 
at the base of an elaborately decor- 
ated, live cedar tree. Everywhere we 
have lived, our Christmas features 
soon become a community event. Chil- 
dren and grown-ups from all over 
town and nearby communities, show 
an enthusiastic interest. Many watched 
it grow from a simple display to an 
intricate, brilliantly lighted, realistic 
tableau of both sacred and secular 
stories of this festive occasion. 


I started this building venture in 
1922, when my elder son was an in- 
fant. At first, it was a very simple 
affair. A few small figures of the 
Christ Child, Mary and Joseph, a 
shepherd with a lamb and the three 
Wise Men with their camels were in 
the center on a brown cloth on the 


floor. To the side, on a sheet covered 
with cotton, was a tiny house, old 
Santa and his reindeer. The central 
feature was to show the children that 
Christmas was primarily the Christ 
Child’s birthday, when birthday gifts 
began; and secondly, to also give 
fitting place to the ever fascinating, 
old legend of Santa Claus, where the 
Christmas Spirit of remembering 
others with gifts is done in mysteri- 
ous, exciting ways. 

As the boys grew older, they showed 
great interest and helped make vari- 
ous parts for both scenes; thus they 
“just growed”, somewhat like “Topsy”. 
Often, the boys would dress like 
Santa’s elves and assist in trimming 
the tree, which had to be finished 
first, with electric wiring and decor- 
ations, before the foundation could be 
laid. This went on until 1930, when 
we decided to build the City of Beth- 
lehem to the right of the manger and 
a mountain, showing the three Wise 
Men’s approach in the distant sunset.

We then made skies back of the entire 
layout. 


We always began the sacred scene 
first, as it was the more difficult. The 
manger developed, finally, into a pic- 
turesque, rock and moss covered cave, 
lighted with tiny tree lights, behind 
hanging moss, to give it indirect light- 
ing. The very small, golden halo, en- 
circling the head of the small wax 
figure of the Babe, is cleverly lighted. 
The Christ Child is now always 
dressed in swaddling clothes, after the 
elder boy, at a very early age, re- 
minded me that the Bible said he 
was “Wrapped in ’twaddling clothes”. 
Mary and Joseph are kneeling in ad- 
oration by the manger. A few shep- 
herds are shown, bringing simple 
gifts, — lamps and sheep; while the 
Wise Men are richly robed and are 
presenting their costly gifts of gold, 
frankincense and myrr. The interior 
of the sable is‘floored with straw and 
in another ‘stall, in the background, 
can be seen the animals, said to have 
been present at the time of the Na- 
tivity, — donkeys, cows, a few chick- 
ens, a hen on her nest and a small 
cock, perched on a boulder. Above the 
manger, in a black, star-studded sky, 
is the star of unusual brilliance and 
size, which attracted and led the Wise 
Men to the birthplace of the young 
King. Below, outside the grotto, on a 
mossy slope, can be seen three large 
camels, resting or being watered by 
a servant. 


To the left of the central portion of 
the sacred feature, dominated by the 
Herald Angel in shining robe, sur- 
rounded by a “Multitude of the 
Heavenly Hosts”, (small wax cherubs 
with silky wings) in a dazzling, multi- 
colored sky and fleecy clouds, is the 
shepherd section. Awe stricken shep- 
herds stand or kneel in mingled rev- 
erence and fear, on the mossy slope, 
near a small stream, that winds in 
and out, down the slight hills. Near- 
by, are many sheep and lambs. A 
shepherd boy, in the distance, carries 
a lame lamb on his shoulder; while 
another keeps watch near the camp 
fire with his shepherd dog lying beside 
him. A wolf stands at the edge of 
a thickly wooded section but is being 
kept away by another faithful dog. 
(A small child visitor suggested this 
with her query “Why are the dogs 
there?” and when told that they were 
to keep wolves away, asked “Then 
where are the wolves?”) 


One of the strikingly lovely sections 
is that of the Wise Men approaching 
Bethlehem at evening, wearing bright- 
ly colored robes of the Orient, astride 
their gayly bedecked camels. Silhouet- 
ted against a sky, faintly and deli- 
cately tinted by the rays of the setting 
sun, they seem to be riding slowly 
down the .rambling hills of sand,

Perhaps the most convincing part, 
is the reproduction of the City of 
Bethlehem, with its traditional, flat- 
topped buildings and a few minarets, 
or prayer towers, on a series of hills, 
enclosed by moss-covered gray, stone- 
like walls and towers. In the center 
is the large gate, representing iron 
grill work. (We used an old wooden 
percolator rest, ornately carved,) 
Characters in the familiar Bible story 
are imbued with reality, as one sees 
the many people in their vari-colored 
robes, in the streets and courtyard of 
the Inn, which is directly above the 
entrance gate and the oustanding fea- 
ture of the city. The crowds have 
come to Bethlehem to pay taxes. Some 
are on camels and donkeys. Others 
appear to be bustling around on foot 
or standing around a small rock well, 
filling water jugs and pitchers and 
watering their animals. The Inn ap- 
pears to be more of marble with im- 
pressive columns at the entrance and 
two large golden domes on either end 
of the red, flat-topped roof. Elabor- 
ately carved ornamentation adds color 
to the general appearance, in our at- 
tempt to get an oriental effect with 
commonplace, occidental materials. We 
studied the pictures in Bible publica- 
tions, supposed to represent Bethle- 
hem at the time of Christ, and 
achieved a rather effective picture of 
an ancient city, though there may 
be discrepancies as to the authenticity 
of some details, — many of which are 
still vague and disputed theological

a DESCRIPTION of the Royg- 

non Armorial Bearing is registered 
in Gouget’s “Armorial Du Poitou et 
Etat Des Nobles”, under the names of 
Henry Roygnon, Sr., and Henry de 
Regnon. The Coat-of-Arms is listed 
as of early date, and establishes this 
family as of nobility, presenting the 
correct heraldry. These pages state: 
“Ste. — Pezenne, El. de Fontenay — 
Henry Roygnon, Sr. de Chaligne, idem 
Ste. — Pezenne Henry Roygnon, Sr., 
de Saligne.” 

The different spellings of both city 
and family names are noticeable: 
Henry Roygnon of Chaligne is the 
same (idem) as Henry of Saligne. 
and, above, Henry de Regnon is son 
of Henry Roygnon. And this surname 
is also spelled Rougnon, Rognon, Rog- 
nin, Rougnion, Roignion and Rong- 
nion. In English the change in spell- 
ing to Runyon, or Runyan, is due to 
the pronunciation. 

Rietstap’s “Armorial General” reg- 
isters Regnon de Chaligny still dif- 
ferent spellings. He is a marquis from 
Poitou, and the Arms _ described 
D’azur a frois abeilles d’or. Supports: 
Deux lions. Devise, Mel Regi. 

In the description in the first sen- 
tence, the phrase “mousches a miel” 
(in French dictionaries, “mouche’”’) 
and in the last paragraph, “abeilles”, 
both means “bees”, the first desig- 
nated as honey-bees. 

The marquis has two lions as sup- 
porters for his shield, and they are 
not inherited. He also has a motto, or 
“devise”, the Latin for “The Queen 
Honey Bee”. 

This Coat-of-Arms is a very definite 
example of “Canting of Arms,” which 
we would call “punning”: the “singing 
out” of the name through the symbols 
on the shield. The name, in any of its 
forms, harks back to the word mean- 
ing queen, and thus the queen is 
represented on the Arms by the honey- 
bee. This is a very ancient and popu- 
lar custom, other examples being Van 
Sickle (Holland), bearing three sick- 
les, and Standish (England) with 
dishes on standards. 

The bee definitely denotes industry. 

In the period before crests were 
worn on the helmet, and granted as 
part of the Armorial Bearing, which 
would be before the 16th century, 


officers or men of high rank, often 
wore feathers or wings in the helmet, 
especially when in parade, tourna- 
ment, or pageant. 

In Austria, Germany and Holland, 
the eagle’s wings were most common, 
and when crests were granted, the 
symbol was often placed between the 
wings. In England and Germany the 
ostrich plumes were popular, and the 
three plumes became the insignia of 
the Prince of Wales. In England, 
Belgium, and France, the peacock tail 
was very often the gorgeous decora- 
tion of the man clad in armour, sur- 
mounting the helmet, and waving in 
the breeze, as, with shield emblazoned 
with his well-earned symbols, he rode 
in dignified manner on his well- 
groomed and decorated stallion, 
through the lines of cheering crowds.

The American Family 

The late Orra Eugene Monnet, who 
is missed as a member of many his- 
torical and genealogical societies and 
whose writing portray the human 
side of life, and the stories of the 
people, gives us not only splendid in- 
formation about the Huguenots in 
general, but specifically about those 
coming into New Jersey. He had 
studied the family history of many of 
them, both in France and in this 
country. 

“Vincent Runyon”, Mr. Monnet 
writes, “Huguenot, most strikingly il- 
lustrates the French Protestant ori- 
gins, the religious schism in France, 
and the expatriation sacrifices, and the 
struggle for human freedom in a new 
environment, with a meritorious dis- 
tinction, which gave vital effect to, 
and influence upon, the new civiliza- 
tion, in a new world. He was the sole 
head of a new race, whose progeny, 
with every French attribute, inter- 
married, and. diffused itself through 
thousands of early New Jersey peo- 
ple.” 

“Vincent Runyon should be memori- 
alized as the distinctive and illustrious 
‘Head of the Race’ in America. He 
originated in or near the city of 
Poitiers, in the Province of Ancienne 
Poitou, France.” 

“He came before 1668 to the Isle 
of Jersey, then to America; married 
Anne Boutcher, alleged English wom- 
an, coming from Herts, England, who 
in reality was Anne Bouchierre, orig- 
inally French.” 

“Vincent Runyon, patriarch and 
progenitor of the New Jersey Runyon

family, came to America some time 
before 1668, and first settled in Eliza- 
beth Town, New Jersey. He may have 
accompanied Governor Philip Car- 
teret, who settled that place in 1665, 
or migrated very soon after. It is 
noticeable that many French Hugue- 
nots soon appeared in the colony. He 
was a carpenter.” In his marriage 
license, his name was spelled “Rong- 
nion.” 

These quotations, and the Poitou 
authority for the Coat-of-Arms are 
taken from Mr. Monnet’s book, “First 
Settlers of Piscataway, New Jersey.” 

About the same period, families 
from Picataqua, Me., (whence Pis- 
cataway), from New York, and from 
Massachusetts, began to take up land 
in this northeastern part of New Jer- 
sey, and as large families were then 
in vogue, the French Runyons inter- 
married with many English settlers, 
whose names are familiar, such as: 
Hull, Walker, Fitzrandolph, Holton, 
Martin, Bray, Drake, Roberts. Other 
French names in New Jersey are 
Per(s)ine, Blanchard, Perot. 

The history of the Huguenots does 
not need to be recited here, as en- 
cyclopedia are available to all who are 
not acquainted with the terrible per- 
secutions that forced many thousands 
from their homes in France. Many 
more Huguenots fled from their coun- 
try to England and America, than 
from Scotland during religious perse- 
cutions, to Ireland, thence to America; 
or from England to America in the 
early 17th century, — the Puritans 
and Pilgrims. Strange that a govern- 
ment cannot allow its people freedom 
to worship as they please. That was 
more than two centuries ago — and 
even today —! But we have that 
freedom to be thankful for in our 
land! 

Other Huguenot settlements in America 

However, our own country is the 
better and the stronger for those out- 
rages, as the cream of the persecuted 
families found refuge here, and their 
splendid characteristics blended with 
those of other countries’ in the found- 
ing of a new nation. 

South Carolina has been called “The 
Home of the Huguenots” and was 
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their principal retreat in the New 
World. Immediately after the revoca- 
tion in 1685, of the Edict of Nantes, 
which had protected them for a hun- 
dred years, these peace-seeking people 
came by the hundreds, the largest 
number settling in South Carolina. 
Some of the names there were Mazicq, 
Ravenel, Neuville, Legare, Gaillard, 
DuBois, Dupre, Chevalier, Bayard, 
Laurens. 


Pennsylvania received many hun- 
dreds, the majority having first gone 
to England from Holland. Maryland 
was another refuge. King William 
III sent a body to the colony of Vir- 
ginia, where lands were granted them, 
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and to this group were added about 
300 who came directly from France. 
Richebourg, Fontaine and Maury were 
names of pastors, and these families 
have always been considered as among 
the finest in the state. 


The Walloons, a branch of the 
Huguenots, who had been living both 
in Belgium and Holland, came to 
America about 1622, and settled on 
Staten Island. Westchester Co., N. Y. 
was settled by Huguenot families, 
having received permission from the 
Dutch, who had already taken lands 
in that section. They named one of 
their towns New Rochelle, after the 
home they had been obliged to leave. 
Houdin, DeLancey, and Jay are names 
that have survived since those early 
days. To the section that is now New 
York City, came refugees from Italy, 
Germany, Switzerland, Germany, Bo- 
hemia, Belgium and France. All 
spoke French, and for some time the 
public documents were printed in 
French, Dutch, and English. Ulster 
Co. settlement probably has more 
landmarks, and old homes belonging 
to the first generations of descendants 
of the settlers there, than any other 
place. Even in Revolutionary War 
days, there was but one family, the 
Eltinges, not of Huguenot stock, living 
in Mew Paltz. Abraham Hasbrouck 
was one of the first patentees, and 
other well-known names are Bevier, 
Dubois, Deyeau, and LeFevre. 


Massachusetts, through its General 
Court, received a colony, having 
granted them 12,000 acres of land 
about Oxford, in 1686. Dr. John Tou- 
ton was one of the first to come. 
Faneuil Hall, called “The Cradle of 
Liberty” was a gift of the son of a 
Huguenot. George Bunker owned the 
land which is now called Bunker 
Hill, on which the monument stands 
commemorating the battle of the same 
name. He was the descendant of a 
Huguenot who had gone to England 
first, and his children had come to 
Massachusetts. The name in French 
was “Bon Coeur”, “Good Heart.” What 
a shame to make such an ugly name 
out of the original beautiful one! 


Great contributions were made to 
our country by the strangers from 
France. England had the same ex- 
perience. They were skilled artisans, 
especially in weaving, and that is one 
of the large debts that England owes 
to their immigration. Added to that, 
in New England, they introduced the 
culture of the pear, quince, and grape. 
In the New Rochelle locality, they 
reclaimed the forests, and turned them 
into marvelous gardens. In Virginia 
and the Carolinas, they planted the 
olive, mulberry and other fruit trees, 
and their excellent methods of culti- 
vation turned the barren wastes to 
rich harvest fields. The mechanics and 
merchants established the woolen, silk, 
and cotton industries. Their political 
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influence was for the good, and they 
were patriotic, serving in all of the 
early wars. 

Outstanding among the patriots who 
served with Washington, Franklin, 
Hamilton, and others of English des- 
cent, were Henry and John Laurens, 
John Jay, John Bayard, Elias Boudi- 
not, Francis Marion. 

One author has said, “They live 
like a tribe, like one family, and each 
one rejoices at the prosperity and 
elevation of his brethren.” “In unity 
was strength” in the case of these 
loyal, and noble people. Their des- 
cendants have a justifiable pride in 
their accomplishments. And, many are 
the descendants, of practically every 
name mentioned. No doubt thousands 
of them do not even know about this 
noble heritage, and they are missing 
some interesting traditions that they 
might be cherishing. 

In a later issue, we will feature 
another of these families, tell of the 
service the Huguenot Societies are 
rendering in preserving these tradi- 
tions, and glean more from the letters 
of correspondents who have offerings 
on this fascinating study.

He, and two other 
Poinsetts, probably his sons, were na- 
turalized as subjects of the colony in 
1697. 

Joel Robert Poirisett, the first 
United States Minister to Mexico, was 
a direct descendant of Pierre. It was 
Joel who brought the red flowers from 
Mexico, that bear his name: POIN- 
SETTIAS.

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WE THANK you. We thank you for 

the advertising and subscriptions 
that have poured in to make this num- 
ber the largest one we have ever issued 
both in advertising volume and cir- 
culation. Under ordinary conditions 
we would feel we had begun to reap 
the reward for hard work and faithful 
service. Our trouble now is to get 
the material to meet the demand. Our 
facilities are strained and if we get 
any more subscribers, our finances 
will be strained. There is no profit 
in circulation, and the advertisers 
don’t want to pay the cost of the extra 
circulation. We are now giving about 
40,000 circulation for the same rate 
we gave 20,000. They say we already 
have all the circulation we need as 
they sell everything they advertise, 
provided their material is at all de- 
sirable and the prices reasonable. 
That’s why we write such terrible 
editorials. We know nobody will sub- 
scribe to the magazine but the old 
American families which constitute a 
large majority of our population. 
They are the people we cater to. They 
appreciate these old things from the 
standpoint of tradition and sentiment. 
The others are only in it for the 
money they can get out of it. Now 
that we can only draw as much paper 
as we did the previous year we must 
weed out our circulation and confine 
it to those who deserve it. 

As our expenses mount, we are 
faced with the dilemma of raising 
the subscription price so that circula- 
tion pays its share of the cost, or 
raising the advertising rate, or giving 
less value. We don’t want to give 
less value. We have been told by those 
who have taken the magazine for five 
or ten years that we have constantly 
given better value, but if we cherish 
the ambition to give you still better 
value, we are likely to go broke in 
doing it. While our circulation count 
now approaches 40,000 copies, no 
doubt 100,000 people read it. At dif- 
ferent times hundreds of collectors 
and small shop-keepers have told us 
that they subscribed jointly with their 
friends or neighbors and the public 
libraries say there is such a demand 
for the magazine that the several 
copies they subscribe for are out on 
loan constantly. 

We want the magazine to continue 
to do educational work and to enthuse 
new collectors. That was its original

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object. New collectors are enthusiastic 
buyers and they eagerly patronize our 
advertisers. 

But there is no sense in our taking 
continual raises in costs of production 
without an increase on our own part. 
Our paper manufacturers treated us 
mighty fine. We did not get a raise 
until July of this year. Those of you 
who buy paper know that is going 
some, but we got a raise in July and 
a raise in October and are notified 
there will be an additional raise in 
January. In buying glue from Swift 
& Company which we use to back 
your magazine, we haven’t put in an 
order for the last eighteen months 
but what there has been an increase 
in price. It is not only materials — 
but there have been deserving ones 
all through the place who have to 
have their wages increased. We would 
be willing to carry on the magazine 
this year without a dollar of profit 
but what we fear is that if these 
subscriptions continue to pour in on 
us during the big subscription months 
of November, December and January 
as they have started in October, we 
will take on ourselves a liability to 
fill them out that will swamp us. The 
situation has forced us to give the 
matter of an increase the most serious 
consideration. We can’t overlook the 
fact that when we accept your sub- 
scription we have taken a liability 
that runs for twelve months ahead. 
We don’t fill all of your order in one 
month and we can easily make suckers 
of ourselves selling at today’s price 
and buying at tomorrow’s price. The 
American New Company has taken 
more and more copies and our facili- 
ties are strained to produce them. 

Neither have we speculated in paper, 
ink and other supplies. We bought 
normally just as we consumed the 
material. If everybody had done that, 
many commodities could have held 
their price but a lot of selfish and 
unpatriotic people thought they would 
be wise and buy up a couple years’ 
supply. All of that created an arti- 
ficial scarcity in some lines and re- 
sulted in undue price-raising. There is 
nothing going to keep us from chaos 
in the country except the common 
sense of the American people as a 
whole. We must keep our feet on the 
brakes, every one of us, individually. 
We can’t depend on that wild-eyed 
element at Washington. They will 
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ride us to destruction. We urge every- 
body for their own interest to keep 
from undue price-raising. Keep your 
feet on the ground and do your little 
share to help or you are headed for 
trouble you never saw before. Please 
stop to think and keep in mind that 
you aren’t putting your price up; you 
are putting the dollar down and the- 
first thing you know, your paper dol- 
lar will be a joke. Nobody will have 
any respect for it. 

We believe we have done our share 
but we are serving notice this issue 
that it may be the last at the $2 rate. 
We must either raise our advertising 
and subscription rates or put a glass 
enclosure all around our place and 
get additional revenue by charging 
everybody to watch us work like dogs. 
We are already known as the “working 
fools” and we ought to charge people 
to see us do it.

Women’s Dress in War-Time 


By F. H. 


PEOPLE have been wondering of 

late why women dress as they 
do in war-time? Some philosophical 
historians maintain that women’s 
dress reflects the spirit of the times. 
Wondering about this, and doubting 
it exceedingly, I went to see a col- 
lection of antique dresses that were 
recently displayed in Walpole, Mass., 
for the benefit of the Red Cross. 

The earliest dresses displayed were 
worn during the War of 1812. They 
had high waists and long narrow 
skirts, pale colors and delicate fabrics. 
One dress was of the most exquisitely 
embroidered India muslin with a scarf 
as frail as a cobweb. If Dolly Madison 
cut Washington’s portrait out of its 
frame, and carried it away from the 
White House rolled up and hidden 
under her petticoat, when the British 
burned the city, she did a remarkable 
thing indeed! 

Next I looked at the dresses worn 
by ladies who nursed wounded soldiers 
in the Civil War. They wore full 
flowing skirts over hoops or crino- 
lines. The sleeves were wide at the 
wrists, seemingly as unsuitable for 
sponging fevered brows as for dealing 
bridge-hands. The next war in our 
history was the Spanish War, when 
women carried food and coffee to the 
troop trains dressed in starched col- 
lars, brutally straight-fronted corsets, 
skirts with trains and vast hats. 

What did women wear in 1914? 
Hobble skirts! Hard indeed to walk

in, and when they gave those up in 
1917, they were tramping through the 
rainy towns of France in long full 
skirts, five inches from the mud. 


Then there was the sort of dress 
worn by Clara Barton — _ bustled 
frilled and furbelowed as she toured 
this country and Europe for the Red 
Cross — what a cruise costume! 


Convinced by this time that war 
had no effect whatever upon women’s 
dress, I looked at some of the other 
periods represented. I found that in 
the 30’s women’s waists were 15 inches 
round while they swept and dusted, 
baked and brewed. Their skirts were 
long and touched the floor, their 
sleeves were balloons. There was a 
whole group of rare printed cottons 
of this time, and very lovely they 
were. And as for the poke bonnets 
any woman must have been alluring 
in those when a man got far enough 
around the brim to see her face! 


I suppose we all expect women’s 
dresses in this war to be more suitable 
than ever before and yet I sat in a 
civilian defense class on a summer’s 
day with the temperature well in the 
90’s, and listened to a lecture on air- 
raid precautions delivered by a lovely 
young creature who was nearly faint- 
ing with the heat in an elegant woolen 
uniform. So I fear that now, as ap- 
parently always, woman’s dress (and 
man’s too) will be uncomfortable, un- 
suitable, but beautiful to behold.

Mr. Jagel purchased through a friend 
who returned from a trip to the Ori- 
ent with it. The rifle has a single 


It has been bored by hand and in- 
laid on the entire length with a silver 
dragon representing the Sun dynasty. 
In its appearance, it resembles an old 
dueling pistol; the stock is only 11 
inches long. 

The weight of the entire weapon is 
about 30 pounds. Although the gun 
is'a relic of the late 15th century it 
is in good condition, for Mr. Jagel 
has taken excellent care of his fire- 
arms and has, wherever possible, kept 
the guns in working condition. Fre- 
quently he and a collector colleague 
adjourn to his Connecticut farm and 
give the guns a “work out” in an open 
field. 

Another spectacular gun among the 
collection is a colt pistol. The gun, 
made in Hartford, Conn., in the early 
1840’s, is the reverse of a model re- 
volver. Instead of a single barrel 
that loads 6 cartridges, the gun has 
a single cylinder with 6 revolving 
barrels. It is 9 inches in length and 
was the forerunner of the Civil War 
“evattling guns.” It is one of Mr. 
Jagel’s favorites. 

The range of sizes in the gun col- 
lection is an _ interesting feature. 
The singer has firearms that mea- 
sure from three-inch weapons to giant 
size rifles. Many of them are the 
usual steel and wood combinations. 
Others are more spectacular in their 
appearance. Several of the smaller 
pistols have gilt butts, others are even 
more elaborate in pearl and silver. 

Colleagues, opera fans and personal 
friends have helped Mr. Jagel to make 
his gun collection an outstanding one. 
Whenever they see a relic the singer 
is advised and immediately checks its 
authenticity.. Most of his firearms 
are labelled and carry a description of 
their historical background. Several 
of the guns have interesting stories 
behind them. 

For instance, he possesses a small 
pocket gun case made of hand-tooled 
leather. It is about an inch and a 
half thick and bears a silver name 
plate on the outside. Inside are three 
small derringers. The case, with its 
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contents, belonged to a noted French 
lawyer who lived in the middle 19th 
century. The counsellor at law, well 
known for his work in the prosecution 
of criminals, needed to carry the guns 
for his own protection. He carried 
three because two of his sons, acting 
more or less in the capacity of body- 
guards, were each given one of the 
weapons as a defense protection for 
their father who also pocketed one. 
The pistols, made of silver butt and 
steel barrel, carried only one bullet in 
each and the complete gun could be 
concealed easily in the palm of the 
hand, 

Mr. Jagel was able to obtain this 
historic piece through an operatic 
acquaintance who located the case in 
Paris several years ago when the 
American tenor was abroad. 


Every summer, Mr. Jagel has been 
called to South America to make in- 
numerable opera appearances. Below 
the Equator he has continued to 
search for novel and historic firearms. 
Here he has found some of the more 
decorative guns of Spanish origin. 
One, specifically, has a bell mouthed 
barrel decorated with inset flowers 
and foliage in brass. The butt is 
filigreed crudely. 


At least a dozen of the pistols from 
his collection are of the old dueling 
type. A nineteenth century specimen 
which Mr. Jagel owns is made with 
the old type “touch hole” (compart- 
ment into which gun-powder was 
poured) lined in gold. The barrel is 
octagonal shaped, tapering towards 
the muzzle. It is fitted with rear back 
and foresights. 


Some of Mr. Jagel’s guns, in ap- 
pearance, seem more like curios rather 
than firearms. One, for instance, has 
its trigger sawed off completely. This 
frontier model was operated in the 
unique fashion of “fanning.” The 
palm of one hand would “fan” the 
hammer in* fast motion, while the 
other gripped the butt. 

Another novel part of the collection 
is a “needle gun.” This used to fire 
a paper cartridge containing powder 
and an ovoid bullet. The weapon was 
fired by a long sharp needle like a 
firing pin. The complete weight of 
the gun is a little over ten pounds. 

All of these arms are cleaned and 
oiled regularly by Mr. Jagel. He has 
amazed many of his guests at home 
by pulling some of the guns from 
their resting places and showing that 
they will still fire. Because the singer 
has so many friends interested in his 
hobby, he has been able to obtain 
some of the possessions at a nominal 
cost. Several guns have been pre- 
sented to Mr. Jagel from admiring 
opera fans both in this country and 
in South America, having learned of 
the singer’s interest in the collection 
of firearms. Mr. Jagel some day hopes 
to furnish a complete gun room on his: 
Connecticut farm.

Looking in Upon 
a Diversified Collection 


ROBABLY one of the reasons that 

match box labels and covers have 
such a wide appeal is because of the 
diversity of subject matter that goes 
into this hobby. 

Lately a representative of this de- 
partment had the opportunity of going 
through a rather large collection. Al- 
though he is a collector of match 
labels, too, he was quite surprised at 
the great variety in this fellow col- 
lector’s assembly. 

One in this collection included a 
crested specimen from the Duke of 
Windsor. Yes, it may be surprising 
to some of the collectors of other 
things to know that many prominent 
persons have their own _ personal 
match covers. There are many in this 
collection from movie stars. Cabinet 
officers and statesmen from all over 
the world have their own special 
covers, too, as is revealed in this col- 
lection. Yes, even kings are repre- 
sented. 

State and capitals of the United 
States are well represented in most 
collections, and this one is no ex- 
ception. 

Many beautiful specimens came 
from abroad before the war, but 
since that time, the activities of col- 
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lectors in many of these countries 
have been greatly curtailed due to the 
lack of new specimens. Collectors in 
this country used to carry on regular 
exchanges abroad, and while a few 
can still trade, collecting has been 
greatly handicapped, and letters from 
abroad are not very numerous. 

One set is of particular interest, 
because it recalls the days when we 
used to describe that glorious country 
as Sunny Spain. Alas, things have 
changed considerably there, too. It 
was a beautiful series called the “Ar- 
mada Espanola,” and while somewhat 
military in character, showing war- 
ships, submarines, admirals, etc., it 
was none the less beautiful. 

The collector is also reminded of 
peaceful days in England by a fine 
British Jubilee cover. Of course, there 
are many other fine specimens from 
this country. 

A specimen issued by Belgium after 
the World War and bearing a picture 
of Nurse Edith Cavell, is a much 
sought after item among match label 
collectors. And as the years go on 
it will become probably of greater in- 
creasing interest and value.
